Desperately seeking seminarians 


A shortage of priests is forcing the Catholic Church to consider major changes

N THE DAY in 1962 when Father Richard McBrien was 

ordained, there were four priests assigned to his church. 
But today — despite an increase in the parish’s population 
— the number of priests serving Our Lady of Victory in 
West Haven, Connecticut, is down to two. For Catholic 
churches nationwide, this shrinkage is neither surprising nor 
unusual. It is a fact of life. 

Currently, there is a shortage of priests is so dire that 
many are calling it a crisis. The results of the shortage strike 
at the very core of the Catholic faith: because some priests 
are now called upon to serve as many as six parishes apiece, 
traditional sacraments such as the Eucharist, or Communion 
(in which wafers and wine believed to be the body and blood 
of Christ are consumed), are being offered less frequently. 
The statistics are alarming: 15 percent of parishes nation- 
wide lack even one resident priest. More than 20,000 clergy- 
men have left the profession over the past 30 years. During 
the same period, the number of men entering the Catholic 
priesthood has declined. And the priests who have remained 
in the fold are aging. In fact, the average age of a parish 


priest is 59, and more Catholic clergymen in the United 
States today are over 90 than under 30. This means that as 
old priests retire and die, no one is coming up in the ranks 
to take their places. And because of a rash of bad publicity 
— pedophilia scandals, financial improprieties, and ideolog- 
ical battles over sexuality and gender — the Church, enter- 
ing the new millennium at a crucial point in its history, is 
having a hard time recruiting new, young candidates. 

This earthly law of supply and demand — in a country 
where there is one active parish priest for every 2200 faithful 
— is forcing the Church to learn Marketing 101. “Before, 
vocational offices would just wait for people to ring the 
doorbell,” says Father Daniel Greenleaf, who is in charge of

When rights 
collide 


A case at Tufts pits freedom of 
religion against gay rights. The 
way it’s resolved could influence 
Campuses nationwide.

OR MONTHS NOW, Tufts University in 

Medford has captured the attention of pri- 
vate colleges across the nation — but certainly 
not their envy. This small libéral-arts school 
has been embroiled in debate over a high- 
profile student complaint that pits religious 
freedom against gay rights. 

It’s a complicated case, and trying to under- 
stand it can seem like peeling an onion: just 
when you think you’re done, you realize that 
there’s another layer. One side has the Consti- 
tution behind it, specifically the First Amend- 
ment’s right to the free exercise of religion and

freedom of speech. The other is bolstered by 
local nondiscrimination laws. Yet the conflict 
between the two is so intricate that some gay- 
rights advocates have come out in support of 
evangelical Christians who disavow homosexu- 
ality. At the same time, religious leaders at 
Tufts, including a Jewish rabbi and a Catholic 
priest, have thrown their support behind gay 
and lesbian students. As Paula Ettlebrick of the 
Washington, DC-based National Gay and Les- 
bian Task Force observes, “The case is a classic 
dilemma that illustrates the long-standing ten- 
sion between civil rights and civil liberties.” 

The case was decided back in April, when 
an evangelical-Christian student group was 
stripped of its status as a legitimate campus 
organization because it had refused to allow a 
lesbian member to hold a leadership position. 
The decision, which was made by a seven- 
member student judiciary panel, sparked a 
deluge of mail from conservative religious 
groups and civil libertarians, who demanded 
that the university restore the group’s stand- 
ing. Last month, after an appeal and a 
closed-door, seven-hour hearing, the student 
judiciary reversed its decision. 

For all intents and purposes; the controversy 
at Tufts should be over. 

In many ways, however, it’s only just begun. 

In the past month, scores of letters to the ed- 
itor and editorials have appeared in the 
school’s three student publications, the Tufts 
Daily, the Observer, and the Primary Source. 
The Daily alone has published 10 opinion 
columns from students, arguing back and forth 
about the decision. For many, campus life has

The new Charles River bridge should be named after Lenny Zakim 


Bridging the divide 


T WOULD BE ironic if it weren’t so 

Boston. The beef over what to name the 

new cable bridge that will span the Charles 
River from Charlestown to Boston is just the 
sort of fight that Leonard Zakim, the former 
head of the Boston chapter of the Anti- Defama- 
tion League, was so good at resolving. Gover- 
nor Paul Cellucci announced in June that the 
new 10-lane bridge would be named for Zakim, 
who died of cancer last year at 46. But last 
week, a group of Charlestown activists an- 
nounced their opposition to 
the move. 

The opponents — loosely 
organized under the auspices 
of the Charlestown Histori- 
cal Society — contend that 
the bridge should pay 
homage to the community in 
which it will be based. And 
they note that the bridge’s 
design takes its inspiration 
from the nearby Bunker Hill 
Monument. These arguments have merit. But 
there is also merit in the argument that it would 
be a real tribute to Charlestown to honor a 
leader who worked to assuage the religious, 
ethnic, and racial tensions that have divided this 
city over the decades. 

Zakim’s day job may have been to head the 
local branch of a national Jewish civil-rights 
group, but his presence in Boston transcended 
the city’s usual tribal boundaries. Zakim helped 
create the Black-Jewish Seder and the Irish- 
Jewish Seder (later the Catholic-Jewish Seder). 
He founded the Team Harmony program for 
teens, which became a national model for pro-

VOTERS VENT 

Seth Gitell’s otherwise insightful election 
analysis “Gridlock and Its Discontents” 
{News and Features, November 10] had 
one major flaw: the persistent identification 
of voters who latched onto issues like Social 
Security and Medicare as “uninformed” and 
“undecided.” 

The crux of Gitell’s argument can be 
summed up by this statement: “The 
Democrats focused on specific programs that 
appealed to large voting blocs — Social Se- 
curity, prescription drugs, and Medicare.” 
This is really the same mantra the media have 
repeated for two decades: people concerned 
about social programs that affect them di- 
rectly aren’t the mainstream electorate. 

First of all, there’s that odd accusation: 
focusing on programs that appeal to “large 
voting blocs,” as if there’s something dirty 
about the Democratic ideal of regarding the 
voters as the real power brokers. 

Then, there’s the dismissal of entire “de- 
mographic groups”: the “rednecks,” “self- 
obsessed geezers,” and “teachers” (whoever 
they are), who are supposedly to blame for 
faulty balloting, disappearing ballot boxes, 


moting tolerance, and World of Difference, an 
anti-hate educational program. Shortly before 
Zakim died, Pope John Paul II honored him — 
while on a mission of Catholic and Jewish lead- 
ers to Rome — as a Knight of St. Gregory. As 
Bishop William Murphy said of Zakim at his 
memorial service last fall: “There was no hid- 
den agenda in Lenny Zakim. We in the 
Catholic community are so grateful for the last 
15 years.” 
It was this record of service that inspired 
Cellucci to name the new 
cable bridge the Leonard P. 
Zakim Freedom Bridge. 
Bernard Cardinal Law quickly 
endorsed the idea, and Cel- 
lucci and Law jointly an- 
nounced it at Law’s residence 
in June. “This magnificent 
bridge is a fitting tribute to a 
man who spent his own life 
building bridges of human 
understanding and goodwill,” 
Cellucci said at the time. 

Even so, more than 1000 Charlestown resi- 
dents have signed a petition against naming the 
bridge after Zakim. They want a name that bet- 
ter reflects their vision of the community and 
the role it played in the American Revolution — 
above and beyond the Battle of Bunker Hill. 
The Historical Society has called for the bridge 
to be named after Bunker Hill since June of last 
year. Before that it worked long and hard with 
public officials to achieve the dramatic design 
that is now under construction. Some have 
noted that Big Dig officials may have promised 
the community such a name in the context of 


and media “results” announced when less 
than 10 percent of polling places had even 
closed. After decades of low voter turnout, 
presidents elected with less than 50 percent 
of the popular vote, and public apathy, 
Gitell seems incensed that a close election 
has highlighted flaws in our system that 
have probably been there all along. 

Lastly, those “self-obsessed geezers” — 
they’re the answer to Gitell’s generation-cen- 
tric whine, “Why did Gore bring up Social Se- 
curity all the time?” Duh. The state that Bush 
was supposed to “inherit” from his little broth- 
er also happens to be home to a large number 
of residents who stand to lose a chunk of their 
liquid income under Bush’s Social Security 
plan. They are also the generation most likely 
to vote, most likely to stay abreast of the is- 
sues, and most likely to be members of one of 
the most powerful nonprofit lobbies in the 
country (the AARP). They simply don’t fit the 
description of “undecided” voters. 

By dismissing the people who are most 
likely the largest voting bloc in Florida, Gitell 
sidesteps the question: just why was Bush’s 
lead in Florida so narrow, even questionable? 

The whining from both parties about the 
pesky need for clean election results is a 
product of the same shortsightedness that 
drives Gitell’s analysis: voters are supposed 
to fit neatly into boxes labeled by the power- 
ful. How dare they steal the election from 
the politicians and the pundits?

“mitigation discussions” connected to the pro- 
ject. That puts the community’s opposition in 
an understandable light. 

But history is fluid, not static. The Bunker 
Hill Monument already stands as a noble 
memorial. Naming the bridge after Zakim 
would be a noble gesture, one that Zakim de- 
serves — as do the people of Boston. The 
bridge, a magnificent structure that will tower 
over the city, will be viewed as a Boston land- 
mark on a par with the Bunker Hill Monument, 
the Custom House, and the John Hancock 
tower. Who better to name it after than Zakim, 
a spiritual giant who bridged divides between so 
many communities in Boston? 

The issue, which will ultimately be decided by 
a vote of the state legislature, is now before the 
House Transportation Committee. State Repre- 
sentative Eugene O'Flaherty, who represents 
Charlestown, is pushing a compromise solution 
that satisfies the community— calling it, for ex- 
ample, the Leonard P. Zakim Bunker Hill Free- 
dom Bridge. The governor, meanwhile, is stand- 
ing by his plan — as, reportedly, is House 
Speaker Thomas Finneran. Still, it could take 
only one legislator to hold the bill up while the 
House is not in formal session. We hope the 
leaders involved will follow through with the in- 
spired vision of naming the bridge after a man 
whose all-too-short life’s work transcended 
Boston’s usual parochialism. Lenny Zakim, who 
has made Greater Boston a more civil and de- 
cent place to live by building bridges across 
human chasms, deserves this honor. &

Given the conditions in sub-Saharan Africa 
— where some estimate that 30 percent of the 
population lives with HIV or AIDS — it’s no 
surprise that this year’s December 1 
celebration of World AIDS Day 
focuses on the African AIDS 
pandemic (see “State of the Art,” 8 
Days a Week, page 3). 

But this doesn’t mean that 
AIDS has been tamed in the 
US. Far from it. Despite 

declines in AIDS-related deaths in 
this country, as many as 40,000 
people are diagnosed with HIV 
every year. And infection rates 
are growing among the most 
vulnerable groups, including 
racial minorities, women, 
and intravenous-drug 
users. 

Make no mistake: 
AIDS remains a serious 
and deadly threat — both at 
home and abroad. Which is 

why local activists and health- 
care professionals are asking 
residents to participate in the 13th annual 
global remembrance for victims of the virus. 
Dozens of events are planned in and around 
Boston, including a candlelight vigil at the 
Multicultural AIDS Coalition, a visual-arts 
installation at the Boston Center for the Arts, 
and a keynote speech on the African AIDS 
pandemic at Trinity Church in Copley Square. 
Similar observances are also scheduled in such 
communities as Cambridge, Fall River, Lowell,

and Gloucester. 

Commemorations kick off in Boston on 
November 30 at 5:30 p.m., when participants in 
two vigils will march from the Multicultural 
AIDS Coalition at 801 Tremont Street and Safe 
Place at One Marvin Street to Roxbury 
Community College at 1234 Columbus Avenue. 
There, they will rally for the millions of victims 
worldwide who are afflicted with the disease. 

Over at the BCA, another vigil will begin 
Thursday, November 30, at 11:30 p.m. and 
continue until midnight on December 1. 
Residents from Roxbury, Dorchester, and the 
South End are expected to make their way to the 
BCA Cyclorama, where artist Michael Dowling 
will present his ninth annual “Medicine Wheel” 
— an installation of 36 shrines commemorating 
AIDS victims. “The medicine wheel is really a 
healing circle,” Dowling explains. “It’s a place 
for people to bring their thoughts, their prayers, 
and their dreams.” 

Whatever the event, these first 24 hours in 
December serve to reaffirm the importance of 
keeping up the fight against AIDS. As Amy 
Rosenberg of the Boston-based AIDS Action 
Committee warns, “Though it hasn’t been 
front-page news for a while, the AIDS 
epidemic is still with us. And if we don’t remain 
vigilant, this disease will affect everybody 

sooner or later.”

CELEBRITY SITE-INGS 
Too much information 


So much for celebrities’ keeping their private lives private. In 
a creepy display of unguarded sincerity, Melanie Griffith has 
divulged details of her recent sojourn in rehab — in a 
pathetically twisted online diary. “If you don’t know about it; I 
was and still am addicted to sleeping pills (barbiturates) and 
pain pills (opiates),” she confesses in a posting from last 
Wednesday on her personal Web site (www.melaniegriffith.com 
or www.melanieonline.com). “Hello Everyone! Today is a good 
day! I am so happy and grateful to be clean, sober, and off pain 
medication,” she trumpets on the following day in her 
“recovery journal,” thanking “all beautiful people” for “being 
so supportive with their messages.” 

Is this.a parody? Apparently not: the site is full of Griffith’s 
personal photos, home videos, and commentary. There’s 
streaming video of Melanie running beside her personal 
trainer, Greg Isaacs. There are sound bites of Griffith’s 
breathy voice whispering phrases like “The truth from me 
straight to you.” There’s Griffith showing off her triceps 
tattoo: the name “Antonio” framed in a heart. (“Yes, it’s a real 
tattoo! I did it as a present for Antonio on our 4th 
anniversary.” ) 

It gets better. Or worse. Read her frequent regressions into 
high-school journal-keeping-speak (“I will be able to talk to 
you, live! Isn’t this the coolest?” she writes about the future of 
her Live Video Room). Note her reckless abandon with 
exclamation points (“This is Kim putting on my makeup. He’s 
an amazing artist!”). Gag at the mawkish signoffs in her 
recovery journal (“Sending trillions of kisses!” and “I send my 
biggest love”). 

And then check out Melanie’s Dream Room, a forum where 
Griffith discloses her secret to managing internal conflicts: she 
writes a letter to her “inner self” before bedtime. Taken 
verbatim: 





Dear Inner Self, 

If it is your will, please reveal to me in a dream tonight the se- 
cret of my success in order to become closer to you. 

With love and respect, 

Melanie

Blues crusader 
gets a bigger sword 


Teo Leyasmeyer’s been waving a 
banner for the blues for years. 
“I’m very aware of education and 
increasing people’s understanding 
of the music as part of my 
personal mission,” says 
Leyasmeyer, who is the booking 
agent for Harvard Square’s House 
of Blues. 

Now Leyasmeyer has a chance 
to take his ambitions worldwide as 
a member of the advisory board 
for the Memphis-based Blues 
Foundation, an international 
nonprofit organization dedicated 
to the preservation and 
perpetuation of blues music. It 
provides aid to needy artists, 
serves as a parent organization for 
more than 100 blues societies, has 
created a Hall of Fame, and runs 
education programs and the 
annual W.C. Handy Awards 
program — the blues’ equivalent 
of the Grammys. 

Insiders say Leyasmeyer — 
who played piano and toured with 
Freddie King, Buddy Guy, Johnny 
Copeland, and other blues greats 
before he began booking New 
York City’s Abilene Café in the 
late 80s — was nominated to the 
position by Tommy Couch, 
president of Mississippi-based 
soul/blues label Malaco Records. 
Among the 26 members of the 
advisory board are Newton’s 
Richard “Rosy” Rosenblatt,

In an odd but very definite way, Massachusetts is more 
Republican today than it was four years ago. Gore won the 
popular vote, but Bush took more towns and cities than 

GOP presidential candidate Bob Dole did 
four years ago.

In 1996, Dole won five towns — 
Boxford, Chatham, Duxbury, 
Hamilton, and Wenham.

The GOP gains in 
Massachusetts are surprising 
given the weak performance of 
Governor Paul Cellucci and 
Lieutenant Governor Jane Swift in 
recent months. But these numbers 
j reflect the national pattern, 
WAS IT Bush's appeal or showing urban areas going 
Gore's weakness: Democratic and the hinterlands 
as Be voting Republican. Cape Cod 
(though more diverse in recent years) and Western 
Massachusetts appear to be the most conservative parts of 
the state. Among the suburbs, the South Shore towns 
(Cohasset, Norwell) shade more to the right than do other 
suburban communities — a fact underlined by the re- 
election of Republican state senator Robert Hedlund of 
Weymouth.

HOULD I GET a splash guard in my 
kitchen?” my friend Paula asked me 


the other night. “My kitchen designer 
says I need one, but you don’t have one in 
your kitchen. What do you think?” 
Paula is having her kitchen redecorated. 





Paula doesn’t cook. Paula also is not currently 


living in the home she is redecorating, so the 
conversation was nuanced and complex on 
many levels.- 

“You know,” I offered, “I’m thinking that 
based on the way you live, instead of a splash 
guard, you should just board up the kitchen. 
Or have it converted into a really big closet.” 

If Paula were honest with herself, she would 
admit that all she needs is a hot plate, a refrig- 
erator, a microwave, and a sink, and the sink 
would be used only to refill the ice-cube trays. 
She most definitely does 
not need a splash guard, 
since very little but the 
water going into the ice- 
cube trays ever has occa- 
sion to splash around in 
her kitchen.

Therefore, if they must renovate, I suggest 
that alterations should be based upon their ac- 
tual needs, rather than the needs of some 
lifestyle they wish they had time for. 


F YOU are a busy single professional, here 

are some suggestions to help you conceptu- 
alize your new, lifestyle-appropriate home- 
renovation project.

Unfit to print

VEN AS THE lawyers, judges, and 

politicians in Florida continue their 

quest to figure out just who won the 
presidential election on November 7, 
events from the campaign are still rever- 
berating. In particular, who knew about 
George W. Bush’s drunk-driving arrest, 
and when? And why was it leaked just 
days before the election? 

As soon the story broke on the Thurs- 
day before the country went to the polls, 
Portland, Maine, became ground zero in 
the race for the presidency. As Fox 51 
News’s Erin Fehlau reported, Bush had 
been busted in Kennebunkport for drink- 
ing and driving in 1976. By Friday morn- 
ing, Fehlau was on all the talk shows, and 
the city was overrun with national press 
playing catch-up on the biggest news in 
the country. As the story developed, it 
branched out. Who tipped off Fox 51? 
Was it a plot by the Democrats? Who 
was the sheriff that busted Bush in ’76? 
It slowly became clear that it may not 
have been a Democratic plot gfter all. 

Buried within the Portland Press 
Herald’s report on Saturday, November 
4, was this detail: “. . . editors discovered 
Friday that a reporter in the York County 
buréau had actually learned of the arrest 
in mid-July.” The Associated Press re- 
leased a story the same day: PORTLAND 
NBWSPAPER KNEW OF BUSH DWI ARREST 
THREE. MONTHS AGO, DIDN’T PUBLISH. The 
AP story ran all over the country. 

Could it be this simple? That the news 
had always been there waiting to be dis- 
covered — and that an editor (of all peo- 
ple) had decided to keep it quiet? It’s 
hard to believe, until you look closer at 
the Portland Press Herald and some of the 
other decisions the paper’s top brass have 
made in recent years. 


CTUALLY, YOU don’t have to start 

that far back. Take the November 5 
executive editor’s column by the Press 
Herald’s Jeanine Guttman. Rather than 
examining the controversy surrounding 
Bush’s drunk-driving arrest and the Press 
Herald’s role in it (or lack thereof), 
Guttman dished out some soft-serve mus- 
ings on journalism — specifically about 
her first editor, Red Metz, and what a 
great teacher he was (“Today, I try to be 
the sort of editor that Red was ...”). 

It’s hard to believe that under these re- 
markable and enérmously embarrassing 
circumstances, the paper’s executive edi- 
tor would spend her weekly column dis- 
cussing Red Metzand the qualities of a 
good editor (“work systematically,” 
“rekindle the joy of learning”). But then, 
it’s hard to believe that a newspaper 
would have suppressed news that Bush — 
a presidential candidate in an unusually 
close race — had once been arrested for 
drunk driving. Guttman’s evasive re- 
sponse to the whole mess says a lot about 
how the paper got into trouble in the first 
place. 

“Things are going on as normal. 
They’re treating it like we misspelled the 
name of a council member in Freeport,” 
says Tom Bell, a Press Herald reporter. 
He and other staffers say that because of 
poor management under the paper’s new 
owners and a lackadaisical culture fos- 
tered by the Press Herald’s top editors, 
something like the Bush DWI screw-up 
was bound to happen. 

“My first reaction that night when I

heard the news,” says Bell, “was ‘I bet we 
had that story.’ ” 

He had reason to think so. After all, 
this isn’t the first time Guttman’s Press 
Herald took a pass on a big story. In 
February of this year, Guttman had a 
story in hand that nailed both the city and 
the University of Southern Maine for by- 
passing their own purchasing guidelines 
on how to spend taxpayer dollars. The 
story was held for six months. In another 





incident, a story tying con- 
victed killer Jimmy Hicks 
to the deaths of two Maine 
women (to which he ulti- 
mately confessed) was 
fully reported by a Press 
Herald staffer four years 
ago, but the paper did not 
run it until October of this 
year — after Hicks had al- 
ready confessed to the 
murders. 

“I remember when 
[Guttman’s predecessor] 
Lou Ureneck was execu- 
tive editor,” says a staff 
member who asked that 
his name not be used. 
“People worked harder 
even though we had more 
people. We did get out a 
better product. He wasn’t 
popular, but he was a 
journalist.” 

Last July, as still-uncon- 
firmed suspicions mounted 
that Bush had once used 
cocaine, Ted Cohen, a 25- 
year veteran of the Press 
Herald, started working up 
a hunch. (A hunch is a re- 
porter’s best friend, you 
might read in Guttman’s 
column some Sunday.) George W. was a 
little wild in his youth, Cohen thought. As 
a young man he spent summers in Ken- 
nebunkport. Maybe he’d gotten into trou- 
ble in that area back in his bad-boy days. 

“So I called the chief of police and said, 
‘Do you have any dirt on George W.?’” 
Cohen remembers. “And he told me about 
the DWI charge. I said, ‘Okay, thanks.’ I 
wanted to think about the information I’d 
just been given.” 
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A few days later Cohen met again with 
the police chief and asked if Bush’s 
record would be available to him if he 
wrote a story. The chief said yes. There it 
was. There was his story — a huge na- 
tional story — sitting in a filing cabinet, 
where it had been for 24 years, just wait- 
ing for him. He went to tell his editor, 
Andrew Russell. 

When Cohen describes what happened 
next, he starts to sound a little like W. 
himself: “I didn’t listen to my heart,” he 
says. “I’ve always been a news dog, and | 
knew I had a big story. I talked to my edi- 
tor about it — I was in on the decision 
not to print it as much as my editor. He 
said it’s old, 24 years, we know he was a 
drinker. He thought we shouldn’t run it. 
It made sense to me to do what my editor 
suggested.” 

And so they did nothing, and apparent- 
ly told no one else about it. But the story 
lingered in Cohen’s mind. 

“I never stopped thinking about it,” he 
says. “But what stunned me was, none of 
the big papers had thought about it. | 
began persuading myself we made the 
right decision. For good or ill, I played 
right into my own rationale.” 

Cohen was home watching the news the 
night the story broke. 

“The only thing that prevented me from 
jumping out the second-story window 
when I saw the news,” he says, “ was I 
knew I told my editor. I could look at my- 
self in the mirror and could say I was 
clear — I brought news to my boss.” 

Neither Russell nor Guttman would 
speak to the Phoenix about this story. Our 
questions were passed on to the paper’s 
director of marketing and communica- 
tions, Ted O’Meara. 

O’Meara reiterates what Guttman said

in a release to the AP: that the story was 
handled inappropriately, and that the in- 
formation Cohen gathered was never 
shared with Guttman or anyone else. 

“Reporters and editors make hundreds 
of judgment calls a day, collectively, with 
a paper this size,” he says. “Sometimes 
you make a mistake. I don’t think it’s a 
defining moment for the paper.” 

And that’s where O’Meara and the 
paper’s top editors (assuming he’s speak- 
ing for them) split with a number of re- 
porters. For many of them, this was the 
paper’s ultimate defining moment. 

“I think the fact we're not as aggressive 
as we could be is not in dispute here,” 
says reporter Mark Shanahan. “This 
paper, | think, was at one point more ag- 
gressive about stories. There was more 
emphasis on thinking critically about 
news. We don’t really talk about what is 
news and what is not news; we seem con- 
cerned mostly with just making sure we 
have the stories to fill the paper.” 

There’s no question that Cohen and 
Russell deserve blame for dropping the ball 
on the story. But when you listen to Press 
Herald staffers talk about the paper, about 
the priorities that are set from the top 
down, it becomes clear that the reporter 
and assigning editor share only a fraction 
of the blame. If Cohen had made a string 
of bad decisions over the years, that would 
be one thing. But by all accounts he hasn’t. 
On the other hand, the leaders of the paper 
— the “teachers,” as Guttman put it in her 
November 5 column — have thoroughly 
demonstrated their capacity to blow a good 
story. When Cohen and Russell decided to 
pass on the Bush DWI story, it could be 
they were simply following the example 
being set for them. 

Steve Vegh was a reporter at the Press 
Herald for seven years until he took a job 
last month at the Virginian-Pilot. When 
he heard that his old paper had blown one 
of the biggest stories of the presidential 
race, he says, “I felt ice in my bowels.” 
But it wasn’t the first time Vegh had seen 
the Press Herald with a solid story in its 
hands and no idea what to do with it. 

Last February, Vegh was covering a 
civil lawsuit brought by Moses Sebunya, 
the president of the local chapter of the 
NAACP in Portland, against three county 
officials who Sebunya claimed had stifled 
his right to free speech when he was em- 
ployed at the county jail. At one point in 
the trial, Sebunya commented on the 
stand that, since his employment with the 
county jail had ended, he had worked as a 
consultant for the University of Southern 
Maine (USM) and the city of Portland. It 
was an innocuous enough comment, but 
it caught Vegh’s attention. 

“I got copies of those contracts from 
USM and the city,” he says, “and realized 
that there was no competitive solicitation 
done for the contracts. My big question 
was, how come? Isn’t that one of the 
standard safeguards that public agencies 
exercise so they can be accountable to 
taxpayers?” 

After further investigation, Vegh con- 
firmed that the contracts had not been 
put out to bid: they had been awarded to 
Sebunya without properly ensuring that 
taxpayers were getting the best deal for 
their money. In doing so, USM and the 
city were ignoring their own purchasing 
policies. 

“This was February,” says Vegh. “I was 
ready to go with the story.” 

But, at Guttman’s direction, the story 
was held — not for a day, not for a week, 
but for nearly six months. Long enough 
for the Press Herald to be scooped on the 
story by Casco Bay Weekly, a rival news- 
paper. 

“I was told, ‘What we really need to do 
is broaden the story and look at the entire 
issue of competitive bidding by the city 

and USM,’” says Vegh. “I didn’t oppose 
that, but this was information I had 
checked out as factual. I had it. Maybe 
I’m old-school, but I think if you have in- 
formation, you get it out. If you get more 
information, you put out another story 
later.” 

O’Meara says, “There was a feeling on 
the part of the editors that the story need- 
ed to be broadened. There was a feeling 
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that there were some problems with the 
system — they were broader than any one 
individual.” 

The story finally appeared on August 1. 

About two months later, on October 8, 
another big story ran in the paper. Like 
Vegh’s piece, this one had been held by 
the editors. It was the story on convicted 
killer Jimmy Hicks, and the writer, Jason 
Wolfe, had been waiting four years to see 
it in print. 

Wolfe, who worked at the Press Herald 
from 1989 to 1999 and is now an inde- 
pendent writer in Portland, was put on 
the story by Tom Ferriter, a highly re- 
spected line editor at the paper. Ferriter 
thought it would be worth Wolfe’s time to 
investigate the disappearance of two 
women connected with Hicks, one of 
whom was Hicks’s girlfriend. 

In all, three women with ties to Hicks 
had disappeared. Hicks had been convict- 
ed of killing one of them, and, as Wolfe 
discovered, Hicks had been the last per- 
son to see-the other two alive. A detective 
with the state police verified that Hicks 
was a suspect in their investigation of the 
disappearances. The story, Wolfe says, 
did not try to accuse Hicks of murdering 
the women, but it did attempt to lay out 
the facts so that readers could reach a 
conclusion on their own. 

“The initial version of my story proba- 
bly went a little too far in accusing him of 
foul play in the disappearance of his girl- 
friend,” says Wolfe. “The final version 
was a lot softer.” 

The Press Herald’s editors ran the 
story’s final version past a lawyer, who 
voiced concern that the piece could open 
the paper up to a libel suit from Hicks. 
Based on that recommendation, Guttman 
(who had only recently assumed control 
of the paper from Ureneck) and the 
paper’s publisher decided not to run the 
story. But, Wolfe says, it was never really 
discussed with him. 

“There was never a point where we sat 
across the table and talked about this,” he 
says. “I mean, is a convicted killer really 
going to take us to court where he’d have 
to talk about all this? But there was never 
that kind of talk about the story. It just 
fell by the wayside.” 

Wolfe says he was frustrated by the de- 
cision. But he says one of the hardest 
parts of the ordeal was calling the families 
of the victims, whom he’d interviewed at 
length for the piece. 

“The family members were so pleased 
that [the newspaper] was looking into

Texas,” says Wolfe, “I just thought, ‘We 
could have exposed this guy four years 
ago.” 

The problem in this decision-making 
process, as well as in the case of the Bush 
DWI story, speaks to a fundamental ethic 
in journalism, says Al Tompkins of the 
Poynter Institute, a journalism school and 
ethics lab in Florida. 

“These kinds of stories are best han- 
dled when we say, ‘How can we run this 
story?’ rather than ‘Do we run this 
story?’” he says. “It’s about trying to find 
ways to report stories, not trying to find 
ways not to report them. And these deci- 
sions should be made with as many peo-

this,” he says. “At that point they didn’t 
know what happened [to the victims]. 
They thought if we can just get the story 
out there, somebody might see it and re- 
member something that could help us 
find them. Maybe the paper could help in 
finding these women.” 

Last April, Hicks was arrested for as- 
saulting and trying to kill a woman in 
Texas. When the story broke, Wolfe con- 
tacted his former employer and asked if 
the paper would like him to rework his 
earlier Hicks story, now four years old. 

“There was some initial excitement,” 
says Wolfe, “but then it fell by the way- 
side again.” 

Facing life in prison in Texas, Hicks 
confessed to the killings in exchange for a 
transfer to a Maine prison, where he’d be 
closer to his family. 

Once again Wolfe called the paper. Fi- 
nally, guided by Ferriter, the story made it 
into the October 8 edition of the Maine 
Sunday Telegram, the Press Herald’s Sun- 
day edition. 

A few days later, Hicks was brought 
back to Maine and showed police where 
he’d buried the bodies. 

“When I heard he was arrested in 


ple involved as possible.” 

Amy Mitchell, associate director of the 
Project for Excellence in Journalism in 
Washington, DC, agrees. She attributes 
much of the trouble to the fact that the 
Press Herald has no direct competition in 
the region. 

“Anytime you have a monopoly, the risk 
is to assume that you are perhaps all- 
knowing, to not question yourself,” she 
says. “If you are a monopoly it’s even 
more important to have as much diversity 
of opinion, to have open discussions, to 
have discussions about what you're doing 
and if you’re making the right decisions. 
It’s very important to have open discus- 
sions about newsroom decisions.” 


HEN YOU ask reporters at the Press 

Herald what the DWI fiasco has 
done to morale, they are quick to point 
out that morale had been in the gutter 
long before. Not only are the editors re- 
sponsible for setting a poor example in 
judging news, but the paper’s new owners 
have done much to erode reporters’ en- 
thusiasm for their jobs. 

When the Press Herald was first pur- 

chased by the Seattle Times Company in 








1998, staffers were hopeful that the new 
owners would foster a cooperative rela- 
tionship with the Newspaper Guild, the 
union that represents the vast majority of 
the paper’s non-management employees. 
But union members have not been able to 
negotiate a’contract with the néw owners 
and have not received a raise since 1997. 
Plus, to cut costs, a number of positions 
vacated by reporters have not been re- 
filled. Strong antagonism has developed 
between union members and the paper’s 
owner, and that has taken a toll. 

“There has been a slow, steady decline 
in morale,” says Shanahan. “The news- 
room has become such an airless, unhap- 
py place. Some very good people have left 
because they don’t need this.” 

“They’ve lost some people and not re- 
placed them,” says another staffer, who 
asked that his name not be used. “That 
puts the burden on the people who stay. 
And the job just isn’t going to be done as 
well with fewer people. I think the readers 
have come to expect less from their daily 
paper.” 

“Reporters have had a hard time get- 
ting aggressive news stories into the 
paper quickly,” says Bell. “My hope is the 
newspaper and its owners will use [the 
Bush DWI] incident as a catalyst for 
changing the culture at the paper. 

“The paper is filled with talented re- 
porters, editors, and photographers. They 
don’t deserve this.” 

Cohen says he has hired a lawyer to rep- 
resent him if he is called to task by his 
bosses for speaking out about what hap- 
pened with his Bush DWI story. “There 
could come a point where an editor says, 
‘I’m sick of hearing this guy tell his story,’ ” 
says Cohen. “If they come to me and say, 
‘Come in, we have something to talk 
about,’ I’m going to say, ‘Talk to my 
lawyer.’ ” 

O’Meara says the paper doesn’t feel 
one way or the other about Cohen’s 
speaking out on the decision not to pub- 
lish the Bush story. He believes that man- 
agement acted forthrightly. And, he says, 
“Morale is fine. Obviously, everybody 
would like to get [contract negotiations] 
over with, but I don’t think it’s affecting 
the quality of the paper. From where | sit, 
from what I see, I think things are fine.” H

become polarized. Students are either for the ruling or 
against it — and on both sides, people feel under attack. One 
student, a senior who has protested the most recent decision, 
goes so far as to characterize the climate on campus as a “do- 
mestic war,” explaining, “The atmosphere is tense. Students 
are pitted against each other and the administration.” 

Tufts administrators, meanwhile, have issued two state- 
ments to the school community about the decision. On 
November 6, university president John DiBiaggio circulat- 
ed an e-mail message to students, faculty, and staff, in 
which he recognized the recent outcry: “Some 
members . . . continue to be concerned about the universi- 
ty’s commitment to tolerance, nondiscrimination, and pro- 
tection of individual rights.” He went on to “reaffirm un- 
equivocally” that Tufts bars discrimination, but also made 
a clear attempt to appease both sides. “We support free- 
dom of speech,” he wrote. “We support freedom of reli- 
gion. We support freedom from discrimination based on 


sexual orientation.” 


UFTS UNIVERSITY isn’t the only academic institution 
facing such a conflict. In Vermont, students, faculty, 
and administrators at Middlebury College are considering 
whether to require its Christian Fellowship chapter to per- 
mit gays to hold leadership posts after a gay male student 
filed a complaint similar to the one at Tufts. And evangeli- 
cal students at Grinnell College in lowa had their campus 
status rescinded three years ago after they required student 
leaders to agree that sex should be engaged in only by het- 
erosexual, married couples; the group hopes to regain 

recognition. 

But the Tufts case seems to be a tipping point. The New 
York Times and U.S. News & World Report have written 
about it. An extensive May 16 report in the Chronicle of 
Higher Education, a weekly trade magazine, set off a wave 
of debate within academic circles. Professors and adminis- 
trators from schools as far-flung as the University of 
Southern California, Mount Scenario College in Wiscon- 
sin, Duke University in North Carolina, and the University 
of South Florida sent letters to the Chronicle, and as many 
as 89 readers participated in the publication’s Web-site 
chat forum on the case — more than participated in any 
other chat forum this year. 

Given all this attention, the university could set a na- 
tionwide precedent for how these cases are handled. If 
the administration overturns the latest decision by the 
student judiciary board, it could send a clear message 
about how it expects its nondiscrimination policy to be fol- 
lowed. Because Tufts is a private university, after all, the 
administration has the power to determine where it wants 
to put its money. “Tufts does have a right to decide view- 
point if it wants,” Ettlebrick explains. “Ultimately, the 
university can say, ‘A group that discriminates doesn’t 
belong on this 
campus.’” But by let- 
ting the decision stand, 
it could send another 
message.

senior studying clinical psychology, first got involved with 
the evangelical, nondenominational Tufts Christian Fellow- 
ship (TCF) in 1997. Back then, the fresh-out-of-the-closet 
freshman was struggling to reconcile her Catholic upbring- 
ing with her homosexuality. TCF chaplains advised her to 
pray to become straight. 

To say that Catalano prayed seems an understatement. 
For three painfully long years, she underwent “reparative 
therapy.” She sought out a Christian counselor, who en- 
couraged her to delve into her childhood to figure out her 
desires. Catalano quit after three sessions, but she didn’t 
give up the effort. Every day, she appealed to God to cure 
her evil ways; she had TCF members bless and lay hands 
on her; she even resorted to heterosexual how-to guides 
like Coming Out of Homosexuality. 

As a junior in 1999, she again laid bare her lesbian sta- 
tus to a group chaplain — but by then she had come to 
terms with it. She was later informed she wouldn’t be al- 
lowed to serve as a TCF senior leader — a position typi- 
cally held by long-term members — because of her belief 
that homosexuality is neither wrong nor sinful. Ashamed, 
Catalano quit. She then 
filed a discrimination 
complaint against the 
religious group. 

At first, the student ju- 
diciary responded 
sharply. Last April, the 
Tufts Community Union 
Judiciary — known on 
campus as the “J” — 
found that TCF had, in- 
deed, violated university 
policy. TCF was stripped 
of its privileges as a rec- 
ognized group: it could not bear the Tufts name, hold its 
prayer meetings in Tufts classrooms, or use its $6000 an 
nual stipend from the student government. 

Civil libertarians quickly seized on the decision as an ex- 
of political correctness gone awry. The Foundation 
for Individual Rights in Education (FIRE), a nonprofit 
Philadelphia-based organization, collected 150 signatures

from professors and college administrators across the 
country to protest the TCF’s derecognition. 

“There is something fundamentally wrong with a univer- 
sity saying to orthodox Christian students, ‘You have to ac- 
cept as a leader someone who doesn’t agree with your reli- 
gious tenets,’” says Harvey Silverglate, a Boston civil-liber- 
ties lawyer and long-time Phoenix contributor who helped 
establish FIRE. Tufts officials, he insists, would never ex- 
pect the gay and lesbian student alliance to take in ortho- 
dox Christians as leaders. “The university would step up 
and say, ‘Gay and lesbian students are entitled to their own 
group,” he says. “So why not the same treatment for evan- 
gelical Christians? Because there’s this politically correct 
reflex at work. The same rules have to apply to everyone.” 
The Tufts Christian Fellowship should qualify for protec- 
tion under the freedom-of-religion clause, Silverglate says.

Hate on campus 


TUDENTS AT TUFTS aren't riled up just by the ruling in 
Catalano v. Tufts Christian Fellowship. Many are upset 
semester before the ruling was made. Twelve incidents — 
an average of one per week — have occurred since 
September, nearly all in the first 10 weeks. That is the same 
number that Tufts typically reports in an entire year. 

The incidents have run the gamut from homophobic to 
racist, and from insidious to illegal. At South and Lewis Halls, 
vandals spray-painted graffiti including Go HOME, FAGGOT! and 
FAGGOTS LIVE HERE! on students’ note boards and on bathroom 
doors. A Caribbean student was assaulted by several as-yet- 
unidentified men who pushed him down, kicked his head, and 
left him with cuts and bruises. And a freshman of Indian de- 
scent received what he calls a “pretty intense” e-mail threat. 
The message, riddied with ethnic slurs, warned him to stay 
away from the lower end of campus — or else. 

Such racial and social tensions are hardly unique to Tufts. 
In its June report “Hate Goes to School,” the Southern 
Poverty Law Center, a civil-rights organization based in 
Montgomery, Alabama, found that colleges are actually the 
third-most-common venue for hate crimes. At least 699 
hate-motivated crimes — which don't include verbal attacks 
— took place on campuses in 1998, representing nine per- 





That said, Tufts — a school with fewer than 5000 students 
— has seen more hate incidents.this semester than consid- 
erably larger universities, where a football-and-fraternity cul- 
ture can breed bigotry. Texas A&M and the University of 
Texas, which have 100,000 students combined, have 
recorded just four hate incidents thus far in the fall semester. 

But this isn’t to say that Tufts has become a campus para- 
lyzed by fear. Most students don’t think twice. about the re- 
cent rash of incidents. They are preoccupied with daily re- 
sponsibilities — classes, jobs, and activities. “To say that all 
[of a] sudden Tufts is unsafe is an exaggeration,” says Shou 
Min Tan, 20, a senior who organized an October forum 
about the incidents. If there’s tension on campus, he adds, 


Some, however, find the pattern disturbing, if not baffling. 
“The hate crimes are a complete mystery,” says Ariana 
Wohl, a 21-year-old senior studying child development. “It's 
like, ‘What the heck is happening at Tufts?’ ” 

People have their theories, of course. No one links these hate 
incidents to the Catalano case, and rightly so. All but one took 
place before the controversial decision was rendered. Instead, 
students and faculty point to other trends. More gay students are 
out and willing to raise their concerns with the Community at 
large. Likewise, the minority population has soared. Today, as 
much as 30 percent of the freshman class consists of racial mi- 
norities — almost double the minority percentage last year. 

This heightened and increasingly visible diversity is what stu- 
dents, faculty, and administrators cite when speculating on rea- 
sons for the outbreak. Advances, after all, 
lash. Perhaps English professor Jonathan Strong sums up the 
sentiment best: “Visibility of gay and minority students is chang- 
ing the definition of Tufts students, and those on the fringe

include an incompatible, gay-friendly view. When the gay 
Irish group first brought suit against the South Boston vet- 
erans’ group, the parade organizers were taking money 
from the city to host the parade — which is why the Allied 
War Veterans lost the early court cases. By the time the 
Supreme Court heard the case, however, the veterans’ 
group was no longer accepting public money, and therefore 
could bar gay participants to convey a conservative message. 
Gay-rights advocates argue that no organization, reli- 
gious or secular, should be allowed to use student fees col- 
lected by an avowedly nondiscriminatory private college to 
discriminate against gay students. Some even contend that 
the freedom-of-religion argument is nothing more than a 
smoke screen. To say that the principle protecting the Tufts 
Christian Fellowship from being forced to admit gay lead- 
ers also protects gay student groups from having to accept 
evangelical Christians as leaders, they argue, assumes that 
all evangelical Christians are homophobic or that no evan- | 
gelical Christians are gay. 
“It’s silly to make these types of assumptions,” says 
Myron Quon, a staff attorney at the Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund in New York City. “It’s not an oxy- 
moron to be gay and Christian, just like it’s not outrageous 
to be a non-gay Christian who is supportive of gay civil 
rights and equality.” 
Quon maintains that the religious right often invokes re- 
ligious freedom and its belief in the Bible to justify its 
stance on homosexuality — but freely ignores scriptural in- 
junctions against other activities that the Bible lists as 
equally sinful. “There is this picking and choosing going 
on,” he says. “The Bible also says that weaving and eating 
meat are equally heinous, but you don’t see Jerry Falwell 
and Pat Robertson kicking people out for these sins.” Be- 
sides, he adds, no one has forced the TCF to change its re- 
ligious beliefs; the university has just questioned whether it 
wants to give financial support to a group that-discrimi- 
nates. “It’s really a false argument to say that this is about 
religious freedom,” says Quon. 
But Jonathan Crowe, a TCF senior leader, says the 
evangelical group has denied leadership posts to members 
whose actions conflict with other Biblical tenets. “It has 
come up over the issue of premarital sex,” he says. 
“Members engaging in premarital sex have been prevent- 
ed from becoming leaders.” And although the J deter- 
mined that TCF had allowed a heterosexual student with 
sympathetic views on homosexuality to serve as a senior j 
leader, Crowe maintains that the ] had “misunderstood” 
the student’s support of Catalano. “He disagreed with 
other leaders about her ability to lead, but he didn’t agree 
with her beliefs.” 


INCE THE October 16 reversal of the original finding \ 
against TCF, advocates on both sides of the case have 
found something to agree on: the controversial decision 
could easily serve as a definition of the word “ambiguous.” 
As in its original ruling, the student judiciary found that 
TCF had, in fact, discriminated against Catalano — be- 
cause it had used a double standard to judge students who

sought leadership posts. But rather than take away its sta- 
tus, the J placed TCF on probation for the 2000-’01 aca- 
demic year, ordering the group to conform its constitution 
to school policy. The confusing part came in a five-line de- 
termination that the school policy, as written, protects a 
person’s identity — but not necessarily that person’s beliefs 
about his or her identity. Thus, the J reasoned, the TCF or 
any other student group is entitled to limit its appointment 
of leaders to those who accept the group’s own religious 
views. “If the university intends for this policy to cover be- 
liefs,” the J wrote, “it should be specifically stated. To avoid 
future disputes, Tufts should clearly define the terms of the 
nondiscrimination policy.” 

“This is an incredibly mixed-up and muddled decision,” 
Silverglate says. He maintains that the ruling fails to reach 
the fundamental question at hand: is it a violation of civil- 
rights laws when a religious group refuses to adhere to uni- 
versity policy on a matter that conflicts with its beliefs? 
“The decision never reached that issue,” he says. 

Moreover, the distinction drawn between identity and 
belief about that identity, is, as Silverglate puts it, “what we 
lawyers would call gobbledygook.” Although he says he 
agrees that Catalano had experienced some form of dis- 
crimination, he points out that religious groups are legally 
allowed to discriminate all the tiffe, especially when choos- 
ing leaders who set policy. “What I’m saying isn’t esoteric 
hair-splitting,” he says. “It’s absolutely fundamental.” 

Likewise, Lambda’s Quon calls the decision “pretty 
messy” and says that “frankly, it doesn’t make much 
sense.” First, the decision states that school policy prohibits 














discrimination based on certain categories, including sexual 
orientation. But by distinguishing between identity and be- 
lief, he says, “the interpretation allows for discrimination 
based on advocacy, which flies in the face of the nondis- 
crimination policy.” 

Quon contends that such a distinction is not just 
“wrong,” but also “dangerous” for gay students, as well as 
for other minority students. “Where do you draw the line?” 
he asks. It’s unlikely that Tufts would allow a white- 
supremacist group to set up shop on campus under the 
university's name. But if it did, by the logic of the Catalano 
case, African-American students could be leaders so long as 
they believed they were inferior to white students. 

It’s important to remember here that Tufts is a private 
university and as such can make its own rules. That’s why 
the campus can ban the Ku Klux Klan, while the city of 
Medford can’t prevent the group from marching down 
Main Street into Medford Square. All of which raises a 
question: why did the school allow students to form a con- 
servative religious group that espouses views in direct 
conflict with its nondiscrimination policy? 

Jennifer Levi of the Boston-based Gay and Lesbian Ad- 
vocates and Defenders says that Tufts must now figure out 
how to permit a Christian Fellowship with a religious 
stance against homosexuality to exist at a university that re- 
quires nondiscrimination. “It’s very difficult to identify how 
broad a nondiscrimination policy should be,” she says, “but 
that is the real debate taking place at Tufts.” 


OR NOW, then, the rancor at Tufts looks to be far 

from over. There’s little doubt that pro-gay-rights 
students remain angered by and suspicious of the adminis- 
tration’s responses so far (see “Campus Strife,” right). 
Despite attempts to reassure people that tolerance and 
diversity are valued at Tufts, President John DiBiaggio has 
come under fire for how he’s handling the issue. “He’s 
been ambiguous and curt about the whole thing,” says 
Adam Carlis of Tufts Students Against Discrimination 
(TSAD), a coalition of 35 groups that formed after the 
October ruling. 

DiBiaggio, for his part, maintains that the administration 
has already taken a forceful and adequate position on the 
Catalano decision. “I have reiterated our strong endorse- 
ment of the [nondiscrimination] policy and religious free- 
dom,” he says. “Both issues are critical, and both deserve 
protection.” The administration’s actions thus far have 
shown that, as he puts it, “we do value tolerance, we do 
value diversity, and we are responsive to student concerns.” 
The true extent of the administration’s responsiveness will 





Campus strife 


AY STUDENTS AND faculty have long viewed Tufts as 

a welcoming, safe place. But that view was shattered 
when the student judiciary board ruled that a school evan- 
gélical group that had excluded an openly lesbian Christian 
from taking a leadership role could remain on campus. The 
ruling, in essence, said that the religious group was able to 
exclude the student because of her belief that being a les- 
bian is okay. 

Says Howard Soloman, a history professor at Tufts for 
nearly three decades: “This ruling would never have hap- 
pened with race, gender, or any other category. It has made 
gay and lesbian people here feel vulnerable, anxious, and 
even betrayed.” 

Thea Lavin, 21, an outspoken and openly gay senior, 
echoes the sentiment, saying, “The queer community as- 
sumed the university would protect us. .. . The ruling made 
us realize it was all an illusion.” 

Just hours after the decision became public, about 35 
students from campus organizations including the Tufts Hil- 
tel, the Pan-African Alliance, and the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexu- 
al, and Transgendered (LGBT) Collective formed a new 
group — Tufts Students Against Discrimination (TSAD) — to 
press the administration to stand firm against what they call 
an obvious misinterpretation of schoo! policy. 

And TSAD has kept up the pressure. Nearly every week, 
members have handed out literature that trumpets their 
Cause, papered student hangouts with fliers, and erected 
30-foot-long banners that declare we’RE STILL HERE, END THE 
SILENCE, and WHERE’S OUR POLICY? before Ballou Hall, the 
heart of Tufts administration. 

Their most dramatic action came on October 23, when 
some 500 students and faculty supporters gathered at the 





become apparent on November’27. That’s the deadline the 
TSAD has given for DiBiaggio to publicly back a tougher, 
less compromising approach to the interpretation of school 
policy established in the J’s ruling — or else. As Catalano 
herself puts it, “People are frustrated, passionate, and willing 
to act. This is not something the administration can sweep 
under the rug and hope it goes away by Christmas break.” 
Of course, it’s hard to predict how things will pan out. 
Some observers think the school will work out a nondis- 
crimination policy that doesn’t allow for legal hair-splitting 
— a policy that can serve as a model for other schools 
struggling with this issue. “What we’re seeing now is the 
start of a process of investigation and reconciliation at 
Tufts,” says Steinbach of the ACE. “The ultimate determi- 
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university library armed with a defiant attitude and posters 
that read STOP THE HATE and CAUTION: DISCRIMINATION AHEAD. 
From there, the crowd marched through the well-mani- 
cured quadrangle to Ballou, playing drums and chanting 
“2-4-6-8, we don’t discriminate.” They then delivered to 
Tufts University president John DiBiaggio petitions signed 
by 1300 students — nearly 25 percent of the student body 
— demanding that he uphold the “spirit” of the nondiscrimi- 
nation policy. 

DiBiaggio says*he’s “heartened” by the current activism 
around this case. “I’m glad to see this level of involvement 
from students,” he says. At the same time, however, he is 
quick to dismiss the notion that the student-judiciary deci- 
sion has somehow nullified school policy. As far as he’s 
concerned, he says, “our policy is very clear on this issue.” 

DiBiaggio isn’t alone in his sentiment. Sophomore Megan 
Liotta, 19, wrote a stinging article about TSAD for the week- 
ly campus paper Primary Source, in which she likened the 
coalition’s response to a “juvenile emotional reaction.” Liotta 
points out that Tufts students who do find fault with the stu- 
dent-judiciary decision are actually the minority, albeit a 
highly vocal one. “Most students are uninformed about the 
ruling,” she says, “but they got caught up in a debate that 
looks like a noble cause. It's very attractive to fight against 
discrimination.” 

Minorities, Liotta says, aren’t the only ones feeling be- 
sieged. “It’s tense for everyone,” she explains. “For conser- 
vatives, too. If you're not wearing a gay-pride pin, you're la- 
beled a bigot and a homophobe. The campus is very hostile 
right now.”

nation of the policy will be made by the senior administra- 
tion, the president, and the board of trustees.” 

Others are less optimistic. Carlis, along with his fellow 
TSAD members, accuses DiBiaggio of “waffling” and say 
his responses have “only added to our fear that the admin- 
istration doesn’t care about the ruling’s implications.” But 
if the controversy surrounding the Catalano case shows 
anything, it’s that the conflict between religious freedom 
and gay rights isn’t about to evaporate anytime soon — ei- 
ther nationally or locally. And, more importantly for Tufts, 
it proves that the administration must do more than play 
both sides of the fence. @

N THE 1960s, amid social upheaval and various cam- 

paigns for sexual freedom, many traditional social institu- 
tions lost the status they previously enjoyed. The Catholic 
Church, which underwent profound change from within, was 
chief among them. From 1962 to 1965, Pope John XXIII 
convened a conference of Church officials to update and re- 
examine Catholic traditions. These deliberations, known as 
Vatican II, drastically altered many aspects of Church prac- 
tice, from its worship service (replacing Latin with parish- 


UST AS alarming to the Church as the shortage of 
new priests is the advancing age of today’s clergymen. 
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Only 298 priests in the entire country are under the age of 30 

— and current seminarians are, of course, only getting older. 

Sure, this year’s Keeping the Faith starred hunky Edward 

Norton as a priest, and made Catholicism look downright 
sexy. But the reality is closer to what you’d find at the Pope 
John XXIII National Seminary just outside Boston. The 75 
future priests playing ping-pong in the rec room or checking 
their e-mail in the library are graying on top and getting a bit 
paunchy. Some have full white beards; one was spotted walk- 
ing outside wearing a fedora. They are all friendly, cheerful, 
and accommodating — but not exactly young. The seminary 
doesn’t even try to attract young men, and in that way it is 
somewhat nontraditional. Instead, it’s 
geared toward men aged 30 to 60 who are 
entering the priesthood as a second career. 
The ranks of older students are increasing 
at traditional seminaries as well. Although 
they are helping to stem the shortage of 
manpower, the fact remains that they, too, 
are aging along with the priests who joined 
years ago as young men. And, according to 
professor Dean Hoge of the Catholic University of 
America, the Church is replacing only 40 to 50 per- 
cent of the priests it loses each year to death, retire- 
ment, or resignation. 

What’s more, men are leaving the priesthood in 
droves. Hoge notes that the number-one reason is the 
celibacy requirement: heterosexual men are leaving to 
get married. This is changing the face of the Church 
— it is both grayer and gayer. Exact figures are impos- 
sible to come by, but professor Mark Jordan of Emory 
University, the author of The Silence of Sodom: Homo- 
sexuality in Modern Catholicism (University of Chicago 
Press, 2000), says that “the low end of the scale for 
[estimates of] gay priests is around 30 percent, the 
high end between 70 and 80 percent.” Indeed, a new 
book by Father Donald Cozzens, The Changing Face of 
the Priesthood (The Liturgical Press, 2000), has at- 
tracted a great deal of notice inside the Church for its 
assertion that “the priesthood is or is becoming a gay 
profession.” 

This increasingly gay reputation is having a dramatic 
effect on the priesthood. It drives away some heterosex- 
ual candidates; others enter the seminary and find the 
environment alienating. “It’s like someone wandering 
into a café and suddenly you realize you’re in the 
wrong place because it’s a gay bar,” says Father 
Richard McBrien, now a professor at the University of 
Notre Dame. “It’s not that you’re surrounded by evil 
people, but it’s just not your place.” 

It’s true that the priesthood has long provided cover 
for homosexual men wishing to conceal their sexual 
orientation. “For some very closeted young men, the 
priesthood seems like the perfect closet, the perfect 
protection,” says Emory University’s Mark Jordan. 
“It’s a way to be gay and not come out.” It certainly 
filled that role for Father Don Whipple, who finally 
came out six years ago at age 66 and knows “lots and 
lots and lots of homosexuals” who are priests. But the 
contradiction of having a gay identity in the midst of 
an institution that has taken a stance against homosex- 
uality, calling it “objectively disordered,” sometimes 
has damaging consequences. 

Father Whipple says that gay priests’ unique needs 
are often left unmet. “They have to be trained,” he 
says, “on how to get the intimacy you need as a human being 
and still live your vow of chastity, especially if you’re a mem- 
ber of a male community.” Without this training, the results 
have been disastrous. Jordan estimates that, of gay priests 
under 45, perhaps 40 percent are sexually active. The Kansas 
City Star, in a survey of 14 states, revealed that more than 300 
Catholic priests have died from AIDS, and that priests are 
more than six times more likely to die from the disease than 
the general population in those states. 


RONICALLY, IN the midst of such a strong gay presence, 

many observers have noted an increasingly conservative turn 
in the priesthood. (Jordan speculates that this is not coinciden- 
tal, for many gay men embrace conservatism as a way of deflect- 
ing suspicion about their sexual identity.) This conservatism, in 
turn, is also driving some men away from the priesthood. At a 
minimum, clerics who disagree with the Vatican’s official stance 
on such issues as homosexuality and abortion are forced to keep 
silent or pay a substantial price in terms of career prospects. 
Says James Carroll, a former priest and current columnist for 
the Boston Globe, “You have to surrender your freedom of con- 
science and your freedom of basic thought to be a Catholic 
priest today.” Father McBrien of Notre Dame agrees. To be- 
come a bishop, he says, priests “have to be 100 percent for the 
Church’s teaching on birth control, which a great majority of 
Catholics don’t accept, and be 100 percent against the ordina- 
tion of women. What they’re looking for is loyalists.” 

Recent examples of the Church’s crackdown on perceived 
unorthodoxy include last year’s US bishops’ vote requiring 
Catholic theology professors to seek approval for their teach- 
ings (although the mandate was significantly watered down 
last week), and the October decision to remove Sister Jean- 
nette Normandin from her work at Boston’s Jesuit Urban 
Center for aiding in a baptism. (The head of the Jesuit Urban 
Center also removed Father George Winchester for allowing 
her to participate in the sacrament.) 

But many Catholics opposed these crackdowns, and some 
think that conservative moves like these — while shoring up 





the Church’s hierarchical authority — turn off exactly the type 
of independent-minded candidates the Church most needs. 
Says Sister Christine Schenk of FutureChurch, a Cleveland- 
based group advocating for female and married priests, 
“Young men do not want to be treated like flunkies.” 


O WHAT is the Church doing in the face of a diminishing 

clergy? The same thing it’s done for hundreds of years in 
times of waning power and influence: fighting back. It’s re- 
doubling its recruitment efforts and, in the short term, hiring 
more laypeople to handle religious education, music, and ad- 
ministration — duties that formerly fell to priests. It’s also im-

porting priests from Europe and the Third World to the Unit- 
ed States to fill gaps in clerical manpower. Indeed, 16 percent 
of active parish priests in the US are foreign-born, though 
statistics aren’t available on what percentage moved to this 
country as adult priests (as opposed to coming with their fam- 
ilies as children). Irish priests are the largest foreign-born con- 
tingent, followed by clerics from India and the Philippines. 
The lure of American-style easy living and the opportunity for 
professional advancement is appealing to many in developing 
countries, priests included. 

But drawing priests from overseas has serious drawbacks. 
For one, the shortage of priests is even more acute outside 
North America. In Asia, there is one priest per 2551 Catholics. 
The disproportion is even worse in Africa (one per 4483) and 
in South America (one per 7094). Eventually this priest-bor- 
rowing will catch up with the Church unless it becomes much 
more successful at drumming up recruits in the Third World 
than it is in the States. In addition, some view it as a distaste- 
ful form of imperialism. “The developing world already has 
major difficulties,” says Sister Christine Schenk of Fu- 
tureChurch. “This is another example of rich countries taking 
advantage of poor countries.” Whether or not the practice is 
exploitative, some argue that, in any case, it is less effective in 
reaching the American faithful. Cultural differences and lan- 
guage barriers can make it difficult for foreign-born ministers 
to reach out to the laity. Perhaps the biggest disconnect is the- 
ological. Says Jordan of Emory University, “We’re getting a 
kind of time-shift backwards as priests come in from Poland 
or Central Africa. They’re bringing in a Catholicism that’s in 
some ways 40 years old.” Even if these priests aren’t old, it 
seems their mind-set is. 

To stir up interest on the home front, the Church is mount- 
ing a good old-fashioned marketing blitz. Last year in Provi- 
dence, it aired priest-recruiting television commercials in such 
secular and irreverent venues as MTV, Comedy Central, and 
ESPN. In 1998, the Diocese of Milwaukee began a recruit- 
ment billboard campaign with the tag line ENJOY THE ULTIMATI 
BENEFITS PACKAGE. These marketing efforts have yielded inter- 





est, and even a few new seminarians. 

But the secret to a sustained turnaround may be one-on- 
one recruitment efforts. Father Daniel Greenleaf, 34, the 
diocesan recruiter from Portland, was at one time a success- 
ful accountant, with a girlfriend and a sports car. But after 
visiting his high-school priest and realizing that his priorities 
had gone astray, he decided to become a man of the cloth. 
Today, he provides a forum to assist others going through 
the “discernment process” (the term for deciding if one 
should join the priesthood). “It’s okay if there’s only one or 
two,” he says. “It’s really about helping people if they feel 
God is calling them.” With 14 men from his diocese cur- 
rently in the seminary, he’s had good 
luck, but he recognizes that recruitment 
is not as easy as it was in the past. “I’m 
trying to replace some of the institutions 
that supported the vocation, whether it 
was a convent full of nuns or a school full 
of brothers,” he says. “I’m trying to re- 
place that with individual contact and in- 
dividual support.” 

But despite all these efforts, it’s hard to find good 
candidates. “It’s difficult to measure, but everybody 
close to the scene agrees that the quality [of recruits] 
has gone down,” says Hoge of Catholic University. 
“It’s not intelligence or commitment to Jesus Christ 
that’s gone down, but leadership has.” Jordan of 
Emory University worries that this leadership decline 
may dovetail with the issue of sexual abuse. “A lot of 
the dioceses are desperate to take people, even if they 
have qualms about them, even if they don’t do well 
on certain psychological tests,” he says. “There’s a 
real tension between needing candidates and trying to 
prevent future abuse scandals. Some dioceses do re- 
ally well and say ‘We'd rather do without,’ but others 
aren’t so picky.” 

As a result, the Church might be forced to consider 



























































































a solution it never thought possible: opening up the 
priesthood. Catholic parishioners seem receptive. The 
National Catholic Reporter's 1999 poll revealed that 
71 percent of the laity supported opening the priest- 
hood to married men. They also supported admitting 
both celibate women (63 percent) and married 
women (54 percent). Reflecting a growing recogni- 
tion of the shortage, a 1994 Los Angeles Times poll 
showed that 59 percent of priests supported mea- 2 
sures allowing priests to marry, and 44 percent 
would give the nod to female clerics. And though 
most remain silent on the matter, it seems that many 
Catholic clergymen share those views. 

Sister Christine Schenk couldn’t agree more. “The 
whole issue of celibacy has to be discerned apart 
from the call to priestly ministry,” she says. If the 
Church would accept married men into the ranks (as 
it did until the Middle Ages), or women, she believes 
“there would be no priest shortage. . . . God is a God 
of abundance, not of scarcity.” The 30,000-plus lay 
ministers employed by the Church (82 percent of 
whom are female) are a ready pool of recruits. A 
good number of the men who left the priesthood to 
get married might return if given the opportunity. In- 
deed, although it is not commonly known, the 
Catholic Church currently does allow some priests to 
be married. Episcopal priests who are married, con- 
vert to Catholicism, and wish to remain in the voca- 
tion are allowed to stay wed “in the full sense of the term,” re- 
ports Father McBrien of Notre Dame. 


ODAY’S CATHOLIC Church is facing an uphill battle, 

trying to minister to 62 million American Catholics with 
only 45,699 priests. Despite advertising campaigns and fo- 
cused recruitment efforts, it will be very difficult for the 
Church to muster enough candidates even to replace the ones 
who leave. The diminishing priesthood is wreaking havoc on a 
church that — unlike its Protestant counterparts — strongly 
emphasizes the sacraments, such as last rites and Holy Com- 
munion. “There are fewer Masses,” says Professor Dean 
Hoge, “and priests are less available for visiting the sick and 
dying, for weddings and baptisms, and for coming to meetings 
around the parish.” Says Father McBrien, “To some in the 
Catholic Church, it’s more important to maintain a celibate 
priesthood than to have the Eucharist and other sacraments 
available to the faithful.” But without priests to perform the 
sacraments, less emphasis is placed on them; with access to 
the priest for counseling or community-building also reduced, 
this may cause Catholic church-going to become less mean- 
ingful. And if mainstream Catholics continue to disregard the 
Vatican’s views on social issues, the Church may seem even 
less relevant to their lives. 

McBrien is convinced the day will come when the Church 
will accept married priests. “It won’t come under Pope John 
Paul II,” he says, “but if for no other reason, the pressure of 
reality will require the Church to relax its rules regarding 
celibacy.” In the meantime, the Church will continue its un- 
comfortable grappling with a heavily gay clergy and human 
sexuality in general, just as it copes with its occasional scuffles 
over theological freedom and dissent. And Father Greenleaf of 
Portland and his counterparts will continue looking for the 
next generation of priests — men who, he says, “have an 
amazement for life and finding the mystery, that there’s some- 
thing rather than nothing.” a

N THE FACE of it, there’s nothing particu- 

larly striking about the Aladdin Auto Service 

Center. Located at the end of a pitted, 
mucky driveway, dwarfed by the somber bulk of 
North Cambridge’s Rindge Tower projects, the Al- 
addin looks like any other low-key auto-repair 
shop. Grimy wheel hubs form a heap beside its 
large metal door. A row of battered cars huddle 
alongside a chain-link fence. The tang of distressed 
machinery hangs in the air. 

Inside, working amid a clutter of tool chests, oil 
drums, and jacked-up vehicles, you will find the 
shop’s owner, Mahmood Rezaei-Kamalabad. Clad 
in a black turtleneck and a woolen prayer cap, and 
sporting a thicket of grizzled facial hair, Mahmood 
looks more like a Muslim cleric than an auto me- 
chanic. And, despite the fact that he is supposed to 
be awfully good at fixing cars, he doesn’t act much 
like a mechanic, either. 

Actually, it’s difficult to say exactly what Mah- 
mood is. When he’s not aligning wheels and drain- 
ing fluids, Mahmood moonlights as a mystic, a sci- 
entist, an artist, a healer, an inventor, a philoso- 
pher, a New Age engineer. Indeed, the only thing 
you can say about the man with any certainty is 
this: when Mahmood says “full service,” he really 
means it. 

“People come in and they are upset,” he says, his 
voice thick with the sing-song inflections of his na- 
tive Iran. “So I try to heal them. I fix their car and 
their body and make them a cup of tea.” 

But Mahmood’s desire to heal goes beyond sup- 
plying hot beverages. His auto shop, for instance, 
must be the only one in town where customers may 
avail themselves of an on-site meditation room. 
And there can be few mechanics who will counsel 
you on modern-day alienation while they dismantle 
your carburetor. Fewer still who will sit down with 
you and hold forth on the psychological and spiri- 
tual benefits of affixing a glass nipple to one’s tele- 
vision set. 

“I put in the middle of the screen a little lens,” he 
says, sitting on one of the Aladdin’s two well-worn 
couches, sipping from the inevitable tea cup. “So 
for my children to watch TV is very comfortable.” 

When this announcement is met with a baffled 
silence, Mahmood bites into a sugar cube, takes a 
deep breath, and launches into a lengthy exegesis 
of how his nipple can abate the harmful effects of 
television’s helter-skelter sensory input. 

“The TV is always changing the image — 
Schoom! Schoom! Schoom! Schoom!” he says, 
making starbursts with his hands. “Without any 
focal point, this reacts with the brain and creates a 
very big huge confusion. With mine, the light pass- 
es through the lens and so my children remember 
the square has a center, and they remember that 
they have a center.” 

More silence. More sugar. 

“If you are able to establish centralization interi- 
orly, you are able to function in the interior of life,” 
he explains. “If you are establishing the focal point 
inside, the healing will be inside. After the healing 
inside, we go to the outside, and the outside will be 
healed by us too. You are establishing the inside 
out, and that is really happiness.” 

The path to true enlightenment, it seems, is 
paved with incomprehensibility. Speak to Mah- 
mood for long enough, however, and all this starts 
making sense. His TV nipple is, after all, the tech- 
nological extension of the mandala. “Most people 
put their very holy things in the center,” Mahmood 
says. “In Islamic science, we believe the body is a 
small image of the universe. Look at the solar sys- 
tem — the sun is in the center. All energy comes 
from the center.” 














As Mahmood talks, a stressed-looking 
man comes in to pick up his car. Upon 
learning that it isn’t ready yet — he’s early 

the man does a little on-the-spot dance 
of frustration. “Have a cup of tea,” Mah- 
mood says. “A half an hour. Okay? Okay?” 
So soothing is Mahmood’s tone, so affable 
his manner, the man can do nothing but 
slink away, a half-smile on his face. “No 
problem,” Mahmood says. “No problem.” 
He says this a lot. No problem. 


re REZAEI-Kamalabad 

wasn’t always a mechanic. When he 
came to the US, 22 years ago, he did so as 
a sort of techno-prodigy — a beacon of 
possibility. As a teenager in Tehran, he had 
invented a perpetual-motion machine. Al- 
though the gizmo didn’t quite work — it 
was more of a temporary-motion machine 
— the project was pretty heady stuff for 
the son of an Iranian landscaper. His fami- 
ly packed him off to a local university, 
where he studied to be an engineer 

When he was 22, Mahmood was award- 
ed the position of head of construction in 
the Shah’s palace. There he cooked up his 
first viable invention. “I designed a mecha- 
nism for sealing the secret letter,” he ex- 
plains. “It used to be a special wax candle, 
but I made a machine in which the wax al- 
ways was melted.” The success of the se- 
cret-letter sealer was enough to convince 
Mahmood’s family that he had the potential 
for true genius. In his mid 20s, he set out 
to make his mark on America. 

If there’s been a constant in Mahmood’s 
life, it’s a scattershot intellectual curiosity. 
His long college career — 27 years long — 
has seen him study cinematic special effects 
at the Mass College of Art, broadcasting at 
Emerson, and holographic science at 
Brown. It was at Brown that Mahmood es- 
tablished himself as a font of delightfully 
offbeat theories. 

“I was working on the idea that if we 
read information in the 3-D form rather 
than 2-D, if we are able to observe the 
space, we establish a better memory,” he 
says. “Because the body works in 3-D, not 
2-D. That was the idea.” The idea didn’t 
fly, and despite Mahmood’s efforts, books 
remain staunchly two-dimensional items. 
Undaunted, in 1989 he began working on a 
PhD at Boston University — his field was 
the combination of Islamic science and 
Western technology. 

The next year, he hit a dead end. “When 
I was at BU, I had so much ideas,” he says. 
“At the same time I had a problem eco- 
nomically, because I had two babies and 
my wife she did not work, so I could not 
provide enough economically for my fami- 
ly.” Despairing, Mahmood sat down beside 
Memorial Drive one day and began to pray. 
“I say, ‘God, give me guidance what I

should do,’ ” he recalls, “And he say to me, 
‘Look, all of the cars in front of you, com- 
ing and going, all of them will need to be 
repaired.’ I said, ‘Are you telling me I’m 
supposed to be a mechanic?’ He said, 
"Te. 

So, on Allah’s advice, Mahmood 
dropped out of BU’s PhD program. This, 
he says, was a crushing disappointment. 
The boy who had once been destined for 
greatness found himself beefing up on car 
maintenance at the GM training school in 
Needham. Still, he applied himself to his 
new vocation with characteristic diligence. 
“After five years working on the sidewalk, 
fixing the cars, working in a parking lot,” 
he says, “I open this shop.” 

They say God moves in mysterious ways, 
and this was certainly true in Mahmood’s 
case. Rather than scuppering his career as 
an inventor, Aladdin Auto Service provided 
Mahmood with the means to develop his 
peculiar mix of technology, religion, art, 
and alternative medicine. Today, his re- 
search goes a good deal beyond applying 
glass nipples to TV screens. “The machine 
does everything for us at the present time,” 
he says. “Clothing, food, everything. So it 
has to help our spirituality, too.” 


N THE corner of Aladdin Auto sits a tan 

1990 Dodge Colt hatchback. The car 
doesn’t look like much at first — in fact, 
it’s a bit of a heap — but this humble vehi- 
cle is in many ways Mahmood’s crowning 
achievement — the culmination of his the- 
ories on the health benefits of establishing 
centralization in our daily lives. 

What makes Mahmood’s Dodge Colt in- 
teresting is the modification he has made to 
its interior. He has moved the steering col- 
umn to the center, and the driver’s seat, 
too, and called his prototype the Celestia. It 
is one of three cars in the world that use a 
center-seated design. But this one’s not just 
a car. The Celestia, Mahmood believes, will 
help its drivers achieve mental balance, 
inner peace, and — who knows? — even- 
tual Nirvana. 

Not surprisingly, he uses the language of 
rustic parable to explain how. “If we have a 
donkey or a camel,” he says, “and we put 
the weight on one side of the animal, in one 
month what will happen to the animal?” 

Un,, it’ll tip over? 

“Yes. The form of the body will change 
and the animal, if it wants to go straight, 
will go crooked. We have to put the weight 
on both sides of the animal equal. That is a 
very simple principle.” He continues, 
“When we are driving, the information the 
eyes observe is not equal. The action of the 
information, if you’re driving on the left 
side, is more than the right side. So this 
side of the brain reacts differently, the 
blood circulation to the brain goes to the 
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Reaction Machine may look terrifying, but its 
inventor insists it will one day put a whole new

area where you need it more, so this person 
will be off-balance. The central focal point 
will create a balance.” 

Sitting in the Celestia, you don’t feel any 
immediate sense of spiritual harmony. 
Then again, on a more mundane level, your 
field of vision is increased, and you feel less 
vulnerable sitting a foot or so from the 
door. | ask Mahmood if I can take the car 
for a spin, but it’s undergoing a few modi- 
fications and isn’t in working order. But his 
other on-site invention — his technological 
extravaganza — is very much up and 
running. 

It, I learn, will take me for a spin. 

The Motion-Reaction Machine is an im- 
pressive, even ominous, sight. Situated in 
a large room behind Mahmood’s garage, 
encased in a crime-scene canopy of blue 
tarpaulin, the machine extends maybe 15 
feet into the air. It’s basically a large, rec- 
tangular gyroscope — a frame within a 
frame capable of spinning vertically and 
horizontally at the same time. It looks like 
the kind of contraption Terry Gilliam 
might put together — a hybrid of thrill 
ride and instrument of torture. In the mid- 
dle of the device is an upright gurney. 
Dangling from either side of this is a se- 
ries of car seat belts. I climb aboard. 

Strapped onto the Motion-Reaction 
Machine’s vertical gurney, you feel a bit 
like Hannibal Lecter — or what Hannibal 
Lecter might feel like if he were having a 
panic attack. To put it bluntly, it’s terrify- 
ing. At least for the first few seconds. 
After that it’s merely mortifying. “Try to 
relax,” Mahmood says as the machine 
starts spinning — faster and faster, over 
and over, around and around. “Do not 
grip so tight,” he advises. Easy for him to 
say; he’s not getting intestinal whiplash. 
Still, I give it 10 minutes, twice the time 
required to feel the machine’s benefits. 

Yes, benefits. 

A spin on the Motion-Reaction Machine 
is like the ecstasy-inducing dance of the 
Whirling Dervish, only squared. After five 
minutes, you will establish an inner focal 
point. You will feel more centered. You 
will experience a sense of peace, balance, 
harmony, maybe even joy. That’s the 
thinking. 

“You will see more light,” Mahmood 
says. “You will be able to have a relation- 
ship inside and outside.” Too true. As | 
totter off the machine, the contents of my 
stomach could very well see the light of 
day. To be fair, though, I do feel strangely 
okay. As I sit and try to compose myself, | 
am aware, for the first time, of the clock 
tick-tock-tocking on the wall. 

The Motion-Reaction Machine, Mah- 
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mood believes, will one day form the basis 
of an alternative medicine, used to treat 
everything from cancer to diabetes. So far, 
however, potential investors have not been 
breaking down his door. “So many people 
can invest their money into the chemica 
reaction,” he says. “Everybody is interest- 
ed to get the next pill. I bring another 
source to heal the body. I believe I can 
heal the body through my machine. 

“Sadly, I could not find anybody to 
invest.” 


OONLIGHTING AS a visionary is 

not always easy. Or cheap. By Mah- 
mood’s estimate, he has spent around 
$80,000 of his own money on his inven- 
tions, $55,000 on the Motion-Reaction 
Machine alone. “If 1 have extra money,” 
he says, “I put it into my research.” He 
will often stay at the shop until after mid- 
night to work on his projects. 

“Many nights I sit here and I start to 
cry,” he says. “When you come to your 
idea, you have to sacrifice and you have to 
suffer to bring that idea to the exterior 
life. If you don’t do this, it will kill you in- 
side. You become a vegetable. You be- 
come nothing.” 

The fact that his work hasn’t earned 
him a lot of recognition doesn’t bother 
him, Mahmood insists. “I believe any 
knowledge has a time for it,” he says. “I 
do not know if at the present time people 
are going to be ready for motion-reaction. 
Maybe they are not going to appreciate it 
now, but maybe in the future they are 
going to try.” 

He pauses and sips his tea. “Every 
morning I pick up this cup,” he says. “We 
drink the tea from it. We don’t know who 
made it, but we enjoy the pleasure from it. 
I think the best beauty of life is when we 
contribute to life and it doesn’t matter 
who we are.” 

Perhaps one day Mahmood Rezaei-Ka- 
malabad will take his place alongside the 
likes of Jonas Salk and Louis Pasteur. 
Right now, however, he has to apply his 
healing powers to the crippled cab that’s 
jacked up in the center of his shop. He 
picks up our empty cups and for the first 
time I notice his hands — rough, infused 
with grime. As I leave the shop, Mahmood 
follows. In the five-o’clock gloom, Rindge 
Towers look bleak and menacing. The air 
is damp and bitter. 

“You are welcome,” Mahmood says as | 
pull away. “The tea will be waiting for 
you.” Se

World AIDS Day 


“Listen to how scary the AIDS situation is here,” a pal teaching 
math in southern Africa complained to me this past summer. “I had 
a big talk with a group of girls at my secondary school about AIDS 
and sex. I’m telling them that unprotected sex is like sticking a gun 
to their heads and that they’d be stupid not to use a condom. And 












then one of the girls asks me, seriously, ‘What about rape, miss?’ ” 

This shocked me, but it shouldn’t have. Women account for 55 
percent of HIV infections in sub-Sahara Africa, and reports 
indicate that African women can’t always choose who they sleep 
with, never mind whether that person’s wearing a condom. So it’s 
dismally apt that this year’s World AIDS Day — celebrated 
annually on December 1 — is focused on the African AIDS 
pandemic, with the theme “AIDS: Men Make a Difference.” 

It may be only a coincidence, but African males are almost 
nonexistent in “ArtWorks for AIDS,” a five-day exhibition 


sponsored by the Harvard AIDS Institute that boasts works from 
30 southern African artists (a traveling exhibit, it’s on view from 
November 24 through 28 at Harvard’s Carpenter Center for the 
Visual Arts). The media include acrylic, wood carving, and 


photomontage, all interpreting the effects of HIV/AIDS on African 
women and children; among the pieces are Penelope Siopis’s AIDS 


— Baby — Africa, a cibachrome photograph of a infant swathed 


entirely in red ribbon, and an oil-on-wood figurine set by Johannes 


Masego Segogela that depicts bodies hovering beside an AIDS 
victim’s deathbed (family members, a priest, a doctor, and a TV 


cameraman), in an eerie twist on the Nativity scene. On November 


30, these 30 works will be auctioned off at the Harvard Club in 
Boston; proceeds will go to HIV/AIDS research and education in

This American 


n the age of cable TV and the high-speed Internet, Ira 

Glass, the quirky host of NPR’s This American Life, 
has made it his mission to bring Americans — young, 
smart, hip Americans, no less — back to their radio 
dials. And he has done it in an old-fashioned way — by 
telling compelling stories in an 
hour-long, essayish format that runs 
counter to the industry wisdom that 
says radio must get quicker and 
dumber. Result: satisfying creative 
freedom. It doesn’t much matter 
what TAL’s wrenching and often 
funny stories are about — or 
whether they’re journalism or 
fiction, for that matter — as long as 
the narratives are fun and well-spun. 

Each week for the past five years, 
Glass and his crew of five 
producers have scoured the country

in search of fresh stories — fiasco 
stories, stories culled from 24 
hours spent in a diner, stories 
about Niagara Falls, stories about 
Canadians. Next Saturday, the TAL 
posse will hit Boston to tell a few 
more. Glass will be joined by 
contributors Sarah Vowell, David Rakoff, lan Brown, 
and Chicago pop band OKAY GO at Berklee 
Performance Center on their first stop of a national 
tour to commemorate the show’s fifth anniversary. In 
honor of the anniversary, the traveling show will spin 
stories around the theme of birthdays, anniversaries, 
and the passage of time — and, mirroring the format 
of the radio show, they’ll add sound clips and quotes to 
the live readings from a mixing console. (The live 
performances from the tour will be recorded and edited 
for an anniversary radio broadcast on December 30.) 
Glass plans to contribute a story about a cemetery in 
Los Angeles that plants videos above gravestones to 
commemorate the dead. “You might say, isn’t this 
funny? But I left completely sold [on the idea]. It’s 
both serious and funny.” 

Asked to describe what This American Life is, he 
giggles before explaining, “Our latest experiment at what 
to say is, ‘It’s just sexy fun.’ ” Then he gets serious. “Uh, 
it’s stories that are designed to be listened to,” he finally

wrestles out. After five years of producing and hosting 
the hour-long weekly public-radio show, Glass should 
has a good idea of what This American Life is. But it’s 
precisely that familiar aw-shucks playfulness that has 
launched what he calls “the best distributed ’zine in the 
country” intothe cars and homes 
of more than a million listeners 
each weekend. Even on the show’s 
Web site, the folks can’t quite pin 
down what TAL is. The only 
criterion the show’s material needs 
to fit into, says Glass, is that the 
staff become personally invested in 
it. 

So, could TAL be pulling in 
listeners because it’s riding the 
wave of reality TV? “We're in the 
same business as Survivor,” he 
chuckles, “but we don’t need to go 
to a desert island to find 
compelling stories. We can find 
that in normal people’s lives. Plus, 
we’re way funnier.” He describes 
heading out of TAL’s Chicago 
studios to take the show on the 
road as like “the really ambitious 
evening out with your girlfriend where everyone gets 
dressed up rather than renting a video.” Part of the 
show’s lure seems be the casual way Glass comes off — 
he’s that friend of a friend whom you don’t quite 
remember whether you’ve met before. And there’s a 
segment of TAL’s female fan base that'll be looking 
forward to the rare visual stimulus. Asked whether he’s 
cultivating the appeal of geek chic — a la Dave Eggers 
— Glass gracefully dismisses the comparison. “When I 
meet the fans of the show, they don’t seem fawning. | 
don’t know — it’s not like when Metallica goes on tour. 
People are very polite and nice, but that’s, sadly, as far as 
it goes.” We’re all very sad about that. 

This American Life airs Saturdays at 3 p.m. and 
Sundays at 1 p.m. on WBUR and Sundays at 4 p.m. on 
WGBH.

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Carlo’s Cucina 
Italiana 


A cheap-eats trattoria grows up 
BY ROBERT NADEAU Carlo’s keeps getting dis- 


covered — by reviewers, by suburbanites, by Ital- 
ians who tell their American friends. On my third 


visit, | ran into Bob Levey, the retired 
Boston Globe restaurant critic, who 
now eats out strictly for fun. All this 
discovery has raised the prices in this 
little trattoria, but has neither helped 
nor harmed the food. 

How could the menu have been 
helped? Well, many items— like the 
salads — are still perfunctory. How 
could it have been harmed? Well, 
restaurants can lose their edge with 
the kind of pasta dishes that have to 
be assembled with confidence and 
slammed quickly onto the table. The 
basic red-sauce Italian menu works 
well in cheap-and-fast venues, but 
crowd surges can throw off the tim- 
ing, and success can dull homemade 
pasta and the quick marinara sauce 
that complements it so well. 

But Carlo’s has graduated from 
“On the Cheap” without losing its 
soul and without getting slick (not 
even the good aspects of slick). The 
situation is all the more interesting 

«because this is really the restaurant’s 
third identity. Before its incarnation 
as a great cheap Italian restaurant, it 
had some profile as an Argentine-Ital- 
ian restaurant featuring empanadas 
and a Sunday mixed grill. The Argen- 
tine food has been retired from the 
active menu, but Spanish is still the 
lingua franca of the kitchen, a situa- 
tion that could arise only because 
Italo-Argentines were a majority in 
that South American nation, whose 
disastrous politics and dicey economy 
have sent them forth to open restau- 
rants in Boston. 

The main way Carlo’s has gotten 
more expensive is with appetizers, 
which you could skip on the strength 
of the fresh, crusty bread and virgin 
olive oil with a vai .ety of olives in it. 
(The big green ones are terrific right 
now. At lunch it’s butter, but good 
butter: Cabot unsalted.) If you 
plunge, go all the way with the funghi 
alla portabella ($9.95) — one su- 
perbly steak-like mushroom with 
mozzarella cheese and pimento on 
top, along with arugula and radicchio 
topped with fresh basil and diced 
tomato. Calamari fritti ($7.95) is a 
fan favorite, but ours was over-fried 
— crunchy, yes, but the squid rings 
were stiff and too chewy. A lunch 
order of linguine con calamari 
($5.95), on the other hand, was per- 
fect, the squid just toothsome, the 
pasta likewise, and served with an ex- 
cellent red sauce. Lunch may be the 
perfect situation for Carlo’s, but no 
one has yet found a way to promote 
“Lunch All Day” the way diners pro- 
mote “Breakfast All Day.” 

A guest ordered insalata alla Caesar 
($4.95) with the dressing on the side; 
it had a telltale shimmy of starch. 
When applied to the salad, it had a 
telltale lack of flavor, other than gar- 
lic. The soapy-tasting powdered 
parmesan sprinkled on top was no 
help. We had croutons, we had ro- 
maine, we had garlic, and that was 
about it for Caesar’s salad. 

The key to entrées here is pasta, 
often homemade, and always made 
well. A special of cavatappi ($15.95)

featured thick ribbons of homemade 
pasta with unmistakable chewy tex- 
ture, a real tomato sauce, tough veal, 
artichoke hearts, and asparagus. 
Nothing mattered but the pasta. Ravi- 
oli alla Rossi ($9.95) were equally 
fine pasta, but did not have much lob- 














chicken Irene ($11.95), a dish where 
the pasta rules are applied to sliced 
potatoes. I don’t know about al dente 
sliced potatoes. The chef does know 
how to cook a wine sauce, and the 
scallops of chicken breast, onions, 
and red bell peppers are all they need 
to be. 

Carlo’s has a short wine list, pri- 
marily of Italian reds, but all we got 
to was a $3.95 glass of very clean 
white Zinfandel. The only coffee is 
espresso. 

Desserts are still in “On the 
Cheap” territory. Flan ($4.95) was a 
huge blob of somewhat starchy white 
stuff with a lot of whipped cream, 
and a pile of caramel sauce, no, wait 
a minute, ah, don’t cry for me Ar- 
gentina — dulce de leche — the su- 
persweet Argentine caramelized milk 
sweet. Spumoni ($3.95), the sole 
dessert of suburban Italian restau- 
rants in the 1950s, is here served in a 
large wedge with plenty of sweet wine 
sauce. (For those who do not re-

ster filling. Surrounding them were 
fresh vegetables, chunks of salmon, 
and peas — all in a lovely creamy 
sauce. 

Cream also goes into the pesto, 
judging by a lunch order of tortellini 
con pesto ($5.95), but the pasta was 
a $12 pile of absolutely nifty cheese 
dumplings, and the sauce certainly 
added accents of fresh basil and gar- 
lic. Frutti di mare ($14.95) is here 
served around linguine — very good 
linguine, if you can work past a solid 
ring of mussels, or over the top, 
which is defended by three littleneck 
clams and a single Moby shrimp.

THAI BASIL, 132 Newbury St., Boston, 424- 
8424. $8-$16 (lunch, $6-$8). Underground 
but elegant effort to sell a consistent Thai 
menu in the Back Bay. Excellent porpia tod 
(spring rolls), and quality across the board 
from the tamarind duck to the pretty-darn-hot 
“choo chee fisherman.” 

29 NEWBURY, 29 Newbury St., Boston, 536- 
0290. $10-$28. New American cuisine 
served in the kind of low-key but elegant at- 
mosphere you'd expect on lower Newbury 
Street. Works by local artists hang on the 
walls; an outdoor café in the warm weather 
makes for ideal people-watching.

A clone .of a 
second restaurant by Chicago's Alsatian chef 
Jean Joho, this is a remarkably useful restau- 
rant for the Colonnade Hotel, the Symphony- 
Prudential area, and anyone who happens by 
for breakfast, lunch, dinner, drinks, or a late 
graze. Unusually for the '90s, the big flavors 
are'in the entrées, such as choucroute garni, 
coq au vin, and duckling a l'orange, with im- 
portant cabbage and potato statements on 
the side.

You 
move among themed food stations with a 
cafeteria tray, then pick a themed room to eat 
in.

er. And Aura’s hotel-lobby setup is clearly 
more oriented toward conventioneers than 
natives.

ECLIPSE, 42 Province St., Second Floor, 


Boston, (617) 426-3333. - A popular business 
lunch spot trying to revive the downtown din- 
ing scene, Eclipse goes off in several food di- 
rections. I'd follow the path of upscaled com- 
fort food, pursuing crab cakes, firebrick chick- 
en, the lobster club sandwich, or veal meat- 
loaf, but save room for cranberry cornbread 
pudding at dessert. 

FAJITAS & 'RITAS, 25 West St., Boston, 
426-1222. $8-$12. Lively, casual Tex-Mex 
restaurant and margarita bar. Décor is pro- 
vided mostly by the customers, who cover 
the walls with crayon graffiti 

HIBERNIA, 25 Kingston Street (Downtown 
Crossing), Boston, (617) 292-2333. $12-$18 
The Irish theme is so subtle you could miss it 
at this hip, narrow nightclub/restaurant next 
to J.J. Foley's. The kitchen, when we visited 
had a split personality: the attempts at fusion 
felt ham-handed, but modified classics were 
graceful and tasty: beautiful purple-potato 
salad with smoked-trout paté, sweet-crusted 
grilled chicken, and a towering “berry sur- 
prise” for dessert.

The fourth Thai restaurant within blocks 
of Symphony Hall, but the nearest to Berklee, 
with a fine list of vegetarian items, including 
fooled-me spring rolls. Elegant, uncrowded, 
and the food is beautifully presented. Omni- 
vores go for shrimp mermaid, garlic fish, and 
beef jungle 

SORENTO’S ITALIAN GOURMET, 86 Pe- 
terborough St., Boston, 424-7070. $8.50-$19 
A (somewhat yuppie) neighborhood pizza 
parlor with food better than most “northern 
Italian” cafés. The secret: a short list of top in- 
gredients worked into al dente pastas, 
delectable calzones and pizzas, and a couple 
of creamy sauces. BR Sat. and Sun., 10 a.m 
to 4 p.m. 

STARS ON HUNTINGTON, 393 Huntington

prisingly good bistro food, attracting an 
equally bipolar crowd of 20-something/50- 
somethings, Symphony-goers and young 
couples. Dress up, dress down, watch foot- 
ball on big flat screens or feel cool and post- 
modern in the windows.

Replacing a legend is never 


easy. So you have to hand it to 
i! Buongustaio in Huron Village, 


which recently opened in the 
space previously occupied by 
pizza legend Emma’s. Rather 


than try to fill the void left by its 
predecessor, Ii Buongustaio is 
doing what every eatery should: 
serving the food it cooks best. 


What does that mean for 


you, the eater? You'll get slight- 


ly Americanized Italian basics 


like pizza, panini, and pasta 


served with a welcome jolt of 
personality. Think tasty egg- 





plant parmigiana and the best meatball sub in town, along with daily soups and salads 
to go. Now picture a sliver of a storefront with gleaming ovens, counters, and a deli 
case. That’s Il Buongustaio, a neighborhood Italian joint if ever there was one. 

The pizza is very good by Boston standards — sweet and chewy — and there are 
nine interesting house specials, such as boscaiola (heavy cream, porcini mushrooms, 
and mozzarella for $15) and quattro formaggi (gorgonzola, mozzarella, parmigiano, and 
fontina for $13). The friendly woman behind the counter will tell you that the chef makes 
great calzones, and she’s right. A chicken-and-mushroom version ($6.50) is Italian- 
American indulgence incarnate: doughy, greasy, and full of flavor. 

But sandwiches are the true stars at Il Buongustaio. They come on crisp, chewy 
Italian bread — all the better to savor sassy combos like buongustaio (smoky speck, 
sprightly goat cheese, and peppery arugula for $6.50) or Italiano (equally luscious buffalo 
mozzarella and prosciutto for $6). For those looking to fill in the gaps, there’s a deli case 
full of antipasti and salads, although | found both the smoked-mozzarella, tomato, and 
basil mix and the escarole with pine nuts and raisins to be oily and under-seasoned. 
However, that doesn’t prevent Il Buongustaio from being filed under “Useful Neighbor- 


hood Eateries.”

How to bring wine during the holidays 


BY DAVID MARGLIN Whether it’s Thanksgiving or 


Chanukah or Christmas or any other celebration during 
late fall and early winter, when you are a guest at someone 


else’s feast, you can never go wrong bringing a 
bottle or two of wine. Thanksgiving, for exam- 
ple, is about the bounty of the land, and wine 
speaks to that sentiment like no other bever- 
age. Great wines are truly of the earth. 

Conventional wisdom from wine columnists 
(including Frank Prial of the New York Times) 
has Thanksgiving diners drinking either “cor- 
rect” wines, whose flavors will marry well with 
the turkey and the sides, or domestic wines 
like zinfandel, on the theory that we are cele- 
brating America. But the holidays are also 
about a celebration of the new (and the un- 
known), and that weighs in favor of openness 
to other choices. 

This is a time to turn people on to your 
taste in wine. You get a shot at telling your 
folks or your host, “Here are wines I like, 
wines that I would like to share with you.” 
Don’t forget, parties are all about the meal, 
and by now you know that with the occasional 
exception of some breakfasts, all great meals 
are improved by the accompaniment of wine. 
The holiday season is so focused on eating and 
drinking that you may need to bring more 
than one bottle to go around the table. 

When you're picking a wine for Thanksgiv- 
ing, I don’t think you should concentrate on 
the turkey. The meat is so bland that wine 
usually overwhelms ‘its taste-(unless your bird 
is wild or free-range). So the name of the 
game is pairing the wine with the sides. If you 





can find out what sides will be served, you’re 
two steps ahead. Otherwise, educated guesses 
should suffice. Most meats will come with 
some gravy, which will be salty and a bit nutty. 
There are going to be yams and turnips and 
other mashed tubers; around these parts, there 
is going to be something cranberry; and prob- 
ably also some greens. The way you win is by 
zeroing in on the dishes your wine will com- 
bine with. 

For the other holidays, go in with your guns 
(or muskets) blazing. Bring big wines if that is 
your bent + something fruity, something fun. 
Subtle wines will have a harder time cutting 
through the noise, but you have to express

yourself. Big Italian numbers put points on the 
board these days. Rather than Chiantis, try the 
Valpolicellas and other Veronese wines; or 
Piedmontese barberas, particularly the barbed 
Barbera D’Asti; or, if you can afford them, 
those big Brunello di Montalcinos (1995 was a 
fabulous sleeper year for brunellos — they’re 
really approachable right now). These power- 
houses, with their grapey and earthy flavors 
and less predominant oak, make nice counter- 
points to holiday meals. 

Or pay homage to this year’s Olympics and 
rock your host’s world with an Aussie shiraz 
or Semillon. For the less daring, a fruity 1998 
Oregon pinot noir should treat game birds 
(like turkey and goose) fairly well; it also ac- 
companies salmon delightfully, and there are 
plenty of affordable ones out there; try the 
Bridgeview and the Benton Lane, or the 
Willakenzie and the Willamette Valley Vine- 
yards. 

Most tables always have room for a few 
more bottles. Folks are there to eat and drink. 
You have, to say the least, a captive audience. 
Pour it out, and then pour it on. If your fellow 
diners lean toward the whites, blow their 
minds with an Italian pinot bianco or an Ore- 
gon pinot gris. Zing them with a zesty chenin 
blanc (such as French Vouvray or South 
African Steen). If your heart is set on reds, go 
for grenache or shiraz, or a fruitier pinot noir. 
Make it sexy. Stay clear of merlots and cabs 
— those are so obvious. Give them as gifts, 
because they are safe. But take chances with 
what you bring over for the holidays — plenty 
of safe stuff will be served anyway (hey, at 
least you’re going to like what’s in your glass). 

The key word this whole season is “giving.” 
This is your chance to help create the moment 
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and make the festivities. You may not have 
shot the turkey or goose, or spent all day stuff- 
ing it. But when game time rolls around, you'll 
be right there, ready to take the field, bottle in 
hand, saying, “Try a little of this, why don’t 
you?” as you pour out your holiday cheer. 

Here are a few bottles I will be bringing to 
various parties over the next few weeks: 

Cantina Produttori Pinot Bianco 
Schulthauser Alto Adige San Michele 
($11.99). Very vibrant. Pretty much blows 
away any US efforts at pinot blanc, and is an 
excellent exemplar of the swank Italian wines 
from the Alps region to the north. It’s kicking 
with the roast birds, the chestnut stuffing, and 
the whole shootin’ match. 

1998 Willamette Valley Vineyards Pinot 
Gris ($13.99). Not as good as my personal fa- 
vorite pinot gris from Willakenzie Estate, but a 
couple of bucks cheaper. Full and fruity, 
sprightly and zesty, with apples and dashes of 
honey on the finish. Great with the squashes 
and pumpkins, the cranberries, or the greens. 

1997 Palazzo Della Torre Allegrini 
Veronese ($17.99). Full and chewy, really 
Valpolicella. | quaffed this watching the Yan- 
kees decimate the Mets in game five (Torre in 
the house!). It’s hefty, with great fruit and a 
big bite. This is an enforcer, with a lovely vel- 
vet-glove finish. 

1998 Elk Cove Vineyards Pinot Noir 
Willamette Valley ($20). Cherry and cola, re- 
ally gushy. A word to the wise: 1998 Oregon 
pinots rock!! 

1997 Sassoalloro Jacopo Biodi Santi 
Montalcino (about $27). A poor man’s 
brunello, this is a superb sangiovese, very ro- 
bust, with loads of wood, and good fruit up 
front. Kicks up all sorts of cedar nuances, and 
then some dried cherries. Great with cranber- 
ries and heavy gravies. 

1998 ].L. Chave Offerus Saint-Joseph 
($29.99). Steep southern Rhone, hard to find 
(Wine and Cheese Cask may have a bottle or 
two left). This is smooth wine, pruny and 
warm, with some paprika kick; but it’s also 
opulent, if a touch pointy. With plenty of deep 
black fruit and chunky oak, it will work across 
the board for the bold and the pioneering.

Charlie Chesterman

harlie Chesterman laughs loud, early, 

and often. Over a meatloaf sandwich at 
the Deli Haus in Kenmore Square, he’s de- 
scribing the worst-case scenario surround- 
ing his decision to release his new album, 
Ham Radio, on his own Aerola Recordings 
label. “I may find out this time next year 
that the people I think are out there and in- 
terested in what I do aren’t really out there, 
and I’ve got a basement full of records.” He 
punctuates the picture he’s just painted with 
a wheezing guffaw that escalates into an al- 
most hysterical cackle.

Continued from the cover 
movie-mad advocates. But who 
do you know who’s read the 
Marquis de Sade lately? 

The culture wars were raging 
when Doug Wright’s terrific play 
Quills opened Off Broadway a 
few years back. Training one eye 
on contemporary debates over 
artistic censorship, Wright 
imagined Sade’s last days as a 
jet-black Grand Guignol come- 
dy broadly acted and dotted with 
shock effects. Locked away in 
an asylum, the aging degenerate 
got all the good lines, his wit a 
lethal weapon against the nar- 
row forces that conspired to si- 
lence him. 

Richly appointed and ripely 
cast, Philip Kaufman’s screen 
adaptation remains audacious, if 
a little less timely. Opening up 
his chamber drama, Wright 
doesn’t stint on the juicy banter 
and malevolent monologues, 
making Quills a hissing cousin 
to Dangerous Liaisons. Yet 
Kaufman never finds the precise 
visual style that gave Stephen 
Frears’s decadent round robin 
its magnificent sheen. The new 
film opens brilliantly, with a bit

of directorial sleight-of-hand 
that conflates pleasure and ter- 
ror in the shadow of the guillo- 
tine. Kaufman rarely delivers on 
this promise, choosing too often 
to underline the obvious, a risky 
move with material so big and 
theatrical. 

Powdered and wigged like an 
decrepit fop, Geoffrey Rush 
plays the marquis with lip- 
smacking relish. Even under 
lock and key, he lives the good 
life: his cell is appointed with a 
luscious featherbed, an ornate 
writing desk, and enough fancy 
quills to produce blasphemous 
accounts of mutilated wives and 
deflowered nuns. Although 
banned from publishing his in- 
cendiary prose, he smuggles out 
his latest provocations in the 
arms of admiring laundress 
Madeleine (Kate Winslet), who 
eats up every naughty word. 
He’d like to nibble back, but she 
keeps him at arm’s length. Their 
clandestine meetings crackle like 
a French Provincial Silence of 
the Lambs: Lecter and Clarice in 
corsets and lace. 

Of course, the truly evil figure 
in Quills isn’t the writer at all.

Sticking point 


Although he has yet to be imprisoned in the Bastille or locked 
up in a madhouse, Philip Kaufman knows a little about censor- 
ship. His Henry & June’(1990), a sexy, literate bio-pic about the 
torrid relationship between writers Henry Miller and Anais Nin, 
caused the rating system to change its stigmatizing “X” to a 
more palatable NC-17. A less overt kind of censorship is exert- 
ed at the studio level, where executives are leery of his maver- 
ick ways, uncompromising honesty, and erratic box-office suc- 
cess. 

Quills, his first film since the 1993 flop Rising Sun, is an ap- 
propriate return to the screen. It’s an adaptation of the Doug 
Wright play about the Marquis de Sade (Geoffrey Rush), the 
author of such monstrously obscene and hilarious works as 
Justine and 120 Days of Sodom. His name gave rise to the 
word “sadism,” and his life and work inspired generations of 
transgressive artists to come. To the powers that were in pre- 
and post-revolutionary France, though, he was a beast to be 
caged. The film finds him near the end of his life in the insane 
asylum of Charenton; he’s counseled by the well-meaning di- 
rector (Joaquin Phoenix) and encouraged in his forbidden writ- 
ing by a saucy chambermaid (Kate Winslet) who smuggles it 
out with the dirty laundry to be published secretly. 

Kaufman has been similarly confined over the past several 
years, as each of his projects (one being an adaptation of 
Caleb Carr's acclaimed novel The Alienist) has come to a frus- 
trating impasse. Quills-was a rare exception. “This was sent to 
me by the studio, and it was Doug's script that they had already 
developed, and | had spent most of my career trying to get in- 
terest and things done and here they were already ahead of 
me on this one and they said they were going to make this 
movie, and they did.” 

Neither was it a potboiler by any means. “I loved it because it 





It’s the cruel Dr. Royer-Collard 
(Michael Caine), who’s been 
dispatched by Napoleon to stop 
Sade from writing again. Arriv- 
ing with gruesome torture de- 
vices that give tough love a bad 
name, Royer-Collard quickly 
clashes with Abbé Coulmier 
(Joaquin Phoenix), the progres- 
sive-minded cleric who’s the 
asylum’s director.

Perhaps, but in one of the film’s more ingenious and disturb- 
ing sequences, the marquis must resort to telling a story by 
having it whispered from one asylum ceil to the next, from 
madman to madman. Kind of like the way movies are written in 
Hollywood. The upshot, though, is that the tale incites one of 
the inmates to violence. Is Kaufman suggesting that those who 
claim that movies can influence behavior have a point? 

“t would point out first that the character in question doesn’t 
need pornography to get excited. He’s a pretty dicy guy. And 
another one of the patients. hears that terrible f-word — I’m 
talking about the word ‘fire’ — and he goes into sexual parox- 
ysms and sets a fire. So, is it the pornography? Maybe it can 
influence things. This needs to be discussed, just like the rat- 
ings system needs to be discussed. This is an R-rated film, but 
we don’t want parents to bring underaged children to it. We 
need more complex ratings systems. We need complex discus- 
sions of sexuality. People think about sex all the time, but we 
have very few movies that deal with mature adult sexuality.”

Quills would be stacking the 
deck if it merely staged a contest 
between the pleasure-loving 
artist and the suffocating scien- 
tist. In The Unbearable Light- 
ness of Being and Henry and 
June, Kaufman placed himself 
firmly on the side of free speech 
and free love. Yet Wright’s play 
makes the bold case that true 
artistic freedom is dangerous 
and sometimes must be wel- 
comed at painful personal cost. 
Kaufman faithfully follows suit 
in the film’s ghoulish final reels. 
The tormented abbé, wrestling 
between the call of the spirit and 
Madeleine’s nearby flesh, be- 
comes the doctor’s reluctant 
ally. Meanwhile, Sade’s own de- 
bauched writings get the best of 
him. Whispered from cell to cell, 
his final story brings to a boil the 
simmering brutality in his fellow 
inmates, and the innocent 
Madeleine pays the price.

The creator of The Sixth Sense is back with Unbreakable, another paranormal 
yarn starring Bruce Willis.

Such high-mindedness is typical for Snyamalan, whose Sixth Sense and littie- 
seen Wide Awake also used Keane-eyed kids to explore metaphysical questions 
in a pop context. “What interests me in storytelling is the idea of believing, taking 
ordinary people like yourselves and making you believe in something, give it plau- 
sibility, and ride that line between fiction and fantasy,” he tells reporters. “If there’s 
someone with osteogenesis imperfecta in the world — and there are thousands 
and thousands of people like that — then it’s plausible that there are people in the 
world who are impervious to being hurt. There's certainly a lot of examples of that. 
People fail out of planes, survive fires without a scratch. Those things intrigue me 
and make me start to believe, and | like to exercise that muscle, that believing 
muscle. That’s why children are in my movies a lot, because their muscles for be- 
lieving are very strong. All of ours get pretty weak as we get older.” 

Shyamalan jokes that he reteamed with Willis because “everyone else was un- 
available.” (Willis adds, “| was unemployed at the time.”) But the real reason was 
that he wanted to use the shorthand of a frequent director-actor pairing to make 
his name (pronounced “SHAM-a-lahn,” though even his own publicists can’t say it 
right) as familiar as those of other brand-name filmmakers. “I look back at other di- 
rectors that | admire, and you see collaborations that establish a pattern of film- 
making — Hitchcock with some of the actors he kept repeating, or better yet, 
Spielberg with Richard Dreyfuss in the first two movies, Jaws and Close Encoun- 
ters [actually, those were Spielberg’s second and third theatrical releases]. It's to 
have a mass-audience relationship. I’m trying very hard to develop an under- 
standing of what this name means when you see it on a movie. For me and Bruce 
to do two movies together, then they come to associate with that name and that 
style of filmmaking that feeling and experience.”

The wings of Wim Wenders’s desire 


It’s probably just a coincidence, but on the heels of U2’s taking up Wim 
Wenders’s angel-coming-to-ground scenario on All That You Can't 
Leave Behind, the Brattle Theatre is piggybacking Wim’s two angel 
movies — Wings of Desire (1987; original title Der Himmel tiber Berlin) 
and its sequel, Faraway, So Close! (1993; In weiter Ferne, so nah!), this 
Friday. Thirteen’ years after it first appeared, Wings of Desire remains 


Wenders’s best-known and most- 
admired film. Perhaps that’s be- 
cause, as he himself pointed out, 
it’s his “vertical road movie,” 
whereas his others, from The 
Goalie’s Anxiety at the Penalty 
Kick and Kings of the Road to 
Until the End of the World and 
The End of Violence, are patently 
horizontal. Or perhaps it’s be- 
cause Wings of Desire is where 
Wenders comes closest to balanc- 
ing word and image. It’s a bed- 
time story with a nightmare sequel 
in Faraway, So Close!, the pair of 
them wax-and-feather constructs 
from a director who’s desperate to 
become airborne. 

Wim Wenders would like to tell 
stories — that’s why he admires 
American film so much — but he 
can’t find the words, or rather the 
Word. His characters, almost in- 
variably male, hit the 
road together in a at- 
tempt to discover eter- 
nity, or at least outrun 
time; they’re at a loss to 
understand women, 
who represent domes- 
ticity and death. The 
black-and-white of 
Wings is the gray soli- 
tude of Wenders’s 
Berlin, of life every- 
where. Each German, 
the chauffeur’s voice 
muses, is an individual 
state, and indeed the 
film proceeds primarily 
through interior mono- 
logues: Damiel, Homer, 
Marion, Peter Falk, a 
sad man, a dying man, a 
chauffeur, the suicide 
on the Europa Center, 
on and on. Wenders 
finds grace, if not salva- 
tion, in children 
(“When the child was a 
child, it played with en- 
thusiasm,” Damiel tells 
us), in his childlike an- 
gels, and, like Dickens 
(think Bleak House), in 
the figure of the detec- 
tive. 

Of course, Wenders’s 
films have their own 
house dick in Philip 
Winter (who first turns 
up in Alice in the Cities), 
but he never uncovers 
anything, so when he’s 
bumped off in Faraway, 
So Close!, we don’t lose 
much. The gumshoe in 
Wings of Desire, on the 
other hand, is Peter Falk 
(himself an ex-angel), 
who as Lieutenant 
Columbo never failed to 
ferret out the truth. With 
Peter manning ground 
control, Wenders can af- 
ford to let Damiel come 
down, a fallen angel in 
search of an earth angel. 
It’s a classic, romantic 
conceit wherein Anto- 
nioni (film as a set of 
images and characters 





— Lavventura could almost be a 
silent movie) and Godard (the 
fractured, unnarratable detective 
story of Made in USA) make way 
for the Frank Capra of It’s a 
Wonderful Life — and that’s 
Wings of Desire’s tightroping act. 

But Wenders falls off the high 
wire when he tries to sell us Damiel 
and Marion as Adam and Eve. 
Peter Handke has to share the 
blame: at the end, as Wenders for- 
sakes the image for the word, 
Handke comes up with a speech 
— the one Marion delivers to 
Damiel in the bar of the Grand 
Hotel Esplanade — that’s preten- 
tious and has fascist overtones, 
making the couple seem more like 
Siegfried and Briinnhilde. (It 
might have sounded less sinister if 
Marion had spoken in her native 
French rather than German.) As

for what Damiel “says” to Marion 
(he doesn’t actually speak a single 
word to her in the course of the 
movie), his attraction is summed 
up in the way Henri Alekan’s cam- 
era keeps ogling her from below 
during her trapeze act, her legs, 
her thighs, her buttocks, making us 
a party to Damiel’s (and Wenders’s 
— the actress, Solveig Dom- 
martin, was then his girlfriend) 
voyeurism. You could argue that 
this voyeurism is a self-reflective 
observation on the nature of cine- 
ma — particularly since, in Wen- 
ders’s next film, Until the End of 
the World, it turns into self- 
voyeurism when Claire and Sam 
become addicted to their own 
dreams. But the bottom line is that 
Wenders’s notion of love, at least in 
Wings of Desire, amounts to falling 
for a beautiful woman with whom 





you’ve never spoken and whom 
you know almost nothing about. 
Idealistic, yes, but also adolescent 
in its physical fixation. At the end, 
we see Damiel and Marion work- 
ing together; he holds the rope 
while she practices. And that’s

good as far as it goes, but he’s on 
the ground and she’s in the air, and 
he’s talking to Cassiel rather than 
to her. The film ends where it 
should have begun, Marion telling 
us, “Nous sommes embarqués” 
(“We have set out”). On the screen 
appear the words “Fortsetzung 
folgt” (“To be continued”). 

The sequel didn’t follow imme- 
diately, however. As if panicked at 
the prospect of trying to depict 
married life, Wenders lit out of 
town, giving us the road movie to 
end all road movies, Until the End 
of the World. Here it’s Solveig 
Dommartin who’s the Wenders 
stand-in: unfulfilled by 
her live-in relationship 
with a writer, she dances 
around the planet, her 
Anna-Karina-in-Made- 
in-USA wig reminding 
us that mysteries get un- 
raveled only in cinema, 
not in real life. For her 
even the world is not 
enough: she ends up in 
outer space, circling the 
Earth in a Greenspace 
satellite and looking for 
ocean polluters while her 
ex-boyfriend tries to find 
the words to write their 
story. (Is there an autobi- 
ographical element to 
this?) As in Wings of De- 
sire, he’s on the ground, 
she’s in the air. 

When it did arrive, six 
years later, Faraway, So 
Close! gave us not the 
further adventures of 
the now married Damiel 
and Marion but instead 
the parallel experience 
of Cassiel. Damiel has a

pizzeria (the Casa d’An- 
gelo, natch), Marion 
works in a bar called 
Purgatory, and they 
have an adorable little 
girl, but they still barely 
talk, and if Wenders 
doesn’t show them in 
bed together, is that be- 
cause he’s a class act or 
because he doesn’t 
know how to tell that 
story either? Either way, 
married life is, once 
again, not the subject of 
a Wenders film. Instead, 
Cassiel learns that being 
human can be hell as 
well as heaven: after 
“falling” to save a little 
girl who fell off her 
apartment balcony, he’s 
cheated out of his new- 
angel-on-earth armor 
by Time Itself (a dark 
angel named Emit 
Flesti) and gets mixed 
up with a porn-and-ar- 
maments impresario in 












yet another I-can’t-believe- 
there’s-no-resolution Wenders 
plot, with siblings Tony and 
Hanna set up to meet and 
then . . . Cassiel has a new part- 
ner, and a beautiful one, in Nas- 
tassja Kinski’s Raphaela; but even 
angels, in Wenders’s universe, are 
solitary beings — at one point 
Cassiel tells her, “Let us part for 
today.” Once on earth, he tells 
Tony he wants to settle down and 
find a wife; yet the most roman- 
tic/erotic moment in these two 
films (in any Wenders film?) is 
when Cassiel goes into a photo 
booth to get a passport photo and 
Raphaela sits on his lap (unseen 
by Cassiel or the camera). 

In any case, Faraway, So Close! 
isn’t about man and woman. The 
only plot “resolution” Wenders can 
find comes via Hollywood: a Mis- 
sion Impossible team of circus ac- 
robats who heist Tony’s arsenal. 
And the only story this director 
knows how to tell is that of the 
Cross, so Cassiel’s fate is to 
sacrifice himself for Damiel and 
Marion and Tony and Hanna and 
the rest of his new friends. He 
winds up suspended between 
Heaven and Earth, and when he’s 
lowered, the visual allusions to 
Giotto and Botticelli and Rogier 
van der Weyden are so blatant, 
Wenders might as well have written 
“Descent from the Cross” across 
the screen — maybe he wants to 
suggest that every death is a 
crucifixion. For resurrection, sub- 
stitute pieta: we see Raphaela hold- 
ing the apparently re-angeled 
Cassiel like Mary comforting Jesus, 
as if that were the only male-female 
relationship Wenders can imagine. 

The closing shots of Faraway, 
So Close! find the beneficiaries of 
Cassiel’s sacrifice on, yes, the road 
— in this case on a boat. They 
don’t know where they’re going; 
they can’t even be sure they’ve re- 
ally escaped the bad guys. Peter 
Falk (after providing a rare mo- 
ment of humor when he calls 
Cassiel “Caselli”) has left them on 
their own, Hollywood-detective- 
less. As the boat pulls away from 
us, Damiel holds their daughter 
close while Marion, apart, looks 
back from the stern. “We are not 
the message,” Wenders’s angels 
explain in voiceover. “We are the 
messengers. The message is love.” 
Too bad they can’t show as well as 
tell. The last words of Faraway, So 
Close!, from Marion, repeat those 
of Wings of Desire: “Nous sommes 
embarqués.” 

That’s Wim Wenders for you, 
always embarking, or arriving, 
never staying. He wants to tell sto- 
ries, but he can’t face the realities 
of life and, especially, death. When 
he looks for love, he finds sex in- 
stead. He makes movies (includ- 
ing his latest, The Million Dollar 
Hotel) about human angels who 
have no wings and yet persist in 
trying to fly. They’re a mess, but 
he’s a mensch — and what other

German officials recall the ineffectual and often alarmingly 
incompetent attempts to free the hostages (at one point 
we learn that the terrorists actually watched live news cov- 
erage of a group of German snipers moving into position 
at the Olympic Village). There are more shocking revela- 
tions along the way to the sad and bloody conclusion. In 
the end, you come away with a deeper understanding of 
the depth of the psychic wounds and the mistrust on both 
sides.

remake from 1996) is a solid-enough Disney kid flick, with 


_ ts cute puppies, bland romance (Alice Evans and Horatio 
_Hombiower’s loan Gruffudd), hissable villainess (Glenn 


Close, reprising her role as Cruella De Vil), and brutal 
slapstick violence. But what's sure to go over tots’ heads is 
ail the gay subtext. For one thing, there’s Gérard Depar- 
dieu as Jean Pierre Le Pelt, a designer of sexually ripe 
fashions who's clearly modeled after Jean-Paul Gaultier. 
(The scene where director Kevin Lima has Depardieu 
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drinking out of a toilet is surely more humiliating than any- 
thing Bertrand Blier ever put him through.) For another, 
there’s Cruella, played by Close with the diva-amp turned 
up to 11, and bedecked in costumes. by Anthony Powell 
(who also clothed Close as another camp icon, Norma 
Desmond, in the musical Sunset Boulevard) that grow in- 
creasingly baroque throughout the film; she starts out 
looking like a walking sundae and ends up as a walking 
brioche. Finally, there’s the whole subplot about aversion 
therapy, which evokes the procrustean attempts by quack 
psychologists to straighten out gays and lesbians. Here, 
the doctor (named Pavlov, of course) tries to cure animals 
of interspecies aggression and Cruella of her desire to 
turn Dalmatians into fur coats, But his post-hypnotic sug- 
gestions are undone by the ringing of that Freudian Lon- 
don landmark, Big Ben.

THE 6TH DAY 


Imagine the thespian prospect of having two Arnolds on 
the screen at once? “I'll be back.” “No, /i/ be back.” In this 
near-future sci-fi thriller, Schwarzenegger plays a family 
man trying to regain his life after a clone has bumped 
him from his domestic roost. The how and why of 
Arnold’s genetic jam has to do with his day job as an eX- 
treme hele-skiing pilot (his futuristic chopper is one hell 
of an air bounce), a rogue activist, and a case of mistak- 
en DNA. Sitting atop the convoluted goo is an eccentric 
biotech entrepreneur (Tony Goldwyn) and his chief sci- 
entist (Robert Duvail giving the film’s one emotionally 
deep performance), who despite “6th Day” laws that pro- 
hibit the cloning of humans (though lost pets have trig- 
gered a commercial “repetting” boom) regularly resurrect 
CEOs and star quarterbacks from the flesh scrapyard. 
The baddie in this case is not the clone but a relentiess 
trio of corporate hit men (Michael Rooker, Rodney Row- 
land, and the sexy, sleek Sarah Wynter) out to reduce 
the Arnie count to one. In the hands of director Roger 
Spottiswoode ( Tomorrow Never Dies and Under Fire), 
The 6th Day begins piausibly and looks handsome, but it 
quickly reduces to a series of pedantic crash-bang en- 
counters. The real thrills come from the freaky talking 
Franken-dolls (called “simpais”) and the literal play on 
the phrase “Go fuck yourself.” At the Copley Place, the 
Fenway, the Fresh Pond, and the Chestnut Hill and in the 
suburbs.

The ART revisits Antigone

When Oedipus gave up the throne of ancient 
Thebes following a major sex scandal, his two sons, Polynices and 


dential election pales in compari- 


son to the titanic contests of 
Greek tragedy. “The past few 


weeks,” he says, “when I was at 
home preparing my rehearsals, | 
always kept NPR on and listened 
to news of the presidential cam- 
paign. The confrontation of the 
two was strong, violent, and very 
interesting: the real, deeply politi- 
cal, Sophoclean debate versus 
these two politicians whose main 
purpose is to be likable and to be 
funny in order to get votes. No 
interesting issue was raised at all. 
This is where these big Greek 
texts become totally contempo- 
rary. Of course, the issues raised 
by the political debate in Antigone 
could be raised by Gore and Bush 
in terms of today. The fact that 
they don’t do it shows that there 
is not anymore a real political de- 
bate.” 

As many a high-school student 
can tell you, the political debate in 
Antigone is between its epony- 
mous hero, daughter of the 
cursed Oedipus and sister to the 
slain warrior brothers, and 


Creon, Antigone’s uncle and the 
next in line for the Theban 
throne. In the immediate after- 
math of the war, Creon moves to 
right the ship of state and assert 
his leadership; he orders a state 
funeral for Eteocles, who died de- 
fending the city, and decrees that 
the body of the traitor Polynices 
shall be left to rot on the 
battlefield. Antigone, however, 
believes that her duty to blood re- 
lations and to the gods to honor 
the dead with proper ceremony 
trumps Creon’s civil law, even if a 
martyr’s death is the conse- 
quence. In a tragedy, this kind of 
battle of wills guarantees cata- 
strophe, and the audience, along 
with the important on-stage cho- 
rus of Theban citizens, watches 
the inevitable unfold as an anony- 
mous sentry, Antigone’s sister, 
Creon’s son and wife, and the 
blind prophet Tiresias all get 
caught up in the action. 

The ART production features 
Aysan Celik as Antigone and John 
Douglas Thompson as Creon.

Selling Salesman 


It's Miller time for Brian Dennehy 


BY CAROLYN CLAY Brian Dennehy is on the phone from Los An- 
geles, and the big guy who won a 1999 Tony Award for playing Willy 
Loman sounds as if he’d just about worn out his smile and his 


shoeshine. He has agreed to do 
half a dozen interviews in a row 
before heading to the theater, on 
a matinee day, to trudge twice 
through Willy’s epic journey from 
the New England territory to the 
end of the road. “If you’re going 
to screw up a day,” he rumbles, 
“might as well get it all done at 
once.” But get Dennehy talking 
about his bravura turn in this 
50th-anniversary production of 
Death of a Salesman, which 
played 296 sold-out perfor- 
mances on Broadway and comes 
to Boston’s Shubert Theatre this 
week, and he perks right up. 
According to Dennehy, there 
are several reasons why Arthur 
Miller’s Pulitzer-winning 1949 
play about a salesman mired in 
the American Dream still res- 
onates. “There are two main ele- 
ments that are still extremely im- 
portant. One is the family — the 
generational conflicts, the disap- 
pointments, the expectations, the 
sense of people. expecting too 
much or expecting not enough of 
themselves, or disappointing their 
parents or disappointing them- 
selves. And trying to live with 
that. This is something that’s a 
universal theme. It’s one of the 
reasons why the play’s so suc- 
cessful in China, which it is. 
There’s no society, no culture, 
which does not. understand this 


problem. 

“Also there’s the mental-illness 
aspect of it. Willy’s a guy who’s 
slipping away. He’s losing his 
grip, losing his control. He’s los- 
ing his emotional strength, his 
mental strength. He’s losing his 
family. He’s losing his job. He’s 
losing everything. And on some 
level, he knows it. So there’s a 
tragic element there, and that’s 
something that people can re- 
spond to today. 

“As far as the economic aspects 
of the play are concerned, it prob- 
ably doesn’t have the same — to 
use the term generally, I don’t 
mean it politically — Marxist im- 
plications that it had in 1949. But 
in a sense it does, because what 
we have now is people getting to 
be 50 or 55 and getting golden 
parachutes — or lead parachutes 
— but being farmed out, being 
made redundant, as they say in 
England. And who wants to be re- 
dundant at 55 or 60? =‘ There are 
lots of reasons why this play af- 
fects people the way it does. It’s 
like [Van Gogh’s] Sunflowers, it’s 
like Bach’s Concerto in D. It’s a 
great work of art, and a great 
work of art taps people on the 
shoulder and says, ‘Think about 
this. This is you. This is not these 
characters on a stage. This is 
your life, your father, your broth- 
er, your disappointment, your 


sense of failure. It’s you.’ We feel 
it night after night. We hear it 
night after night. And that’s why 
the play is so powerful 50 years 
after it was written.” 

Robert Falls’s production, 
which originated at Chicago’s 
Goodman Theatre and went on to 
win four Tonys, has garnered al- 
most as many superlatives as 
Miller’s play. It has also been 
called “revisionist” — which ran- 
kles Dennehy. “We haven’t 
changed a word,” he insists, “as 
far as the play itself is con- 
cerned.” But, he explains, “[The 
New York Times’| Ben Brantley 
wrote a very intelligent review; he 
started off talking about dark- 
ness. And that’s really what the 
physical production is all about 
— Willy descending, spiraling 
down, into this darkness. When 
he’s thinking about the past, 
when he’s dreaming these dreams 
about the past, some of which are 
accurate and some of which are 
not, the stage is brightly lit, be- 
cause he’s living in that part of his 
mind where he can decide to take 
a spotlight and focus it where he 
wants. When he’s in the present, 
the two or three days the action 
covers, the shadows are begin- 
ning to come in.” 

The burly, 62-year-old Den- 
nehy doesn’t have the star 
wattage of Broadway’s previous 








company for a second season, the 
most challenging part of creating 
Creon is justifying his actions: 
“Why he does what he does and 


why he goes so far. He seems as if 


he’s just a hard-liner. He’s not 
going to give an inch. He’s in- 
credibly stubborn, but there have 
to be reasons and humanity be- 
hind it. We all know stubborn 
people who do things to the point 
where it is detrimental to them 
and they don’t even know it.” 
Celik returns to the ART a little 
more than a year after graduating 
from its Institute for Advanced 
Theatre Training, which Rochaix 
heads.

Willys: Lee J. Cobb, George C. 
Scott, and Dustin Hoffman. (At 
least he didn’t before he aced out 
Kevin Spacey for the Tony.) In 
the business for 40 years and a 
veteran of films ranging from 
Semi-Tough to Cocoon, Dennehy 
considers himself a “working 
stiff” of an actor. “I have been all 
my life, which is one of the rea- 
sons I think I was able to play 
Willy so well — because that’s 
what Willy is. He’s a guy who’s 
done a job all his life. He’s never 
made a lot of money, and he’s 
never been a star. But he’s been a 
pretty effective salesman. And | 
think that I am not dissimilar.

an analytic type of person. I like to 
pull things apart and examine the 
motivations.

Inside and outside politics

presidential election still isn’t settled, and I fear that my 
elderly TV set is going to pull out its own plug. Twelve 


hours a day of Inside Politics, Hardball, and 
Larry King Live is enough to break any appli- 
ance’s will to live. Unfortunately, the hapless 
Sylvania Superset (with Digital Tuning) in 
my living room is owned by a political junkie 
of the worst kind. Every so often, I become 
so disgusted with both politics and broadcast 
journalism that I swear them off completely. 
When I turn on television, I head straight for 
American Movie Classics to see whether its 
decade-long Alfred Hitchcock marathon has 
reached its conclusion (not yet), flip over to 
Nick at Nite to see whether that evening’s 
episode of The Facts of Life is worth decon- 
structing, and end up at that strange channel 
with classical-music videos from The Voice 
of Firestone, an eat-your-spinach TV series 
from the 1950s. But then a really good pollit- 
ical story comes along and I fall off the 
wagon, watching anything with a talking 
head and trying to catch up on all the gossip 
I missed when I was piously ignoring shows 
like The Capital Gang.

As 
Andre Braugher’s character said, “A man 
comes in healthy and we send him out 
dead. We call that a clean kill. It would 
have been better to take him out on the 


The bad news about this fall TV season 
is that there are few worthy new shows; the 
worse news is that the networks have been 
so slow to cancel obvious bombs. So it was 
really appropriate for the presidential elec- 
tion to bleed into Thanksgiving week. At 
the zsthetic level, my favorite news chan- 
nel was MSNBC (with Chris Matthews, 
Lester Holt, and company), and I really 
wish its all-day coverage could become a 
regular series after this story is over. I liked 
the chrome-and-brick set, the handheld 
cameras, and the hosts who walked around 
and mingled with guests as if presiding 
over a loft party that hadn’t reached the 
take-off-your-tie stage. (There had to be 
some alcohol out of camera range.) I even 
liked the retro electoral map, where states 
were slapped on by hand, though a friend 
felt that the shaky camera shots of Florida

were like something out of a low-budget 
porno movie. This was live television at its 
best, and it made the somber, wooden- 
desk-heavy CNN look like Soviet television 
before the youthful exuberance of the Yuri 
Andropov administration. The only trouble 
with the MSNBC election coverage, of 
course, is that it got awfully repetitive. The 
folks tried to spice it up with clips from 
Saturday Night Live, but what they really 
needed was someone like David Letterman 
to explain “Stupid Ballot Tricks.” 

As for the candidates, for the first week, 
at least, the Republicans had a better grasp 
on what makes good television drama. 
They had a strong legal case for declaring 
George W. Bush president and bringing the 
whole mini-series to an end, but it basically 
consisted of saying, “Life isn’t fair.” That 
is, it doesn’t matter what voters intended; 
if they screwed up their ballots, there’s 
nothing that can be done about it. The 
trouble with this argument is that is would 
make Bush seem like a defendant on Law 
& Order trying to get evidence thrown out 
on a technicality. So the Republicans based 
their strategy on The X-Files instead, en- 
couraging our belief in a conspiracy, so 
that any change in the Florida tally would 
seem suspect. The Bush campaign trans- 
formed the manual vote counters into sin- 
ister creatures who could mark a ballot 
simply by waving a hand over it, even in 
front of television cameras and Republican 
witnesses. It was if the “shape shifters” 
from The X-Files had infiltrated Palm 
Beach County. I guess that would mean 
Warren Christopher is really Cigarette 
Smoking Man and those persistent rumors 
about Al Gore being an alien are true. 

The best thing about The X-Files strategy 
is that it has a sense of certainty about it. By 
contrast, the Democrats don’t believe that 
George and Jeb Bush somehow tricked all 
those elderly Jews in Palm Beach into vot- 
ing for Pat Buchanan. So they’re stuck with 
the explanation that the whole Florida mess 
was just an example of irony on a cosmic 
scale. Microsoft didn’t cause it, the oil com- 
panies didn’t engineer it, and even those 
chicks from Touched by an Angel had noth- 
ing to do with it. Florida was a set of coin- 
cidences adding up to brilliant, if far- 
fetched, dark comedy, the type you’d find 
on The Sopranos (one of Al Gore’s favorite 
shows) and other critically praised series 
with relatively small audiences. But most 
people prefer to believe that everything hap- 
pens for a reason, which is the case on just 
about every TV show from The X-Files to 
Walker, Texas Ranger. The Bush people rec- 
ognized this immediately, and they made 
sure that a switch in Florida’s electoral 
votes would be seen not as a final twist of 
fate but as part of Al Gore’s evil plan to 
keep the extraterrestrials in the White 
House. Bush had the spooky music and the 


“To Be Continued ” graphic all cued up 
to run before the last commercial break. 

However the election turns out, there’s 
bound to be more suspicion, if not paranoia, 
among people of all political beliefs. This 
could be a problem for broadcast journalists 
and talk-show hosts who try to appear im- 
partial. Will Larry King or Jim Lehrer be 
branded as partisan because he refers to 
someone’s having “won” the presidential 
election or “carried Florida”? Never mind 
the ozone layer; we’re rapidly running out of 
shared assumptions. Ted Koppel better 
watch his mouth, but entertainment pro- 
grams may face their own dangers. When 
someone is knocked silly on a medical 
drama, a doctor often asks the victim for the 
name of the current president. If the patient 
says a name without adding a disclaimer 
(“The president is X, if you accept the official 
vote in Florida and believe that all the absen- 
tee ballots in Oregon were counted”), will he 
or she be carted off to the psychiatric ward? 

The concept of truth has already taken a 
beating on television. One of the most 
frustrating aspects of the post-election 
coverage was the way talk-show callers and 
people on sidewalks who got asked for 
their opinions were almost always rebuffed 
in their attempts to pry facts out of the 
journalists covering the story. A question 
like “Why are they counting the ballots 
only in certain counties?” or “What hap- 
pens if this drags on until Christmas?” 
would be answered with “Okay, Josh, 
thanks very much for talking to us!” I kept 
waiting for one of these people to say, “No, 
wait! That wasn’t a rhetorical question! | 
really want you to inform me.” (The sec- 
ond most frustrating aspect of the post- 
election coverage was the continual misuse 
of the word “majority,” which is supposed 
to mean more than 50 percent. We have a 
perfectly nice other word, “plurality,” to 
indicate when someone wins an election 
with, say, 48 percent. I hit the ceiling every 
time someone made this error.) 

Alas, broadcast journalists seem to feel 
that objectivity prevents them from point- 
ing out that a politician is incorrect when 
he says the sun rises in the west. (True ob- 
jectivity is impossible, anyway. Giving 
equal weight to both sides of an argument 
displays a bias in favor of the side that is 
wrong.) As for challenging viewers, forget 
it. The future of American television may 
be C-SPAN, which sets up different phone 
lines for Democrats, Republicans, and in- 
dependents on its call-in programs. This 
system has the effect of giving equal time 
to crackpot ideas from all parts of the po- 
litical spectrum. They hang in the air, 
mostly unchallenged, and convert other 
viewers, one by one, into total cynics and 
conspiracy buffs. Any day now, one of 
these call-in shows is going to cause me to 
swear Off politics again. Get ready, Ed, I’m 
coming home. 88 
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Vidal's Golden Age 


BY CLEA SIMON Especially in this time of election hoopla, scandal, 
and debate, the temptation to read Gore Vidal’s latest, The Golden Age, 


as history is nearly irresistible. After all, Vidal — whose name reveals his 


relationship to the lame-duck vice- 


president’s long-political family — 
has been a witness to decades of 


powerful players. And despite the 
label on the cover describing this 
sprawling 467-page epic as a novel, 
the intimacy with which it portrays 
the political greats hints at insider 
accuracy. If history does repeat it- 
self, after all, why not believe that 
Franklin D. Roosevelt set up Japan 
in order to enter the conflict that be- 
comes World War II and win him- 
self yet another term? Why not ac- 
cept Vidal’s judgment that Harry S. 
Truman was rather dim and easily 
manipulated into creating an un- 
necessary Cold War? Because Vidal 
builds his case on facts and rumors 
of the day and lards this fat book 
with historical figures (ranging from 
Virgil Thomson and Gertrude Stein 
to himself as a young author), the 
desire to accept his view as the ulti- 
mate one is undeniable. Le plus ¢a 
change and all that. 

But despite the hints and teases 
— who could that womanizing, 
charismatic young politician Clay 


Overbury be? — this is a novel. 
And coming after Vidal’s six 


other masterful American Empire 


books, it is a disappointment. 
Perhaps Vidal, this time out, 
was simply too close. Details can 
make a fictional world seem real, 
but editing makes it work. Cover- 
ing the most recent (and perhaps 
culminating) period of the afore- 
mentioned empire, 1939 to 1954, 
means that the author must re- 
port on events he lived through, 
and he seems unable to let any of 
it go. It’s reported that the com- 
poser and critic Virgil Thomson 
frequently did address people as 
“baby,” but must he do so in 
every quote? Perhaps Wendell 
Wilkie was a potential dema- 
gogue: do we need quite so many 
demonstrations of his crowd ap- 
peal? The machinations to nomi- 
nate FDR, for example, would 
have been the stuff of great fun in 
any of the earlier books, depicted 
with style in a few simple exam- 
ples. Here they drag on and on, 
with Vidal’s customary sketches 


,of maneuvers and trades becom- 


ing bogged down in the endless 
hatchwork of day-to-day tedium. 
Count in that Vidal covered much 
of this same history — with these 
same characters — in Washing- 
ton, D.C. and this book begins to 
seem a repository for those last 
bits of beloved trivia. 

Perhaps the problem lies in the 
book’s chosen voice. As he does in 
the other volumes, Burr and 1876, 
for example, Vidal makes an ob- 
server his protagonist. Not the sort 
of historical novelist to assume ex- 
actly what is going on in the minds 
of leaders and historical figures, he 
has his fictional journalist/protago- 
nist Peter Sanford instead serendip- 
itously win personal audiences or 
access to documents that do the job 
for him. Granted, Sanford — a de- 
scendant of a fine old family of 


fictional characters who have‘ 


served well elsewhere in this series 
— does seem to run naturally in 
these circles. But the critic and as- 
piring author, who shares narrative 
duties with his aunt Caroline 


(whom readers will remember from 
Hollywood), is just too passive to 
make much of an impression. In 
Burr, after all, young Charles 
Schermerhorn Schylur was at least 
a bit sly, spying on his employer for 
his own literary pursuits. 

Or perhaps the problem is sim- 
ply in the concept of a culminat- 
ing book. With no hope of a se- 
quel, or even a companion work 


on the same history from another , 


viewpoint, Vidal seems deter- 
mined to present all of his theo- 
ries, all of his politics, at once. 
The result is speeches that sound 
as if they'd come direct from the 
author, the characters mouthing 
them like puppets or golems, 
temporarily deprived of their own 
natures. This happens when Sen- 
ator Burden Day suddenly starts 
spouting a defense of Social Se- 
curity, saying: “Big business 
never wants to pay any tax of any 
kind or be regulated for any rea- 
son or allow a penny of their 
profits to go to anyone at all, even 
if they’re starving. That’s a pretty 
clear rule for both sides.” Or 
when the journalist and possible 
spy Billy Thorpe launches into an 
even more longwinded descrip- 
tion of the formation of the mili- 
tary-industrial complex, excusing 
Vidal’s words with the apology, 
“Peter, you have made me poet- 
c.” The speeches are simply too 
big for the characters to carry. 
But there is still enjoyment to 
be had in The Golden Age. Al- 
though it lacks the irresistible 
flow of its predecessors, Vidal’s 
new tome presents enough sly wit 
and well-turned phrases to 
amuse, particularly when taken in 
small chunks. Juxtaposing a con-

wayward elephant promoting the 
nomination of Robert Alphonso 
Taft, for example, the author 
finds humor in understatement, 
the visual images popped into the 
dialogue with perfect comic tim- 
ing. Also throughout, the young 
Overbury’s rise allows ample op- 
portunities for nasty cuts at the 
media and Hollywood. Vidal may 
have failed as a storyteller, if not 
as a historian, but he is still a 
marvelous houseguest, tart and 
fresh enough to raise an eyebrow 
and often a smile. . ff 
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DAVID BOWIE 
CH...CH... 
CHANGES 


It takes a while before the real fun 
starts on Bowie at the Beeb: The 
Best of the BBC Sessions ’68-'72, a 
two-CD collection of 37 tracks 
Bowie and various back-up bands 
recorded live for the BBC at 10 
different sessions between 1968 
and 1972. (A third CD, or “Extra 
Disc,” featuring a semi-greatest- 
hits live show Bowie and his cur- 
rent band performed for an invita- 
tion-only audience at the BBC 
Theatre this past June 27, is in- 
cluded, but it’s of marginal value.) 
Indeed, not everything here is top 
notch, from the song selection to 
the band performances and 
recording fidelity. There’s a reason 
why the Mersey Beaten “London 
by Ta Ta” has yet ( be included on 
any Bowie best-of collections, and 
why few people scream out for 
“Karma Man” at Bowie shows. 
But uniformity and consistency 
aren't qualities one necessarily 
prizes in a historical document like 
Bowie at the Beeb. It’s the bits of 
roughness around the edges of 
classics like “Ziggy Stardust” and 
“Space Oddity” (the polished stu- 
dio versions of which have largely 
been internalized even by casual Bowie 
fans) and the formative deep cuts — 
like, oh, 1968's “Silly Boy Blue,” with 
its vaguely Eastern-tinged melody 
threatening to eclipse the kind of polite- 
ly folkish arrangement that was Bowie’s 
style at the time — that make a collec- 
tion like this so special. 

To refer to the years 1968 through 

1972 as “formative” ones for Bowie 
would be like calling the Bush/Gore tus- 
sle kinda close. In ’68 the former David 
Jones was just another good-looking 
pop singer whose record company 
(London) was hoping to see him ride 
the frayed coattails of the fading British 
Invasion to the top of the pops. But for 
the most part, while Bowie pursued his 
varied artistic interests (spending time 
at a Buddhist retreat in Scotland, acting 
in short films and TV ads, apprenticing 
with Lindsay Kemp’s mime troupe), his 
pop career faltered. (When BBC host 
Dave Lee Travis refers to “Space Oddi- 
ty” as “undoubtably your biggest suc- 
cess to date,” Bowie responds, “My only 
success to date,” before pointing out 
that he won’t be performing it live be- 
cause he’d need “about five orchestras 
to get the right sound” — on disc two, 
however, he does perform quite a nice 
version of it with the Spiders from 
Mars.) Yet ’68 was also the year that 
Mark Bolan introduced the glam-rock- 
er-to-be to T. Rex producer Tony Vis- 
conti, and it’s the Tony Visconti Orches- 
tra (with Visconti on bass) who back 
Bowie on the Beeb’s earliest tracks. 

By February of 1970, drummer John 
Cambridge had introduced Bowie to 
the. lead-guitarist who would help 
define the groundbreaking Ziggy Star- 
dust sound, Mick Ronson. Calling 
themselves the Tony Visconti Trio (and, 
later, the Hype), they become the back- 
ing band on the John Peel show record- 
ings of “Unwashed and Somewhat 
Slightly Dazed” and “Memory of a Free 
Festival.” (As Bowie as much as admits 
to Peel before “The Width of a Circle,” 
he’d met Ronson only several days ear- 
lier.) And though you can hear a more 
free-form Bowie emerging in the 1971 
recording of “It Ain’t Easy” that ends 
disc one, it isn’t until the full Spiders 
from Mars join him, in January of 
1972, on disc two that Bowie and Ron- 
son come into their own and the real 
space odyssey begins. The countdown 
to blastoff takes place in the form of 
two mostly acoustic laid-back tunes 
(“The Supermen” and “Eight Line 
Poem”) featuring just Bowie and Ron- 
son, but when the band rip into “Hang 
onto Yourself,” there’s no turning back. 
It’s the sound of history being made, of 
a new rock-and-roll era being born. 
And though it would be just the first of

Bowie’s many transformations, it was 
the one that rang the truest and the 
loudest in terms of reaffirming rock 
and roll’s transformative powers. 
Bowie goes on to tackle a number 
of golden oldies on the “extra” disc 


— “Ashes to Ashes” and “Let’s. 


Dance,” to name two. But he’s wise 
enough to leave the Ziggy material 
alone. Even he knows that though it 
might be possible to play some of the 
songs better, there’s no way to match 
the special feel of those performances.

Then 
last weekend Ben Zander and the 
Boston gave us the G-major (No. 17, 
K.453) on a bill with Bruckner’s E- 
major Seventh Symphony; and no, Ben 
didn’t solo (I’m sure he could if want- 
ed to) — instead we got the young In- 
donesian pianist Esther Budiardjo. 
Whatever, you won’t hear any com- 
plaints from this corner. Mozart’s 
later piano concertos are like mini-op- 
eras, their three movements suggest- 
ing an overture, an aria, and a finale. 
The G-major, which he wrote for his 
pupil Babette von Ployer, starts off 
with an ebullient march that keeps 
veering into minor keys. The Andante 
is built on a questioning five-bar 
phrase (drawn from the second sub- 
ject of the Allegro) that’s repeated 
throughout but prompts meditation 
rather than response; only after the 
cadenza does the piano find a com- 
forting four-bar reply. The opera 
buffa Allegretto finale is a set of varia- 
tions whose theme is variously report- 

























ed to have been suggested or 
mimicked by Mozart’s pet star- 
ling; you can practically hear Pa- 
pageno and Papagena cooing to 
each other before they join in the 
jubilant presto conclusion. 

The Boston Philharmonic does- 
n’t program a lot of Mozart, and, 
particularly in the Allegro, I didn’t 
always detect the stylistic panache 
and sly wit that, say, Thomas 
Beecham brought to this music, 
though the winds caught the pre- 
echo of the Chopin concertos in 
the development of the Allegro 
and reflected the great K.361 wind 
serenade in the Andante. Esther 
Budiardjo, meanwhile, had weight 
in her passagework and point 
throughout. She was, like the or- 
chestra, a little withdrawn in the 
Allegro but made up for it in the 
cadenza. Her phrasing in those 
haunting questions of the Andante 
was exquisite, and her superb ar- 
ticulation in the Allegretto gave it 
more meaning than mere py- 
rotechnics. If my heart still goes 
out to the Concours Clara Haskil 
live recording by Delphine Bardin 
(Claves), it’s only because she ele- 
vates her reading with a youthful 
Schumann-like directness and ex- 
uberance. But it’s not too soon to 
sign up Budiardjo for another 
Mozart concerto — maybe the 
K.467 C-major? 

Mozart and Bruckner might not 
seem an obvious pairing, but they’re 
both Austrian, the concerto and the 
symphony were both written in ’84 (the 
symphony a century later, of course), 
and both pieces reveal dark currents 
beneath a tranquil surface. The Allegro 
moderato that opens Bruckner’s Sev- 
enth is a sober, noble affair whose first 
two main themes don’t create much 
conflict (the third is a typically implaca- 
ble Spirit-of-Christmas-Yet-To-Come 
type); the real tension is between the 
tonic and the dominant, with E major 
not fully emerging until the coda. The 
Adagio, modeled after the slow move- 
ment of Beethoven’s Ninth, contrasts a 
funereal theme in four with a wistful 
breakout in three; Bruckner recast it, 
adding Wagner tubas, after hearing of 
Wagner’s death in February of 1883, 
and there’s some doubt as to whether 
he really wanted the cymbal crash and 
triangle at bar 177 (Zander included 
them in this performance). After the 
usual quick, obsessive Scherzo, we get 
a compact Finale that owes more to 
Mozart than to Beethoven, a celebra- 
tion rather than a resolution that con- 
cludes with the Allegro moderato’s 
opening theme returning to join its 
quicker cousin. 

Zander made a point of observing 
Bruckner’s tempo markings — which 
meant that the trio of the Scherzo, at 
just 42 dotted half-notes per minute, 
was slower than I remember ever hear- 
ing it, and pastoral-lovely. | wish the 
Allegro moderato could have had that 
same spaciousness, and in the the F- 
sharp second subject of the Adagio, 
Zander didn’t bring tears to my eyes 
the way Eugen Jochum and even 
Daniel Barenboim (both with the 
“other” BPO, the Berlin Philharmon- 
ic), at slower tempos, do. It hard to 
fault a conductor who takes 20 min- 
utes — hardly fast — for the Allegro 
moderato and hits the score’s tempo 
marking for that Adagio second theme 
(quarter-note = 92) on the nose, but I 
still wanted more. There were lots of 
plusses, however: the way the Allegro 
moderato’s second theme builds to 
hysteria, and the movement’s slow, 
powerful climax; the clarity of the vio- 
lin figures in the pre-coda main section 
of the Adagio; the nightmarish neuro- 
sis of the Scherzo; the way the Finale 
became a big experience rather than 
just an afterthought; the heroic playing 
of the brass throughout. Maybe Zan- 
der and the Seventh isn’t a match 
made in Heaven (how about the more 
rhythmically kinetic B-flat Fifth or A- 
major Sixth next time?), but this per- 
formance was hardly earthbound.

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Chris Strachwitz celebrates 40 years of being all folked up 
BY TED DROZDOWSKI Lightnin’ Hopkins didn’t care that Chris 


Strachwitz had ridden all the way from San Francisco to Houston to 
record him playing in a beer joint. His price was $100 a song, and if 
Strachwitz couldn’t pony up, he could keep his tape machine in his 


luggage. 


Hopkins and his manager, Mack McCormick, nearly came to blows. 


But Lightnin’ held firmer than a tree 
frog. 

Eventually Strachwitz would get 
to record Hopkins when the blues 
legend came out to play in the Bay 
Area. But defeated in the Southern 
heat, he began searching the Texas 
backroads for other guitar pickers. 
Around Navasota he found Mance 
Lipscomb, and though this share- 
cropper’s gentle style contrasted 
sharply with Hopkins’s hard attack 
and often pointed commentary, 
Strachwitz was taken with the slow- 
talking Lipscomb’s repertoire of 
blues, ballads, dance tunes, spiritu- 
als, children’s numbers, work songs, 
and stories. 

So Lipscomb became the first 
artist to record for the label Strach- 
witz began with some of his 
teacher’s salary of $7000 a yéar. 
And his debut album, Mance Lip- 
scomb: Texas Sharecropper and 
Songster, became the first on 
Arhoolie Records. Its black-and- 
white cover was glued onto its card- 
board sleeves by Strachwitz and his 
friend Wayne Pope, the art director 
who designed Arhoolie’s distinctive 
guitar-shaped logo. 

November 3, 1960, was the night 
Strachwitz and Pope sat at Strach- 
witz’s kitchen table over a gluepot. 
Forty years later, Arhoolie is. still 
very much Strachwitz’s hands-on 
operation. And though everything 
Arhoolie releases fits within the 
broad embrace of folk music, its cat- 
alogue now has hundreds of titles 
sprawling across blues, country, zy- 
deco, Cajun, Tejano, New Orleans 
brass band, gospel, Hawaiian, 
African drum groups, and other 
subgenres. Each album reflects the 
ever-curious Strachwitz’s personal 
taste and esthetics. The recordings 
are simple and direct, often made at 
dances or in churches or at picnics 
or on back porches rather than in 
studios — live, raw, and immediate 
as they happened. Among the par- 
ticipants: bluesmen Fred McDowell, 
Booker White, and John Littlejohn; 
country musicians the Hackberry 
Ramblers and Bill Neely; zydeco 
king Clifton Chenier and his son 
C.J.; Cajun trio Dewey Balfa, Marc 
Savoy, and D.L. Menard; Jewish 
folk musicians the Klezmorim; Re- 
Birth Brass Band; Flaco Jiménez and 
Lydia Mendoza from the Texas bor- 
der; Afghani ¢ute master Aziz Her- 
awi; and sacred steel-guitarists 
Aubrey Ghent and the Campbell 
Brothers. 

“Things go wrong in studios. 
They're so much more sterile than 
beer joints and dance halls,” ex- 
plains Strachwitz. “And some of 
these guys have never been in a stu- 
dio before. Take them into a studio 
for the first time and some of them 
get scared shitless. Why would | 
want to do that to somebody?” 

All of Arhoolie’s music — includ- 
ing reissues of rare old blues and 
jazz 78s — defines a 40-year history 
for the label and is a testament to the 
passion that has driven Strachwitz. 
So it’s natural that both are celebrat- 
ed in the excellent new five-CD box

“I think all of this music has in 
common some country roots,” Stra- 
chwitz offers by phone from his 
cluttered office in El Cerrito, Cali- 
fornia. “There’s a rural base to all of 
it, whether it’s Austrian folk music 
or Big Mama Thornton — or at 
least what I imagine to be a rural 
base, even if it is city music. It’s al- 
ways music from the low-rent area 
of cities, where the poor country 
people move into, or where there’s a 
weird mixture of cultures. I was 
turned on to all kinds of stuff like 
this right from the beginning.” 

The “beginning” the 69-year-old 
Strachwitz refers to is his arrival in 
America. Chris grew up in a part of 
Germany that was annexed by 
Poland after World War II. The 
Strachwitz family fled their home as 
the Russian army advanced, moving 
until they made a final exodus to 
Reno, Nevada, in 1947. 

Chris had already been fond of 
American music. His mother had 
brought some 78s home from a late- 
1930s trip to the US. Chris spun Al 
Jolson’s “Sonny Boy” and others on 
the family’s hand-cranked Victrola 
until they wore out. Then, after the 
war erupted, he heard Tommy 
Dorsey and Lionel Hampton on 
Armed Forces Radio. 

But in Reno — as a skinny, inse- 
cure foreign kid with few friends — 
he found a real refuge in music. First 
it was hillbilly radio, full of T. Texas 
Tyler, the Maddox Brothers and 
Rose, Bob Wills and His Texas Play- 
boys. Then, while attending private 
school near Santa Barbara, he and a 
friend caught the movie New Or- 
leans. 

“Man, I had heard some New Or- 
leans jazz, but when I saw Louis 
Armstrong and Kid Ory in this 
movie I was hooked,” he recounts. 
“I was also picking up the border 
radio — hearing Mexican music, 
ranchero music. I loved it. And I had 
an English teacher who had a great 
record collection of Louis Arm- 
strong, Jelly Roll Morton. I couldn’t 
get enough of all that. 

“Everything hit me pretty strong, 
but I concentrated on the New Or- 
leans stuff. Then I heard the blues. 
When I heard Lightnin’ Hopkins, he 
floored me. | felt like I had never 
heard music this honest and plain 
and genuine. He became my favorite 
blues singer of all time.” 

Since then Strachwitz’s musical 
interests have continued to broaden. 


The box set contains artists from 
nearly every genre of American folk 
music plus music from Austria and 
other nations, recorded mostly in 
their adopted US cities and occa- 
sionally abroad. In the lavish book 
that accompanies the five CDs — 
107 cuts in all — Strachwitz ex- 
plains how he found nearly all of 
them, from Creole fiddler Canray 
Fontenot to Florida Pentecostal 
steel-guitar players Aubrey Ghent 
and the Campbells. There’s also a 
history of the label and a running 
commentary on Strachwitz’s musi- 
cal philosophy and Arhoolie’s other 
interests, like its publishing opera- 
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ceived a postcard from Sam Char- 
ters, the blues historian, whom he 
had met while attending the Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley. Char- 
ters wrote to inform Strachwitz that 
he’d found his blues hero Hopkins 
in Houston. Deciding that he need- 
ed to hear and possibly record Hop- 
kins in person, Strachwitz bought a 
tape recorder and drove his sister’s 
car to Albuquerque, then took a bus 
from there. 

Lipscomb had Hopkins’s im- 
mutable resolve to thank for the 
good fortune that came in the last 
17 years of his life. After Strachwitz 
began putting out his records, Lip- 
scomb was able to make a living 
playing rather than busting his ass in 
the hot sun. And Strachwitz recalls 
that the first time he put $50 into the 
hands of Mance and his wife Elnora, 
they nearly burst into tears, having 
never had that much money paid to 
them at one time before. 

Strachwitz himself has never 
made much money from Arhoolie. 
And there have been many years 
when the label has just scraped by 








Records], who made the commit- 
ments to book and manage their 
artists, really push to make them 
money. There are very few rewards 
in it; it is really a tough business. 
“From a larger perspective, it is 
tragic that the lives of rural people 
haven’t really improved one iota 
from the days | first started traveling 
to places like the Louisiana back- 
roads and Clarksdale, Mississippi, to 
record people. Then on top of that, 
we have stolen their tradition in a 
way. | mean, Fred would constantly 
be playing picnics, parties, balls. 
Now it seems all they are doing is sit- 
ting in front of the stupid TV, being 
invaded by garbage from the outside. 
“That is one of the reasons I keep 
doing this. I wish that people would 
become proud of their heritage 
again, and I think records like 
Arhoolie’s make them proud.” 
Apparently others do too. This 
year Strachwitz received an NEA 
National Heritage Fellowship award 
for his outstanding contribution as a 
keeper of tradition. “Even though I 
can’t sing, I can’t dance, I was very

tion and the cultural preservation ef- 
forts of the charitable Arhoolie 
Foundation, which Strachwitz es- 
tablished in 1995. There’s even an 
explanation of how the label got its 
name: it was taken from a call that 
Southern fieldhands exchanged. 

The extensive liner notes, though 
often in Strachwitz’s voice, were 
written by Cambridge-based music 
journalist Elijah Wald (a sometime 
Phoenix contributor whose own 
book on bluesman Josh White was 
published last week). Wald also 
helped choose tracks for the box, es- 
tablishing a framework for himself 
and Strachwitz to work within by 
influencing Strachwitz to choose 
only cuts that he personally recorded 
or helped produce. 

“That made things manageable, if 
not entirely representative of 
Arhoolie,” says Strachwitz. “Other- 
wise I’d probably still be sitting here 
trying to pick songs.” 

When Strachwitz began record- 
ing artists, in 1959, he had already 
been in the Army and was teaching 
in Los Gatos, a town in what’s now 
the Silicon Valley. One day he re- 





— authentic folk music has never 
burned up the charts. On the plus 
side, when pop stars have covered 
tunes like Fred McDowell’s “You 
Got To Move” (the Rolling Stones) 
and K.C. Douglas’s “Mercury 
Blues” (Steve Miller), or when 
Country Joe McDonald’s manager 
asked Strachwitz to be the publisher 
of “Fixin’ To Die Rag,” which be- 
came the anthem of Woodstock in 
1969, significant windfalls have re- 
sulted. It’s those windfalls that have 
allowed Strachwitz to keep the en- 
tire Arhoolie catalogue in print and a 
roof over his label. Plus deliver 
significant songwriting royalties to 
artists and their inheritors. 

“When I gave Fred McDowell the 
check for $7000 from the Rolling 
Stones, he had never seen that much 
money in his life,” Strachwitz says. 
“I always tried to make sure the 
artists enjoyed themselves and 
maybe made a little money. That’s 
very important. [ admire people like 
Dick Waterman [who managed 
many famed blues figures during the 
60s and ’70s) and Bruce Iglauer 
{founder of blues label Alligator 





proud to accept it. Some people are 
needed to promote these true ver- 
nacular traditions — to give pride 
not only to the musicians who do it 
but to maybe inspire some young- 
sters to take some lessons. People 
need to keep their music and history 
alive, to keep performing and learn- 
ing.

Teaching is indeed what Strach- 
witz has done. It’s ironic, then, that 
he lost his classroom job in Los 
Gatos a few years after starting 
Arhoolie. “I haven’t been con- 
sciously aware of continuing to 
teach through Arhoolie, but I guess 
I have always had this sort of mis- 
sionary zeal,” he allows. “I find 
teaching about this music an impor- 
tant thing, because I find it a real 
tragedy that people are so undered- 
ucated in this country about their 
culture. | mean, there are zillions of 
black kids in this country who don’t 
even know there was anything be- 
fore hip-hop and apparently could- 
n't care less either. And white kids 
who don’t know anything before 
modern rock. I think that’s a real

Protest folk gets boxed 
BY FRANKLIN BRUNO Collect enough 


of yesterday’s newspapers and you've got a 
history book. Collect enough of yesterday’s 


protest songs and you've 
got The Best of Broadside 
1962-1988 (Smithsonian 
Folkways), a five-CD set 
that chronicles an era in 
American music and so- 
cial change by way of 
recordings of 90 songs 
first published in the 
pages of the folk magazine 
Broadside. At 158 pages, 
the notes by producer and 
compiler Jeff Place form a 
history book in their own 
right: thorough commen- 
tary on every writer and 
performer is included, as 
well as on the events they 
wrote about. The record- 
ings are drawn largely, 
though not exclusively, 
from the dozen Broadside 
Ballads albums released 
by Folkways during the 
magazine’s existence, as 
well as from the unre- 
leased tapes editors Gor- 
don Friesen and Sis Cun- 
ningham used to tran- 
scribe new compositions. 
There are great perfor- 


mances here, as well as “BLIND BOY GRUNT”: even when he’s not at 
hollow ones, but with singing, Dylan is ever present in the Broadside 


every word to every lyric box. 


in the accompanying text, 
the box’s focus, like 
Broadside’s, is on the songs 
themselves. 

America’s folk-music re- 
vival was already in full swing 
in 1962, when Friesen (a 
journalist blacklisted for his 
“fellow traveler” tendencies) 
and Cunningham (a music 
teacher and songwriter) 
began publishing their 
mimeographed newsletter out 
of an Upper West Side hous- 
ing project. But “revival” was 
the watchword: the folk 
movement was largely con- 
cerned with reclaiming and 
refurbishing the collectively 
composed ballads, shadowy in 
origin, that had filtered from 
the British Isles to the South 
and the Appalachians over the 
preceding centuries. When 
friend and folk proselytizer 
Pete Seeger lamented the lack 
of outlets for new songs, es- 
pecially topical ones, Friesen 
and Cunningham ran with the 
idea. 

The performers Broadside 
championed wrote and sang 
freshly minted material (often 
drawing from traditional 
melodies) that was driven by 
contemporary concerns: in 
the early days, civil rights, nu- 
clear disarmament, and the 
labor movement; later on, 
Vietnam and women’s rights. 
The “traditional” and “topi- 
cal” camps shared some cen- 
tral principles: 1) Thy 
Melodies Shall Be Singable By 
The Common Man, and 2) 
Thou Shalt Play Them Upon 
The Acoustic Guitar. (There 
are exceptions: Nina Simone’s 
bitter cabaret tune “Mississip- 
pi Goddam” and the Fugs’ ab- 
surd rocker “Kill for Peace” 
leap from the steel-string mo- 
notony like copies of Hustler 








in a Christian Science reading 
room.) 

A few of the famous names 
connected with the magazine 
dominate the set. Pete Seeger 
is the most frequently heard 
voice with nine songs — sev- 
eral of his own, plus a hushed 
reading of Dylan’s “It’s a 
Hard Rain’s Gonna Fall” and 
a bizarre recasting of the 
Brecht/Weill “Mack the 
Knife” with lyrics about stron- 
tium 90. Seeger is the voice of 
the optimistic, humanist side 
of protest music, full of the 
calm, slightly preachy maturi- 
ty one rarely hears today out- 
side of children’s records. His 
finest moment here is the 
anti—Lyndon Johnson “Waist 
Deep in the Big Muddy” 
(“ ...and the big fool said to 
push on”), a rapier-sharp in- 
dictment of American escala- 
tion in Vietnam, and funny to 
boot. It’s also one of the few 
songs in this box that one can 
imagine might actually change 
a listener’s mind. Phil Ochs, 
possibly the most politically 
nuanced (and, later, pes- 
simistic) writer of the time, is 
also well represented: the first 
song on the first disc is his 
“Links on the Chain,” which 
criticizes labor leaders for 
their failure to support the 
civil-rights movement. 
There’s also the previously 
unheard “Freedom Riders,” 
which is more revealing for 
Ochs’s attempt to throw some 
fancy chords into the music 
than for its support of deseg- 
regation. 

And, of course, there’s Bob 
Dylan. Broadside published 
many of his early, politically 
specific songs (“With God on 
Our Side”) in the days when 


he was better known as a 
young Greenwich Villager 
with a serious Woody Guthrie 
obsession than as a performer 
of his own material. Besides 
Seeger’s “Rain,” this set in- 
cludes the first 
recording of 
“Blowin’ in the 
Wind” (by the inter- 
racial New World 
Singers), which pre- 
dates both Dylan’s 
own and Peter, Paul 
& Mary’s. The sole 
Dylan performance 
here is of his lesser- 
known anti-war song 
“John Brown,” which 
he recorded in 1963 
(under his nom de 
record company 
Blind Boy Grunt) for 
the magazine’s first 
Folkways album, and 
which he revived on, 
of all things, his 
1995 MTV Un- 
plugged session. The 
irony of the song’s 
presence on this set 
is that, for many 
people, the protest 
movement is remem- 
bered mainly as what 
Dylan left behind 
when he plugged in 
Newport. But 
Dylan seems present 
here even when he’s 
not singing. Editor 
Sis Cunningham 
herself sings “But If I Ask 
Them,” a 1972 slam at 
dressed-up pretenders and be- 
trayers of the faith. 
Cunningham’s latter-day 
bitterness was in_ part 
justified; despite its social and 
musical influence, she and 
Friesen never made much 
money off Broadside. Worse, 
she had to watch folk music 
cede both popularity and pro- 
gressivism to 
rock, which 
had been the 
mass-cultural 
enemy not so 
long before. 
You can hear 
the spark go 
out of the 
magazine (and 
the box) in the 
70s as it turns 
to weak Dylan 
imitators 
(Sammy Walker) and slickly 
arranged compromises with 
pop (Arlo Guthrie’s “Victor 
Jara”). There’s more than a 
little self-righteousness and 
posturing spread throughout 
these five hours of music, but 
for every smug “Little Boxes,” 
there’s a brilliant one-shot (“A 
Very Close Friend of Mine,” 
by Richard Black, who 
promptly disappeared after 
publishing this one song), a 
nearly forgotten figure worth 
rediscovering (Native Ameri- 
can consciousness raiser Pete 
Le Farge), or a latter-day gem 
(“Gonna Be an Engineer” by 
Peggy Seeger, Pete's daugh- 
ter). Yet a great deal of the 
music on The Best of Broad- 
side is less significant for what 
it is than for what it changed 
and where it led. And that’s 
no faint praise. m

Sun Ra's universe 
BY DAVE MARSH For four decades, Sun Ra 


was either one of the most advanced musicians 
on the planet or a fraud. Amiri Baraka refers to 








Ra’s “actually scientific philosophical musings on the Universe,” but when 
I used to see Ra and his Arkestra playing with rock bands in Detroit, he al- 
ways seemed to be a master of science fiction and theatrical hokum. I don’t 
mean that as anything but praise. No avant-gardists in history were as 
much fun as Sun Ra’s vast group, a platoon of vividly costumed dancers, 
singers, and musicians. When they snaked through the audience, you be- 
came part of them. Sun Ra violated all canons of artistic propriety, or 
rather, he ignored them as being beneath him — which they are to anyone 
trying to do something worthwhile. 

Sun Ra lived in obscurity but was always surrounded by immensely tal- 
ented musicians, most of whom played only with him, though the saxo- 
phonists Pat Patrick, John Gilmore, and Marshall Allen and 
singer June Tyson. were talented enough to be stars any- 
where in jazz. Ra himself was a master organist and pianist 
as well as a great composer. Indeed, he sounds like nothing 
so much as a master disciple of Duke Ellington for much of 
Greatest Hits: Easy Listening for Intergalactic Travel, an 18- 
track sampler produced by Evidence Records from the 71 
albums Ra made for Saturn Records. “Medicine for a Night- 
mare,” his version of Monk’s “ Round Midnight,” and even 
“When Angels Speak of Love” are almost conventionally 
beautiful. Even “The Perfect Man” is not so far outside that 
you couldn’t take it for straight-up P-Funk. But then you get 
to “Rocket Number Nine Take Off for the Planet Venus” and 
“We Travel the Spaceways,” and you begin to see what 
Baraka meant. Or what Ra did when he claimed to be from outside this 
solar system. 

Although you can prove that Ra’s body appeared as Herman “Sonny” 
Blount in Alabama in 1915, that doesn’t explain a damned thing about how 
he was able to make such abstract and aggressive noises cohere so power- 
fully. If you need an explanation, John Szwed’s biography, Spage Is the 
Place (Pantheon), offers an excellent one. But I prefer to listen and marvel. 
Evidence has released close to 50 of Ra’s Saturn albums on CD, and there 
are more scattered across the catalogues of labels like Delmark, A&M, DIW, 
and Ra disciple John Sinclair’s Alive/Total Energy, way more than you could 
get when Ra was alive. 

The other day I ran across a recording of Baraka’s A Black Mass (Son 
Boy Records, Box 50152, Washington, DC 20091), with Ra and his 
Arkestra, a 1965 play based on the Brother Jacoub mythology of the Nation 
of Islam. Baraka makes it a story about the tension between the idea that 
“time is an animal thing” and the idea that “time is a human thing.” Skronk- 
ing away in the background, Ra and his band pull all the threads together — 
or, rather, show how they all fall apart. “It is a fool’s game to invent what 
does not need to be invented,” proclaim Baraka’s unmad scientists, trying to 
talk Jacoub out of creating the white devil. “Let us be fools then, for creation 
is its own end,” Jacoub declares. If I listen to the rest of my life, I’ll be able 
to figure out-which side Ra was on. &

Danzig’s Samhain years 


BY CARLY CARIOLI Samhain — the Irish precursor 


of our Halloween, a night when the boundary between 


this world and all others dissolves — provided both the 


inspiration and the name for Glenn 
Danzig’s least-famous and least-rewarding 
band. It’s hard to argue that Samhain were 
more than a way station on the road from 
the hardscrabble goth punk of Danzig’s 
Misfits to the slicker heavy metal of the solo 
Danzig. Yet over the years it has become 
clear that they’re Danzig’s favorite version 
of himself. He’s often talked about his at- 
tempts to undo Rick Rubin’s civilizing 
influence on Danzig recordings in terms of 
making them sound “more like Samhain.” 
You can see why on the video footage that’s 
included in the new Box Set (Evilive/E- 
magine) that offers the four albums Danzig

released under the Samhain name plus a 
disc of live performances and the video. 
Danzig’s look in those days was fabulous — 
not yet a weightlifting casualty, he was short 
and lean and compact, like a panther, his 
black hair sloping in front of his face in a 
kind of exaggerated art-deco swoop on the 
theme of Elvis’s pompadour. He had not yet 
lost himself to paranoia and his own myth. 
Samhain rose from the ashes of the 
Misfits when, in 1983, Danzig went to 
Washington, DC, to form a supergroup 
with former Minor Threat guitarists Brian 
Baker and Lyle Preslar. He already had a 
batch of songs, some of which he’d record- 
ed for the final Misfits album, Earth A.D./ 
Wolfsblood. But for the first and last time 
in his career, he was willing to engage in 
something approaching collaboration with 
equals. Preslar, though, didn’t stay on past 
the first Samhain gig — the supergroup 
was not to be. Danzig was headed for terri- 
tory even more garish than the Misfits’ mix 
of schlock and shock. Struggling, as he 
often did, for words to describe his music, 
he on occasion would say that Samhain 
were “more real” than the Misfits, whose 
songs filtered punk’s misanthropy through 
the lens of horror b-movies. “We’re into 
power,” he told a ’zine called Hard. Times 
in 1984. “That’s basically what Samhain is 
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about. Killing people and things like that.” 
Of Initium, Samhain’s full-length debut, 
he said, “Most of the album is love songs.” 
Love songs? Well, of a sort. One of the 
songs he was talking about is “Archangel,” 
which he’d written in 1981 for Dave Vanian 
of the Damned. Like some of the best Misfits 
songs, it draws its melodic inspiration from 
doo-wop. The opening line plays off the con- 
ceit of cotton-candy courtship ballads — 
“Heaven sent me here to you” — and then 
casually rakes the convention over the coals: 
“And if you fear, you’ve reason to.” That kind 
of cleverness, bordering on satire but not suc- 
cumbing to it, summarizes what Danzig was 
after with the Misfits. The rest of 
“Archangel” offered a pretty clear dis- 
tillation of what he wanted Samhain 
to do: “Open up the seven seals/The 
beast has come to claim the youth.” 
By 1987, Samhain had evolved 
from a blurrier, more claustrophobic 
version of the Misfits into a gloomy 
but muscular hard-rock band halfway 
between Bauhaus and AC/DC. That 
year, the producer Rick Rubin took 


an interest in the band and, with the 
exception of bassist Eerie Von, the 
entire line-up was ditched in favor of 
better musicians. Changing the name 
of the group to Danzig confirmed the 
obvious — that Samhain, like the 
Misfits, was a one-man franchise. 

Glenn Danzig, however, continued 
to tend the Samhain legacy. He was 
still recording under the Samhain 
name as late as 1990. The result, 
Final Descent, reflects a curious mix 
of financial self-interest and curatori- 
al obsession: in addition to fresh material, it 
includes a new version of Samhain’s 1985 
mini-album Unholy Passion on which the 
guitar tracks have been re-recorded. This 
was nothing new: Danzig often reworked 
songs on Samhain albums even after their 
release, so that different pressings might 
have different versions of certain tracks. 

And that’s why it’s so surprising to see so 
little new material on the Samhain box set. 
There are only four previously unreleased 
studio tracks, and we get nothing in the 
way of discographical detail. What’s more, 
the live material is largely redundant, and 
not significantly superior to the bootlegs 
that’ve surfaced over the yeats. Two of the 
previously unissued rough demos — “Twist 
of Cain” and “Possession” — offer a pre- 
view of the first Danzig album, and they 
show just how much will Rubin would have 
to exert to trim the songs down to their 
stark, minimalist edges. 

As for written revelations from Danzig, 


_well, the Creator is mostly silent. His brief 


note at the end reads, in part: “Samhain 
was, for me, not just my ‘new beginning’ 
or darker vision, but a darker, blacker un- 
derstanding of the world.” Or, as he told 
Hard Times back in 1984, “Life sucks. The 
world sucks. I really hate this place. Any- 
thing is better than this.” #

Revisiting a comic genius 


A few weeks ago, I was at the Laugh Factory on the Sun- 
set Strip watching three young black comedians pay trib- 
ute to Richard Pryor as part of the release party for 


Rhino’s nine-disc Pryor anthology, . . . And 
It’s Deep Too! The Complete Warner Bros. 
Recordings (1968-1992). In a back corner, 
Pryor sat motionless in his wheelchair — his 
body debilitated by MS, his vision erased by 
blindness — while on stage 
his progeny waited for 
laughs. 

Chris Spencer did a great 
bit about the differences in 
court psychology between 
pick-up basketball games in 
Inglewood and those in 
Pasadena. Damon Wayans 
cracked on his son for 
being a hip-hop thug in a 
gated community. Chris Tucker killed the 
hardest: he gets caught taking a swim in the 
pool of one of his new Beverly Hills neigh- 
bors. “I thought it was the community pool!” 

But what they told were jokes and nothing 
more — a series of set-ups and punch lines. 
What you realize listening to. . . And It’s 
Deep Too! is that Pryor didn’t tell jokes. In 
one of the box’s essays, Walter Mosley writes 
of Pryor as an anthropologist, a philosopher, 
and a psychologist, but never simply a come- 
dian. Pryor did comedic solo performances

addiction, and jail time for disorderly con- 
duct and tax evasion — into one-man dra- 
matic sit-coms that defused black rage and 
disillusionment with searing confession and 
dazzling roleplaying. 

Pryor morphed into junkies, blacksmiths, 
slaves, Mudbone, his kids, and all kinds of 
white people who all sounded the same. He 
gave voice to everything. When a wino talked 
trash to Dracula (“What’s wrong with your 
natural?”), he was both wino and Dracula. 





-When he explained the psychology of coke 


addiction, he was the pipe who talked. And 
whereas Snoop and DMX compare them- 
selves to dogs, Pryor became dogs, giving 
them human voices and human feelings. In 





Pryor’s universe, even the trees could talk. 

As Bill Cosby remarks in the notes, be- 
cause TV and film were more off-limits to 
black comedians in the ’60s and ’70s, Pryor 
had to create his shows where he could: on 
stage in front of mixed 
black and white audiences 
who relied on him for an 
escape into an honesty not 
permitted outside the 
space of the nightclub — 
an honesty so unbearable, 
so real, so relevant, that 
you had to laugh in order 
to go on living. The occa- 
sionally Pryor-funny but 
never Pryor-smart Laugh Factory perfor- 
mances — which took place on the same 
Sunset Strip where Pryor went public with 
his infamous tale of freebase self-immolation 
and where he vowed to stop using the word 
“nigger” after a trip to Africa — were a less- 
than-promising commentary on post-Pryor 
black comedy. Although Pryor most certain- 
ly opened the racially segregated doors that 
all of these comedians have walked through 
on their way to movin’-on-up tax brackets, 
TV series, and big-screen roles playing the 
president, none of them — save for Chris 
Rock and early Eddie Murphy — has done 
much with the social and stylistic ground he 
broke, except find new. ways to tell the same 
old gags about farting, pussy, and big black 
dicks. 

When Wayans addressed politics, all he 
could come up with was, “Doesn’t Al Gore 
seem gay?” When Pryor gets political on the 
discs collected in the box set, he puts the en- 
tire nation on public trial. On 1974’s That 
Nigger’s Crazy, he reasons that black people 
aren't afraid of flying saucers because of 
slavery and racial oppression (“Nothing can 
scare a nigger after 400 years of this shit”). 
On Bicentennial Nigger, he subtitles the 
American Bicentennial as “200 years of 
white folks kickin’ ass.” At the Comedy 
Store in 1973 (on the That African-Ameri- 
can Is Still Crazy rarities disc), he laments 
the end of Black Power (“Shit’s over? You 
mean it’s back to singing groups?”). He 
even finds a way to turn Leon Spinks into a 
freedom fighter: “He may not articulate the 
language,” Pryor deadpans to an imaginary 
white critic on 1978's Wanted: Richard 
Pryor Live in Concert, “but it

ain’t his language anyway. 
Like to see how you do in 
Zaire muthafucka.” 

The most difficult part of 
the Laugh Factory event was 
seeing Pryor get wheeled out 
on stage for publicity photos. 
He appeared unconscious, his 
limbs limp, his mouth drool- 
ing, the world’s greatest 
stand-up comic forced to sit 
down forever in silence. This 
was the same body that had 
been so resilient in the past, 
the same body that Pryor pol- 
luted with pills and powder 
and then burned up with a 
bottle of rum, the same body 
that almost drowned in the 
deep end of a pool, the same 
body repeatedly sent into 
paralysis by a heart that could- 
n’t keep beating, the same 
body that no matter what 
Pryor did to it always talked 
| back to him. 

The Pryor on stage was the 
phantom Pryor. The Pryor 
chronicled on . . . And It’s 
Deep Too! gives us back em- 
bodied Pryor, the Pryor 
whose genius still has plenty 
of truths to tell. s

Louie Vega and Kenny Gonzalez 


The music that’s gotten me through the national clusterfuck of the last 
couple of weeks is flashy and airy, made over the last 10 years by two 
guys cranking it out as fast as they possibly could. “Little” Louie Vega

and Kenny “Dope” Gonzalez esti- 
mate they’ve recorded or remixed 
more than 2000 tracks as the club- 
music production and mixing team 
Masters at Work. Until recently, that 
name officially belonged to an old 
label of theirs (they’d also gone by 
MAW and Kenlou, but everyone in 
the dance world knew who they really 
were). To celebrate reclaiming it, 
they’ve released The Tenth Anniver- 
sary Collection, two four-CD boxed 
sets covering the high points of their 
career all over the dance map, from 
the heyday of house to the eclectic 
mishmash of the present. Released 
on the British label BBE, they’re rela- 
tively bargain-priced: each box can be 
had for less than $30 in the US. 
Masters at Work are the rare club 
producers whose tracks sound great 
on a home stereo and not just a 
packed floor. The standard club- 
music strategy is to establish a 
groove and work it for as long as it 
holds out, the idea being that DJs 
can mix it in and out anywhere. 
MAW, though, make records that de- 
mand to be heard in their entirety. 


They’re composers even more than 
they’re beatmakers, tossing in sur- 
prises (the ratcheting chain of beats 
in “The Bomb” abruptly veers into a 
Chicago sample), building to climax- 
es or ducking around them, with- 
holding catharsis until late in the 
game — or even until a different 
track altogether zooms out to reveal 
the full image of what was once just 
a detail. The classic example of that 
trick is “Deep Inside,” which was 
credited to Hardrive on its original 
release in 1994. It’s a spare, simple 
seven-minute bump; you could call it 
ascetic except for the woman’s voice 
that keeps crying out, “Deep deep 
inside, deep deep down inside.” (The 
point of everything the Masters do is 
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The pioneers of the 
“Nuyorican sound” (a fu- 
sion of Latin music’s in- 
strumentation with club 
beats), Vega and Gonzalez 
are the rare producers 
whose reputation is built on 
working with real live musi- 
cians as well as banks of machines — 
the classic MAW beat is half ma- 
chine-made thump, half real live 
drums. Percussionist Tito Puente 
figures heavily on a lot of their early 
hits, and the live guitar and piano and 
horns that are all over their tracks are 
excitingly idiosyncratic. 

As MAW, the duo have had so 
many dance hits that eight CDs can’t 

begin to encompass them

son jazz guitar solo and 
scat vocal that open 
“You Can Do It Baby” 
were shockingly new for 
club music. Nuyorican 
Soul’s “It’s Alright, | 
Feel It,” with a groove 
unlike any other, is pre- 
sented in eccentric three-measure 
phrases and studiously avoids the or- 
thodox four-on-the-floor of house. 
There are a couple of splendid disco 
covers that recapture the lush 
grandeur of the late *70s with the 
precision and polyrhythmic chatter of 
the late 90s; there are some super- 
hard percussive instrumentals, like 
Kenlou 6’s “Bangin’,” that improve 
on the cut-and-splice zsthetic of old 
Latin freestyle. A 14-minute remix of 
Roni Size & Reprazent’s “Watching 
Windows” tosses out. the 
drum ’n’ bass groove altogether and 
replaces it with a live Latin jazz group 
playing rumba. Best of all is “MAW 
Expensive,” a deliriously fun medley 
of Nigerian Afrobeat hero Fela 
Anikulapo Kuti’s 1975 songs “Ex- 
pensive Shit” and “Upside Down” 
that translates them into the Nuyori- 
can idiom but preserves the originals’ 
mood and tone. 

The Masters push the singers’ hol- 
lering soul voices to their extremes, 
and the resemblance to church music 
isn’t coincidental — you can think of 
this as secular gospel. It’s some of the 
most ecstatic music ever made, as fo- 
cused on detail and variation as it is 
on the groove. At a moment when 
absolutely everybody is tense to the 
point of cracking, the MAW boxes 
offer genuine catharsis. There’s noth- 
ing angry or distracting or mechani- 
cal about this music — nothing but 
energy, joy, rhythm, playfulness, and 
the coming together of worlds that 
once seemed irreconcilable. @

Boston with his band, the Law, in 
1981. He’s best 
course, for his work with the ’80s 
roots-pop outfit Scruffy the Cat. 
But he’s never stopped writing 
and performing. “I’m really very 
thankful about that, because I’m 
trying to think of people who 
would’ve been around at the same 
time Scruffy got started who are 
still plugging away and most of 
these people don’t do it anymore. 
I’d like to say I’m talented, but | 
have a little knack for a melody 
and then after that it’s all luck. 
Along with being fortunate 
enough to have a history and 
background that pretty much 
whatever I’ve done as a musician 
has always been accepted. That’s 
not a brag, that’s just — I’m fas- 
cinated by it because | don’t un- 
derstand it.” 

Industry bigwigs may have their 
reservations about Chesterman — 
he’s no longer affiliated with Slow 
River/Rykodisc, the Salem-based 
label that put out each of his last 
three albums before its merger 
with Palm — but listeners who still 
like their rock and roll served neat, 
with toasts to old masters like 
Buddy Holly and Chuck Berry, are 
plagued by no such doubts. And 
perhaps because it’s been three 
years since Chesterman’s last re- 
lease, Dynamite Music Machine 
(Slow River/Rykodisc), Ham 
Radio sounds like a long overdue 
blast of tang ‘n’ twang. It’s an 
album lousy with scrappy licks and 
scruffy hooks, and not one ballad 
in the lot. 

“I really wanted to put out an-

Far from giving up, Chesterman 
talks like a guy who’s just getting 
started. He’s toying with the idea

THE LIGHTS OF TOWN — the 
full-length debut from the Hey- 
goods, the husband-and-wife 
C&W singer/guitarist duo of 
Katie and David Champagne — 
was conceived as a kind of aural 
Christmas card to be sent to fami- 
ly and friends, but it’s turned out 
to be one of the most listenable 
local albums of the year. It also 
marks former Treat Her Right 
guitarist David’s return to song- 
writing and performing after an 
extended hiatus, as well as a re- 
turn to the stage by Katie, who 
fronted her own bluegrass-tinged 
country band, Great Atomic 
Power, a decade ago. 

Although the two have been 
married for almost 10 years and 
David had sat in with Katie’s band 
on guitar a_few times, it wasn’t 
until well into their marriage that 
a relative suggested they sing to- 
gether. “David’s sister got mar- 
ried and she asked us if we would 
sing a song together for her wed- 
ding, and | think it was the first 
time we sang together,” Katie re- 
calls. The Champagnes chose 
“Green Pastures,” an old gospel 
song. The duet felt so good that 
they began performing low-key 
gigs around town once or twice a 


month — sometimes with Treat 
Her Right pal Jim Fitting on har- 
monica — under the name the 


Heygoods. And something that 
David Champagne had spent half 
of his life doing felt new again. 

“We have a six-year-old [Mont- 
gomery] and a three-year-old 
[Gibson],” he explains over coffee 
at the Cézanne Café in Central 
Square, “and when the six-year- 
old was born, I stopped playing 
music for a few years because I 
had been doing it pretty much 
nonstop for 20 years and I was 
burnt out. But I had written some 
new songs that I wanted to play. 
And I’ve always liked singing 
these kind of songs. I grew up in 
the Midwest, so I heard country 
music on the radio as a kid — 
you’d hear the Beatles and then 
Sam the Sham and the Pharaohs 
and then George Jones on the 
same radio station.” Prior to Treat 
Her Right, Champagne had done 
time in the Boston retro-country 
outfit Pink Cadillac, so he was no 
stranger to the occasional Lefty 
Frizzell cover. 

Katie was thrilled with the 
prospect of performing again but 
wasn’t so sure about the band’s 
future. “In the beginning, I was 
thinking that David was just doing 
it as a ‘meantime’ thing, before he 
started doing his own recording. | 
think I was loving it so much that 
I was afraid he was going to go 
and rock out with some guys. And 
then he said, .‘By the way, we’re 
going to do some recording to- 
morrow.’ ” 

The material on Lights beats 
with the heart of vintage C&W 
and bends with:a breezy °50s 
rockabilly flair, thanks in part to 
stellar musical accompaniment. 
Bassists Andrew Mazzone and 
Katie’s old Great Atomic Power 
bandmate, Johnny Sciascia (Tar- 





box Ramblers/Spurs), lend a 
hand, as do Billy Beard on brush- 
es and Dinty Childs on mandocel- 
lo. In addition to nine David 
Champagne—penned tracks (in- 
cluding the gorgeous title song, 
which is ravishingly sung by Katie 
with harmony support from 
David), the disc features bur- 
nished covers of tunes written by 
Doc Pomus and Mort Shuman 
(“A Mess of the Blues”), Felice 
and Boudleaux Bryant (“It’s 
Late”), Mel Tillis (“Leroy”), and 
Paul Sapp (“Walkin’ on 
Teardrops”). Champagne’s com- 
positions hold their own in this 
company; “A Lot To Lose,” — 
which he wrote after Montgomery 
was born, is both filled with grati- 
tude and racked with self-doubt, 
and it stands with his finest work. 

As for the Heygoods, they excel 
when the principals are exchang- 
ing vows — or apologies. The 
funny, doomed “Conscience” is 
one of the best George-and- 
Tammy numbers that never was, 
with David’s woe-is-me tenor vol- 
leying with Katie’s lovely sob of a 
soprano. “I like having more of a 
conversation within a song,” says 
David. “I think that anybody éx- 
ists in relationship to other people, 
and it illuminates the song in a 
different way.” The fact that the 
Champagnes recorded their vo- 
cals live, facing each other at one 
microphone, only adds to the im- 
pression that you’re overhearing 
star-crossed lovers hashing out 
last night’s skirmish — or tomor- 
row morning’s divorce hearing. i

Afro-Latin beat 


Pan-American diva Tania Libertad 


BY ELIJAH WALD One of the oddest things about the “Latin music 
boom,” at least as it has reached the Anglo public, has been the empha- 
sis on either lowest-common-denominator pop acts (Ricky Martin) or 


elegant museum pieces (the 
Buena Vista Sogial Club). Left 
out have been ‘ertually all the 
Latin American artists who are 
known and appreciated through- 
out their part of the world. Such 
as Tania Libertad, who makes her 
Boston debut next Thursday in 
the Café Teatro series at the 
South End’s Jorge Hernandez 
Cultural Center. 

Libertad is one of the most var- 
ied and ambitious singers in Latin 
music. She has never become a 
huge pop star, but her records are 
heard from Mexico to Argentina 
(even in Boston, Tower and HMV 
have more albums of her work 
than of any Buena Vista artist). 
She is probably best known as the 
queen of modern bolero, the sin- 
uous, romantic dance music that 
emerged from Cuba in the 1920s 
and was popularized by a string 
of Mexican trios and female 
soloists. Over the years, however, 
she has recorded with rock bands 
and symphony orchestras, 
singing everything from mariachi 
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music to nueva cancion (Latin 
America’s politically driven 
singer/songwriter style). 

Most recently, Libertad has 
been concentrating on a form that 
is little known even in Latin 
America, the sounds of black 
Peru. “The town where I was 
born, Chiclayo, is the only black 
town in the north on the Peruvian 
coast,” she explains, speaking in 
Spanish from a Paris recording 
studio. “So I have this from my 
roots.” 

To most people, Peru is known 
for Andean music, the pan pipes 
of “El céndor pasa,” but coastal 
Peru is another world. “The cul- 
ture of Peru has three roots that 
are extremely important. There 
are black roots, Indian roots, and 
white roots, which put together 
have given a music that is aston- 
ishing and magical, but few peo- 
ple have had the fortune to hear 


it. My own music has very little of 


the Indian part, because I haven’t 
lived in Peru’s indigenous re- 
gions, so I did not develop that 


part. I developed the black part, 
the mulatto part, and my music 
can best be considered as an 
African style.” 

Libertad connected to the 
African side of her work with a 
1994 album, Africa en América 
(Columbia), that included electric 
arrangements of Afro-Latin cere- 
monial music, but her current 
African emphasis may still sur- 
prise some long-time fans. She is 
better known for lilting ballads 
like “Alfonsina y el mar,” which 
made her an international star 
after she’d moved from Peru to 
Mexico, in the late 1970s. Al- 
though she had recorded some 10 
albums in Peru, after beginning a 
professional career at age seven, 
her career took off in Mexico. 
There, she led a revival of the 
bolero, the swaying, Caribbean- 
rooted ballad style that is the 
Americas’ most gorgeously ro- 
mantic music, then went on to 
record albums of Mexican 
ranchera_ styles, Brazilian- 
flavored pop, orchestral concert

material, and duets with the 
Cuban singers Pablo Milanés and 
Silvio Rodriguez. “If you are an 


artist who is open to all kinds of 


influences, and who has the 
chance to live with all different 
kinds of people, in different 
countries, you have also to live 
with their music. So I could not 
have lived in Mexico without try- 
ing mariachi and bolero and 
many things. But also, this is not 
foreign to me. If you look for the 
root in each of the musical ex- 
pressions in Latin America, you 
will find African roots.” 

The band Libertad is bringing 
will include Peruvian musicians 
along with Cubans and other 
Latin players, and it will feature 
acoustic instruments like the Pe- 
ruvian guitar and cajdn, the 
wooden percussion box that has 
spread from Afro-Peruvian music 
into modern flamenco. Libertad 


says that though the sound will 
be more percussive than some of 
her fans expect, she will be per- 
forming the songs that have 
made her famous. “If the Mexi- 
cans come, they will hear José Al- 
fredo Jiménez [the dean of 
ranchera songwriters]. And we 
will sing the boleros, but we will 
make them sound different; they 
will have a different feel. I will try 
to make them share a common 
root with the other material, and 
we will try to make the whole 
concert have a unity, a single 
color. But I am not going to tell 
you what it sounds like on the 
telephone — that is why I am 
coming to Boston.” od

ROW'’S SOUNDS TODAY 
(Reprise). For more than 15 
years, California-by-way-of-Ken- 
tucky songwriter Dwight Yoakam 
has carried the torch for the kind 
of rebel country music that’s 
rarely heard along Nashville's 
Music Row these days: stripped- 
down and loose-limbed, yelping 
and rollicking with big Bakersfield 
gulps of Buck Owens and Merle 
Haggard, with maybe a Texas- 
sized side of Buddy Holly to go 
with ’em. In other words, Yoakam 
likes his heartbreak served up 
the old-fashioned way, with guitar, 
voice, fiddle, and a whole lotta 
nights spent crying at the jukebox 
— the way heartbreak’s sup- 
posed to be. 

Given his refusal to kowtow to 
the high-gloss standards of con- 
tempo country, it makes sense 
that the guy’s picked a defiant, if 
optimistic, title for his 15th long- 
player. In addition to his own crack 
backing band, Sounds has 
Owens — lured out of self-im- 
posed retirement by Yoakam for 
the second time — dueting with 
Dwight on three tracks (including 
the jointly penned “The Sad Side 
of Town” and Owens’s own “I Was 
There”), as well as cameos by 
Byrds/Flying Burrito Brothers 
alum Chris Hillman on mandolin 
and Flaco Jiménez on accordion. 
But the real star here is Yoakam, 
his songs, and his traditonalist 
ideals. Sounds is another collec- 
tion of top-shelf originals that kiss 
country’s close cousins — Crick- 
ets-style rockabilly (“Dreams of 
Clay”), weeping waltzes (“Time 
Spent Missing You”) — but remain 
faithful to the music’s roots. Only 
on his mild cover of Cheap Trick’s 
“| Want You To Want Me,” which 
saps the song of the original's |i- 
bidinous urgency, does Yoakam 
stumble in his cowboy boots.

EST BUMPS (Quannum Pro- 
jects). In the secret history of un- 
derground hip-hop, no crew looms 
larger than Northern California's 
Solesides collective, which fea- 
tures genre heavyweights like 
Blackalicious, DJ Shadow, and 
Latyrx. Even as other indepen- 
dent-minded California posses 
(Freestyle Fellowship, Hieroglyph- 
ics) were faltering in the aftermath 
of major-label disappointments, 
the Solesides folks decided to re- 
main independent, digging deep 
into their crates, their rhyme 
sheets, and their wallets to sup- 
port their own hip-hop dreams. 
From 1993 to 1997 Solesides’ 
slow-drip release schedule, inde- 


pendent business practices, and 
impossibly high artistic standards 
created an international fan base 
that far overshadowed its meager 
discography of only 11 releases 
(mostly vinyl singles). 

Solesides has since trans- 
formed into Quannum (same 
artists, different name), and it 
continues to stoke the flames of 
its obsessive fan base with Sole-

sides Greatest Bumps — a two- 
disc collection that compiles unre- 
leased nuggets, out-of-print 
tracks, and highlights from the 
pre-Quannum era. This lengthy 
set will, one hopes, drive down 
the prices of Solesides ephemera 
on eBay, but it offers more than 
just fodder for trainspotters. An 
essential document of the West 
Coast underground, Greatest 
Bumps finds this earthy and 
crunchy Bay Area crew setting the 
standard for trends (sampling rare 
soul 45s, spoken-word/poetry 
inflections) and entire subgenres 
(trip-hop) that are still reverberat- 
ing throughout the hip-hop world 
Too ambitious to be contained by 
even-tempered rhyme meter, 
these virtuoso MCs whisper, 
shout, flow, and sing their way 
through tracks that stretch hip- 
hop to the breaking point but snap 
back just before it shatters.

THEORY (Warner Bros.). Like a 
slicker version of Bay Area drama 
queens Papa Roach, LA's Linkin 
Park do Korn-style self-flagella- 
tion with a few interesting twists 
For one thing, they've got two 
guys with contrasting styles on 
the mike: Chester Bennington is 
the traditional grunge belter, Mike 
Shinoda the hardcore rap- 
influenced MC. Bennington’s the 
one who goes over the edge on 
the hit “One Step Closer,” jettison- 
ing his trademark warble at the 
end in favor of good old-fashioned 
screaming. Shinoda almost re- 
sembles Chuck D when his com- 
manding bark is at its finest, as on 
the torrid first verse of “Forgotten” 
and the hip-hop breakdown of 
“Points of Authority.” The band 
supply their share of funked-up 
Rage grooves for the guys to vent 
over, but they also make room for 
DJ Joseph Hahn’s mellow 
scratching interludes and a bunch 
of sampled industrial clanging.

“With You,” though Hahn’s sinister 
DJ Shadow rip “Cure for the Itch” 
is actually the band’s most com- 
pelling portrait of midnight in their 
not-so-perfect world.

(Man’s Ruin). Unlike Helmet, who 
cleaned up nice, Unsane just

Side, noisy and uncouth and 
stumbling blindly through traffic.

Still crazy after all these years, 
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Unsane’s Chris Spencer is back 
with a new band. The big differ- 
ence is that Amphetamine Reptile 
and Touch & Go are no longer 
putting out half a dozen albums a 
year that sound exactly like this, 
so Spencer's yuck seems a little 
fresher than it used to. “Move” es- 
says encroachment and suffoca-

VOICE: AN A CAPPELLA CON- 
PILATION (Secretly Canadian). 
A number of the post-Palace bed- 
room folkies who record for Indi- 
ana’s Secretly Canadian imprint 
(or for Jagjaguar, its sister label in 
Virginia) add barely audible ac- 
companiment to their songs on 
their own releases, so the idea of 
inviting several bands from the la- 
bels’ stables (Drunk, Songs: Ohai, 
the Panoply Glee Club) and oth- 
ers to drop the guitars entirely 
and sing for their suppers is a nat- 
ural one. The 24 tracks range from 
the tossed-off (Appendix Out, 
singing into a faulty voice-activat- 
ed microcassette) to the carefully 
planned (Pedro the Lion’s almost 
choral “Breadwinner You”), but the 
contributors’ most frequent move 
— you could also call it the path of 
least resistance — is to root 
around in the public domain for a 
folk/blues chestnut or two. The re- 
sults range from David Grubbs’s 
pleasant medley of “The Gypsy 
Daisy” and “Pinafore Blues” to the 
usually reliable Richard Buckner's 
uninspired reading of “Ain’t No 
Grave Can Hold My Body Down.” 
The voice-as-instrument ap- 
proach is also well represented: 
Jarboe (of Swans) does the ex- 
pected Diamanda Galas impres- 
sion, Elliott Sharp’s “Tzara” owes 
to fellow dadaist Kurt Schwitters’s 
sound poetry, and Jandek, the 
Harry Lyme of lo-fi, offers a multi- 
tracked breathing exercise on 
“Om.” Tim Foljahn of Two Dollar 
Guitar and Margaret Munch- 
heimer split the difference with a 
lengthy piss-take (okay, a “decon- 
struction”) of “Swing Low, Sweet 
Chariot.” Elsewhere, the Grifters 
prove they don’t need guitars to 
make fuzz, Mia Doi Todd sings a 
straight, sweet “La vie en rose,” 
and Japonize Elephants credibly 
replicate a street-corner spiritual 
(“Daniel”). This is a tough one to 
listen to at a single sitting, with 
Danielson Familie’s Coasters/ 
Shaggs maneuvers and riot gal 
Nikki McClure’s performance po- 
etry being especially skipworthy. 
But it sounds more varied than it 
reads, and about half the tracks 
stand on their own merits, aside’ 
from the project’s air of indie 
ethnography.

Nerdy 
male nurse Greg (Ben Stiller, 
suffering even more-exquisite 
tortures than he endured in 
There’s Something About 
Mary) is in love with the beau- 
tiful, gifted, and intelligent 
Pam (Teri Polo), but when 
he’s invited to her folks’ tony 
homestead, he discovers that 
her father (Robert De Niro) is 
a former CIA operative with an 
uncanny knack for uncovering 
falsehoods and an unhealthy 
attachment to his daughter. 
Greg’s response is to tell fee- 
ble white lies; the web of ver- 
bal deceit is paralleled by the 
conspiracy of the physical uni- 
verse, where every inanimate 
object, however benign or in- 
nocuous, turns on the hapless 
and unwary. At the end, as at 
the beginning, the film feels 
strained when it goes for the

From the Sisyphean 
plowing of arid Kentucky fields 
to his demeaning dishwashing 
in a Navy mess to the merci- 
less hazing inflicted in diving 
camp where he is the only 
black candidate and the odds 
are cynically rigged against 
him by the redneck Sunday 
and the dotty commander (Hal 
Holbrook), Brashear perse- 
veres, unwilling to break his 
promise to his sharecropper 
dad never to give up. His or- 
deals grow increasingly brutal 
and bizarre, and they end with 
a courtroom demonstration 
that is as much a ritual of 
obeisance to the white powers 
that be as it is an assertion of 
will and dignity. As in The Hur- 
ricane and Remember the Ti- 
tans and almost every movie 
made about black heroism, a 
man proves his honor by prov- 
ing worthy of the injustice that 
oppresses him.

Like the TV series on which 
it's based, this animated/live- 
action film flashes between 
the magical island of Sodor 
(where Thomas the Tank En- 
gine and his mates criss-cross 
the island carrying milk, pro- 
duce, lumber, and coal) and 
the human world of Shining 
Time Station. And like the TV 
show, it’s a little confusing:

Call it the kind of imaginative 
leap that children handle bet- 
ter than adults. Anyway, 
Thomas's world of magic and 
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innocence is threatened by a 
nasty diesel engine named 
Diesel 10; Mr. Conductor 
(Alec Baldwin) is lose the 
“sparkle” that enables him to 
travel the “magic railroad” be- 
tween Shining Time and 
Sodor, and his surfer-dude 
cousin, Mr. C. Junior (Michael 
E. Rodgers) isn’t much help;

As a Polish ex- 
patriate hairdresser who suf- 
fers humiliation and more 
when his wife leaves him, 
Zbigniew Zamachowski is a 
pear-shaped loser with a hard 
edge of pathos, determination, 
and unexpected resourceful- 
ness, his face a mirror of first 
outrageous misfortune and 
then startling calculation.

*x*x*xTIM BURTON’S THE 
NIGHTMARE BEFORE 
CHRISTMAS (1993). Tim Bur- 
ton’s parody of “The Night Be- 
fore Christmas” is a delightful 
animated musical fantasy that 
immerses us in a Halloween 
world of ghouls and goblins 
and haunted mansions, com- 
bining the genteel black 
humor of Charles Addams and 
Edward Gorey, the skewed 
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angles of German Expression- 
ist films, Dr. Seuss, and 
Czech stop-motion animator 
Jan Svankmajer. The tale is 
slight: Jack Skellington, an el- 
egant bag of bones bored with 
his job as creative director for 
Halloween, stumbles into 
Christmas Town and usurps 
Santa’s throne. The songs, by 
Danny Elfman, settle into a 
wonderfully gloomy Kurt Weill 
mode that’s antithetical to the 
usual Disney saccharine. But 
parents needn't worry — 
there’s nothing here any scari- 
er than TV's Beetlejuice car- 
toons.

*1/2 A TIME FOR DRUNKEN 
HORSES (2000). Set in a Kur- 
dish village in the bleak, beau- 
tiful wastelands on the Iran- 
lraq border, Iranian director 
Bahman Ghobadi’s earnest 
first feature is the semi-autobi- 
ographical tale of young 
Ayoub (Ayoub Amadh), a stur- 
dy preteen who, with his moth- 
er dead and his smuggler fa- 
ther having disappeared, has 
to make do for his numerous 
siblings. He joins a mule train 
of smugglers crossing the bor- 
der, offers his sister in mar- 
riage, and tries to sell the fam- 
ily mule. His bad luck makes 
Bicycle Thieves look like a 
lighthearted farce, and overall 
the film’s unrelenting misery 
comes off as a badly acted, 
clumsily narrated parody of 
the Iranian children’s movie 
genre. As for the drunken 
horses, they’re actually mules, 
but you'd drink heavily too if 
you had to carry enormous 
tires on your back over snow- 
bound mountains laced with 
minefields and menaced by 
army patrols.

(2000). Raul Ruiz’s adaptation 
of the last volume of Marcel 
Proust’s A /a recherche du 
temps perdu is a ravishing, in- 
deed overwhelming ‘film 
whose success comes at a 
price. Ruiz’s respect for 
Proust may have caused him 
to set too-strict limits for the 
atmosphere in which his lush, 
inventive cinema usually 
thrives. The opening scenes, 
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in which the bedridden au- 
thor/narrator begins to conjure 
up the film’s characters, have 
an exhilarating freedom, with 
the child Marcel creating a 
pure flow of images. But the 
film recaptures that freedom 
only intermittently once it set- 
tles into its encyclopedic sur- 
vey of the narrator's WWl-era 
elite circle. Ricardo 
Aronovich’s photography and 
Bruno Beaugé’s production 
design are immaculate, and 
the performances of Marcello 
Mazzarella, John Malkovich, 
Vincent Perez, Emmanuelle 
Béart, Catherine Deneuve, 
Pascal Greggory, Marie- 
France Pisier, and others are 
inspired. Plan on watching 
Time Regained twice.

and wishing that they too could 
become mortal. With the help 
of former angel Peter Falk, 
Damiel realizes this dream 
(wherein the film goes from 
black and white to color).

Babylon Blue: An Illustrated History of Adult 
Cinema (Creation Books) is a rare treat for the 
cinephile and the adult enthusiast alike. In Babylon 
Blue, the reader gets an overview of the develop- 
ment of adult cinema from the nudist camp films of 
the 1950s and 1960s to the pivotal success of Deep 
Throat and beyond. Author David Flint provides a 
marvellously exhaustive description of the 
adult film industry, its 
tropes, techniques, and 
histories in a book that 
serves as a great starting J 
point for viewing pleasures 
and future critical studies. 

Despite the serious tone J 
of the text, and the scholar- 
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History of Adult Cinema,” 
Babylon Blue provides stim- | 
ulation in other areas than 
scholarship, illustrating the 
rise and fall and rise of adult cinema with a rich 
blend of history and anecdotes about luminaries of 
the 1970s-’90s such as Gerard Damiano and the 
Mitchell brothers. Flint likewise analyzes, as he 
calls it, the “New Porn Generation,” and even 
includes interviews with directors such as Antonio 
Passolini and examples of groundbreaking films 
such as Latex and Cafe Flesh, as well as the emer- 
gence of the "gonzo" or freestyle form of adult 
cinema. 

However, one of the most fascinating aspects of 
Babylon Blue is its discussion of the development 
of adult films in Britain (and subsequent battles 
with censors) and his examination of European 
adult film. The latter is especially gripping because 
of the wide range in the films selected. Likewise, 
Flint intertwines stories with his critical analysis; 
one ofthe most memorable is the story of the ven- 
eration accorded to the Italian starlet Moana Pozzi 
upon her death from cancer in 1994. In mixing film 
analysis with remarks on the cultural power of 
adult film, Flint proves his thesis that adult films 
are worthy of study, as well as providing a fasci- 
nating cultural and historical document on the 
development of adult cinema.

Overall, Babylon Blue is smart, witty, and seduc- 
tive, as well as a great launching point for other 
scholars. and writers. Flint provides historical 
depth, film analysis, and a hefty dose of sex appeal 
for a fabulous read.Curl up with it — and enjoy.
